The defend- 
ants are William H. Comstock, as 
House is known in private life, tlie

J. Shubert. Rogers is represented 
by O'Brien, Malcyinsky and Dris- 
coil and Lyman Hess as joint at- 
torneys. 

"Rogers sets forth "that he- had 
House signed at $150 a week and up 
to. f;i50 weekly under a long term 
contract. That when Arthur S. 
Lyon.s, of Lyons & Lyons, acting 
for the Shuberts, approached him 
with a $750 bid for Hou.sc's services 
he refused it because of $52,500 
worth of Keith-Orpheum bookings, 
for the 1928-9 sea.son, already set. 
Shubert personally inci-0.ased the oil- 
fer to $900 and $1,000, after asking 
Rogers what he would con.sider to 
relinquish the come<lian for a Shu- 
bert musical production. 

Rogers asked for $1,100 a week 
with r»'.servatlona including ?Iouse's 
services for talkers, a deal which 
was almost closed; also a provision 
that he (Rogers) read the script 
of the proposed .show for the com- 
edian in order to protect himself 
against House's fliwing and thus

Release date, it is said. wlU 
be Sept. 17, with no title as yet 
chosen for the picture. 

While in possession of the loaned 
Movietone equipment Universal is 
reported to have added dialog and 
sound to three other pictures. These 
supposedly were "Last Warning," 
"Lonesome" and Glen Tryon's "It

"The cartels, aini at one thing: the 
creation of an infer-liuropean piic- 
turc market so the producers In 
the varioiis countries can secure 
a big enough outlet to enable them 
to go make pictures without losing 
money. So ' lonig ats they e-ach had 
to m.iiko for their own territory, and 
ta.ke a long chance on any foreign 
sales, you .could always beat them 
to it, in quality, coat and pi-ice. But 
when they have ah 'assured market, 
covering practically. a:ll Europe, the 
: position is, different, E-specially 
when they have theatre afflllations 
and the law behind them to force 
theatres to play native pictureis. 

In Germany, France and Britain 
there are some' 9,000 . effective picr 
ture theatres. Leave out the rest 
of . Europe and figure laow much of 
this three-nation market you have 
left and where it is g:oing. 

The Wall Without a Tariff 
* Joe Sciaenck told 'em here and in 
France that quotas were the bunk 
for our o.wn business; HIgli tar- 
iffs, , said iSchenck, would, do much 
more good. . .Maybe. But you can't 
sell the European, film industry, that 
idea when they see how well the 
quota systems are working out for 
them. They are building a wall, 
stronger than any tariff wall, and 
much more immune from political 
crashing.

The effect of these affiliations is 
showing itself already. This time 
next year that effect will double 
The methods of co-operatlv© pro 
duction and exchange for distribu- 
tion will have gotten under way 
and the quantity of American prod- 
uct ab.<5orbed in Europe will have 
fallen further. 

These get-togethers are not jokes 
or glad-handing. They are busl^ 
ne-ss enterprises handled by men 
who see ah opportunity to make a 
l<it of money out of a law and pa- 
triotisnj-protcctod European film 
market. 

Some of the Works 

Figure , out what it has caused in 
this market alone to date this year, 
lip to the end of this month 474 
feature films will have been offered 
for booking. Out of these, 359 are 
American. The remaining 115 are 
British and Continental, and 51 of 
these are German. 

Hitherto, the average percentage 
: of American films released on this 
market has been around. 90. The 
features offered tills year to Aug. 30 
nre for relea.se next year, so the 
American percentage . takes a fall 
to G6 per cent. And It is likely 
to go lower because of these car- 
tels. .

Thi.s Berlin internationar confer- 
ence is adding to the possibilities of 
the situation.-. Its ehicf object was 
for the German Exhibitbr.'j Produ- 
cers* Syndicate to put a resolution 
to the Briti.sh visitors, representing 
the- Oihemato.gr.apli Exhibitors' As-, 
sociation, that independent Cxliib- 
itors should go into production , <*o- 
operativelY with the German ex- 
hibitors. 

Victor Davis, president of .•the C. 
E. A., has received the. resolution 
with some coolness, saying it must 
be submitted to the dissociation. . • 

More than once the ind exhibs 
here have thought of going into pro- 
duction, but are so . afraid of each 
other nothing has com^i of It. But, 
leaving out the Provincial Cinemat- 
ograph Thetares, the . Gaumont- 
Denmari, United Theati-es, Stoll, and 
one or two more circuits, the indies 
still count for about 2,000 theatres 
in the association. So far as this 
writer knows^ ofthand. the German 
Syndlkat groups only some , 700 
houses, so any co-operative Aiiglo- 
Gernian productloix plan would have 
to .be 75 per cent British. 

The trade press here is naturally 
against any such idea. It would 
have nothing to come from an ex- 
hibitor pt-oducing organization oper- 
ating through trade societies. Be- 
sides which, these papers have been 
told to pan the Berlin conference by 
their present supporters.

Both companies con- 
trol many big theatres in every 
state of Australia, Hoyt's ace house 
Is the. local Regent^ while Union's 
main site is the Capitol, also lo- 
cated here.

Regent now 
reverting to a split week instead of 
playing films on a run basis,. 

It's a trade war. Stuart Doyle, 
head of Union, has Just bought out- 
right the '29 program of Paramount 
and has secured the pictures offered 
by M-G-M, First National, Univer- 
sal, Pathe, Fox and Master Pictures. 
This gives Doyle 1,500 fllin.<!, count- 
ing shorts, for '29 and '30, or 90 
per cent of the market. 

Oppo.sed to this, Hoyt's announces 
a contract ehtered into with British 
Dominion Filrtis for 52 British made 
program features per , annum. Union 
holds options on the specials put 
out by the firms with which it has 
signed, . but should the price for 
these be too high this option may 
not be exercised, Hoyt's will then 
probably buy at any price owing to 
its short supply of "features. United 
Artists has stated it has hot closed 
with either circuit and will wait for 
the highest bid. 

Construction Strife . 

Hoyt's has held sway .!n Mel- 
bourne and other big cities in Vic- 
toria and has lately Invaded New 
South Wales by building and buying 
neighborhood houses. Sir George 
Tallis and the Taits, heads of Wil 
llamson-Tait, are in with Hoyt's 
and F, W, Thring is the man behind 
the gun. 

Interested with LTnion are E. J. 
and Dan Carroll, who control the 
Prince -Ed.ward,. Sydney, and; many 
other Queensland houses. Hoyt's 
recently built a magnificent theatre 
In Melbourne and Union replle.d by 
starting on the State in that city. 
This is to be the largest house in 
Australia and opens around Jan. 1 
Union Is now building another big 
house in Sydney t6;al.s6 be named 
the State. This one will be larger 
than the Capitol and opens next 
year. 

Another point is that Hoyt's may 
establish its own exchanges. This 
depends on what product it can.se 
cure from the independent market 
in America, The firm is likely to 
turn to FBO, A Hoyt representa- 
tive is now on his way to New York 
to confer oh the matter.

Moscow, Aug. 14, 
Jliyliest Soviet authorities, after 
an investigation of the quarrel be- 
tween the iSovkino, largest Soviet 
movie tru.st, and the ^Mejrabpom- 
Filni, a lesser Soviet company, have 
decided that the Sovkino heads 
acted In this matter unwisely and 
unlawfully, 

Investigation confirmed the com- 
plaint of the Mejrabpom-Film that 
the Sovkino withdrew financial aid, 
which by the . Soviet law it was to 
give the Mejrabpom-FUm produc- 
tions, and that obstacles were 
placed by $ovkinp in the pathe of 
domestic and foreign] distribution of 
the Mejrabpom-Film product, which 
actions had put Mejrabpom-Film in 
serious financial straits. 

Report, showed that prior to the 
conllict between the two Soviet' film 
oorporation.s, more than half of the 
Soviet films sold abroad were of 
Mejrabpom-Film. make. As a re- 
sult of the investigation, Sovkino is 
told to suspend its hostilities 
against Merjrabpom-Film, to pro- 
vide the latter company with an ad- 
vance of $250,000, with 'which the 
new Mejrabpom-Filnl . productions 
will be financed, and to resume the 
distribution of the latter company's 
output both in Russia and abroad. 

Organization of special film sell- 
ing offices, abroad by the Soviet de- 
partment of commerce is recom- 
mended,. These ofllces will supplant 
the existing foreign agencies of 
Sovkino and other Soviet movie 
companies, making the distribution 
of Russan films abroad a highly 
centralized business, selling the 
output of all Soviet picture com- 
panies and showing no favors or 
ob.stacles to anyone of therii. 

Decisions were rendered by a 
mixed commission of the Soviet de- 
partment of commerce, department 
of people's education, and the so- 
called "Worker-Peasant Inspection 
Committees."

ai, burden on the exhibitors. 

Present proposition, holds an 
actual menace for .

Un- 
limited po'wers are placed In the 
hands of the Minister of Commerce, 
who could, should he desire, place 
the quota of domestic pictures at 
an abnormally high figure and 
could thus almo.st exclude foreign 
films. This same minister would 
decide how many domestic films the 
theatres wo'uld have to show an- 
nually. Heavy fines for violations 
are provided with local producing 
companies subject to penalties un- 
less producing their stipulated 
quota.s.

During D. W, Griffith's career as 
a picture dii-ector, beginning in 
1908, he has directed around 427 
pictures at a total production cost 
of $11,400,000, and they have 
grossed in excess of $54,603,000. 

Some 17 of these pictures, made 
during the last decade, are of out- 
standing nature and figures pertain- 
ing to their cost and grosses are as 
authentic as prevailing records can 
show. The remaining pictures made 
by Griffith for other companies, and 
in which he had no financial inter- 
est, are conservatively estimated 
from records available. 

When Griffith abandoned the 
stage in 1908 to cast his lot 
with the lowly movie, he joined 
Biograph as an actor. When 
they gave him a chance to direct 
he increased his salary from 
$20 to $25 per week. He took the 
business seriously enough to make 
his work stand out until he became 
the first director to command box- 
office attention by feature billing, 
This, however, was not attained 
until after Griffith had served two 
years with. Biograph, grinding out 
on an average of two features a 
week, which at that time consisted 
of from 500 to 1,000 feet of film. 

When Griffith first joined the Bi- 
ograph company its stock was be- 
ing sold at 50 cents a share. A year 
later It sold for $112, and when the 
•government brought suit against it 
on behalf of the M. P. Patents Co., 
profits of the Biograph company 
were discovered to be 1,700 per cent, 
oh the Investment in one year. 

First Two . Reeler . 
In 1910 Griffith startled the entire 
picture industry, and mostly the Bi 
ograph officials, when he made the 
first two reeler and during '11 and '12 
he collaborated witli his cameraman 
Billy Blitzer, to bring out new ca- 
mera angles.

Griffith's 20-Year Record 



(Continued from page 7) 

Mutual-Reliance. He came to 
Ilollywood early in '13 and pro- 
duced a number of three and four 
reel features, alj of which made 
money. The first four reel picture 
was "Battle of the .Sexes." It cost. 
$2,500 at that time and grossed in 
excess of $400,000. 

He remade this picture this year 
at a .cost of around $300,000, a low. 
record at the United Artists studio. 
Original . cast of "Battle" Included 
Lillian Glsh, Donald Cri^p, Mack 
Sennett, Owen Moore, Robert Har- 
rpn and Mary Alden. 

$110,000 "Nation's" Cost 

Assured that the public was ready 
for multiple reel features, Griffith 
promoted enough capital to make 
the first big epic of the screen, "The 
Birth of a Nation." This cost $110^- 
000, including the price of 100 prints. 
It hafs since accumulated a gross 
of $10,000,000. This figure Includes 
$500,000 taken in on the picture 
from 26 states during its third re- 
issue. 

Cost and; grosses of other out- 
standing pictures produced by 
Griffith after the "Nation" are: 
"Broken B16s!5oms," made for Para- 
mount at a cost of. $115,000, grossed 
$1,250,000; "Hearts of the World," 
also made for Paramount at a cost 
of $425,000, grossed in excess of 
$1,500,000. . - 

''Intolerance" a Loss 

Following this Griffith ; again 
broke away from studio interfer- 
ence and made "Intolerance" with 
hli3 own. hioney and some outside 
capital. This co.st $1,600,000 and 
only gros.sed $1,750,000. Griffith took 
it on the' Chin and. returned to mak- 
ing cheaper pictures by producing 
"The Love Flower" at a cost of 
$91,000. He originally made this for 
First National but before it was 
completed he cancelled the contract 
and released it himself. It later 
groissed $900,000. 



First National reallzied that Grif- 
fith still possessed drawing power 
and demanded his next picture, 
"The Idol Dancer,-' which was made 
for $93,000 and grossed $963,000. 

$7,500,000 for '-East" 

. i). W, again went in on his own 
to make '"Way Down East." This 
cost $635,000 and has grossed to 
date, including Its third reissue, 
$7,500. 

Gross on the road showing of. 
" 'Way Down East" wa-s .around 
$4,000,000 and showed a net profit 
of $1,250,000. This Is in addition 
to the gross of the general release 
of $3,500,000. . . 

He remade "Dream Street" on his 
own capital at a cost of $337,000 
and it brought $950^000. He followed 
this with "Orphans of the Storm" 
at a c'ost of $760,000 and it grossed 
$2,000,000. 

"One ExciUng Night" cost: $362,- 
000 and grossed $1,150,000; ' White 
R6se" cost $425,000 and grossed 
$900,000; "America" cost $795,000 
and grossed $1,750,000; 'Isn't Life. 
Wonderful" cost $260,000 and was 
light at $400,000; "Sally of the Saw- 
dust" cost $337,000 and grossed 
$1,200,000. 

Paramount again hired Griffith 
and he made"That Royle Girl" at a 
cost of $59&,060. It grossed $900,- 
000. He followed this with "Sor- 
rows of Satan" for the same com- 
pany., at a cost of $1,050,000. It 
brought back $1,750,000. 
, Griffith then aligned with United 
Artists, making "Drums of Ijove" 
at a cost of $505,000. With but three 
months in release dates it had 
played to about $600,000. "The 
Love Song,'* which he is now mak- 
ing, is budgeted at $750,000. 

It will be noticed that wherever 
Griffith associated himself with 
other companies in the making of a 
picture, the costs were heavily In- 
creased.

Fox studios have a printed blue book of Information that see;nis to be 
valuable In the making oT pictures on this lot. It is especially designed 
for directors not famlHar with the- i^esourcea of the coml)any. It con- 
tains Itemized lists of stock shots In the film library, what Is available 
In New York, shows who to call on for -trick effects, and what can be 
had In the way of permanent sets at the Fox Hills property. The use 
of this book not only saves time, but brings all the various opjerating 
departments of the studio Into closer relation-ship. 

. One of the cx-secretaries and chin wipers to a pro'minent film producer 
on the coast manages to hold down a seat warming job about the studio 
where he acts in the capacity of doublecrosser and chief stool pigeon.

He came In con- 
tact with another gyp producer loitering abo^ut and they became chundmy. 
Both reviewed the exposed ifilni; what the ^eco'nd gyp said about the 
work of the first was aa unmerciful aa unprlntahle. The backer, with- 
out any further investigation, stopped production and turned it over to 
the new' promoter who not only had a shadier rep but la known for mak 
ing amoiig the worst . pictures iii Hollywood. 

When the new director started to remake the aetora in the original 
east refused to woric Weeks of preparation for a new atory followed 
with moet of the original budget exhausted.

This Is accepted by the the- 
atre owners as a frank move by the union to check wiring activltleg 
thro'ugh increasing the overhead . of a- wired house.

Columbia and the United States 
navy got together in a big way on 
this one, with the result that Co- 
lumbia obtained at small cost a 
good box-office picture and the navy 
got across some valuable propagan- 
da for itself. 

The picture refers specifically, to 
the ill-fated S-44, rammed and sunk 
by a cruiser during battle maneuv- 
ers a few years ago in California 
waters. Another submarine disas- 
ter occurred later on the Atlantic 
coast, a.nd between the east and 
west the navy was on the receiving 
end of much criticism. The news- 
papers, of the country devoted con- 
siderable editorial energy to lam- 
basting high naval officials. 
... Without entering the controversial 
aspects of the Tragedie9^,~''Subma= 
rine" presents to the public the 
navy's side.' Use of the S-44 was 
not entirely good Judgment, either 
as story-telling or as propaganda. 
The S-44 did not end happily and 
heroically in real life, as in the film. 
The story could have used a mythi- 
cal submirlnjs, accomplished its dra- 
matic and other purposes, as well, 
and not left loopholes for cynical 
comment. That, however. Is noth- 
ing for showmen to worry about. 

"Submarine" is a strong arid, stir- 
ring picture. It Is playing at the 
JEmba,<?sy at $1.50 an(J not a bad 
entertainment buy at that figure. 
For general release it should be an 
outstandor.. It's Columbia's second, 
straight picture on Broadway, and* 
It will add lustre to the compiany's 
standing nationally. 

Man's fight with the. forces of 
nature is always dramatic and the 
frantic efforts of the navy to get 
an air line down to the slowly- 
asphyxiating crew of the S-44 
makes natural drama. The under- 
sea »-photORraphy=-is=exGellent^wlth. 
no suggestion of laboratory faking 
to break the . thread of Illusion. 
"Subm?irlne" has novelty, suspense 
and, the Imprint, valid or not, of 
authenticity. 

It shows, sympathetically, the 
terrific odds against rescue work. 
The Intent is plainly to demon- 
strate that the navy quickly and 
intelligently does every thing that 
can possible be done In such ieiherg- 
encics. The film dramatizes the fight 



against nature, little homo pitting 
his brain, his daring and his will 
against the crushing weight and 
pressure of 400 feet of ocean depth; 
Down In the trapped submarine the 
argonlzing <Jrew Is commanded . by 
an oflfilcer of heroic moral measure 
ments. This part Is acted with a 
wealth of sincerity and . conviction 
by Clarence Burton. If the dread 
naught" boys have been peeved 
against the film Industry in the 
past fpr "Convoy" and other plc-r 
tures dealing with the njivy Biirtpn 
squares everything. He Is all an 
officer shonld be. . 

The hero of the proceedings Is a 
deep sea diver Impersonated by 
Ja:ck Holt (who has recently re- 
turned to Paramount to 4>lay gen- 
tleman cowboys). Holt's early 
cinematic career tended toward 
high hats, and drawing rooms and 
It seems )>Izarre to have him csheW- 
intr tobacco. However, he does 
make It plausible. 

Ralph Graves Is the diver's buddy 
and unwittingly the boy friend of 
the latter'* round-heeled wife. The 
diver has married In San Diego 
while his friend Is on- submarine 
duty; The fi^end, returning to port 
In the diver's absence, has a . hot 
week-end affair with the frail lady.

Another mc»dlocre picture made 
into a good entertainment seller on 
the strength of Its dialog talking se- 
quences. . Audible passages are two 
in number, .both of them brief, per- 
haps four or five minutes long, but 
they put the fan clincher on the 
whole prodtictlon. 

This sound and dialog treatment 
is especially Interesting from the 
technical production angle. Aside 
from the story Incidents where the 
dlalogr Is employed, the story Is told 
with the aid of printed titles a;nd 
these screen explanatory flashes in 
the pre- Vita manner make up by 
far the larger footage. But it is the 
dialog bits that make the film. . 

Underworld theme Involves an. un- 
usually elaborate "planting" of cir- 
cumstance and antecedent story, and 
this Is covered In remarkably brief 
time with the audible talk. Tom 
Blake, employed in a bank, has 
somehow become Involved with a 
band of gunmen. They rob the 
bank, killing a policeman during the 
job, and fasten the murder upon 
Tom. The police are on Torii's heels 
at the opening, and the Introduction 
Is his suicide by gas, an especially 
good bit of suggestive filming. ^ Ac- 
tion is conveyed without actually 
showing the deed, through the me- 
dium of trick photography. At the 
moment of Tom's passing, his twin 
brother, Ralphs comes upon the 
scene, learns the situation froni a 
letter In the dead man^s effects, and 
resolves to avenge his framed 
brother. 

. He hides the t>ody Just as a mem- 
ber of the gansT arrives and mis- 
takes Ralph for Tom. Here is a 
fine dIa,log passage between the hero 
and the gangster In the persons of 
Conrad Nagel and George Stone, 
Step by step as hero and erunman 
exchange cautious chat, the under- 
lying situation grows up. Volc<e re- 
production is astonlsliiingly natural, 
ahdi both iBlsif have excellent voices 
and fine command of diction. 

Essence of the. whole situation is 
that the criminal band is supposed 
to be controlled by a mysterious mas- 
ter mind called "The Chief," while his 
orders are carried out by "The Bat" 
(played by William Russell), and it 
is against this hidden criminal that 
the hero directs his campaign. 

Ralph has to flee when the police 
are hot on his trail, and takes refuge 
in a strange apartment, which turns 
out (a hard to take coincidence) to 
be the home Of the daughter of the 
policeman slain In the bank robbery. 
They Join forces and therein comes 
the romantic side of the plot, the 
pair, pretending to be criminals 
themselves, go into the night club 
hang;out of the outlaw band. 

Even the gangsters do not knpw 
the idenUty of the "Chief." "The sec- 
ond straight dialog passage, which 
serves to build up the sinister at- 
mosphere, is between "The Rat" and 
one of his lieutenants, A tricky 
handling- of this Is that the KS-ng- 
stei^s-eflforts-to_=.flnd:^"5'!ie,^Jef!s:^ 
identity and "Bat' " maneuvering to 
outwit him. Is done entirely In a 
surface vein of comedy while un- 
derneath there Is a feeling of sinis- 
ter cruelty. 

Story from there builds up by 
titles and fast action— on the pur- 
suit Of hero after "Chief culmin- 
ating when "Bat" himself is re- 
vealed as the master mind and has 
the hero In his power. Just at the 
moment the motorcycle squad of 



police bandit chasers comes dashing 
up in battle formation, with much 
shrieking' of sirens and. popping of 
guns, and finale' Is a roof top battle, 
medley of thrilling noises as wicked 
spitting of machine guns, bark of 
.45 and crash of glass. Sound adds 
vastly to effect of this climax, glv 
ing it a riaelodramatic kick that 
would be absent in a silent screen 
ing, It is these details of sound ef 
feet that saves a story in spite of 
itself. For the story thread, ihe- 
chanical and unconvincing In itself, 
isia pret^ weak sister 

Nagel IS an asset for the talkers 
So is William RusselK This was to 
be expected. The "find" is in Georgle 
Stone, hitherto player of underworld 
bits, but here displaying, a capital 
knack Of nice delivery of a comedy 
talking- role, Myrna Loy, with her 
exotic style, doesn't suggest the 
dauighter of sL policeman, and cer 
talnly not the type that could, sue 
coasfuily vamp a tough gunman. Her 
audible contribution Is practically 
nil. 

Effective melodrama picture that 
will meet all needs of the talking 
program. At the Strand they were 
packed In. uncomfortably on the 
evening shows of the opening day. 
The "sound" billing apparently 
brought 'em to the "home of the 
talkers," and the picture obviously 
satisfied them. ^ Riish.

With or without the talking se- 
quence this is Just a program pic- 
ture, about . two 16-year-old high 
ischool kids who take a course in 
aviation. Expert direction has. man- 
aged to make a fairly Interesting 
lightweight number out of a script 
thiEit holds nothing but background 
and a plot that doesn't exist. There 
is no love interest and the sole and 
only drama in the entire hour 
and a half Is when. One of the two 
kids, develops a case of fright .and 
has. to fight it out with'himself. 

The talking sequence runs a.bout 
15 minutes. The. boy's mother ar- 
rives from Tpsllanti, .Michigan,' to 
visit the Pacific School of Aviation. 
The boy is in his room sobbing into 
a pillow. Downstairs the students 
of less nervous disposition are mak- 
ing whoopee with their girl friends. 
Mother and son have a sentimental 
session, with tears splashlnjg: every 
way. ; This scene probably will grip 
the women. It reduces the hero of 
the film to the status of a big baby. 

Comedy is worjced in prior to the 
mother's arrival between Arthur 
Lake and Sue Carroll. Lake is the 
comedian of the picturer and a^ very 
good one; He stands out also in the 
dialogue. Miss Carroll does nicely 
and is at all times an attractive fig- 
ure, despite her negative position in 
the story. Louise Dresser, veteran 
stage knd screen actress, had no 
trouble with the microphone, and 
the blah-blah of David Rollins was 
okay. 

However, interpolating a talking 
short in the midst of a programmer 
doesn't make It $2, "Air Circus" is 
a fill-in, booking for Fox. It plays 
one week at the Gaiety and moves 
over to the Globe, to finish Fox's 
lease there expiring - Oct. 8. For. 
Broadway with Movietone support 
that will probably be Just about 
right. 

One circumstance sticks out in 
"Air Circus," Throughout the film 
the name "Pacific School Of Avia- 
tion" appears. It's on the hangars, 
the planes, the overalls and the sta- 
tioniary. With the story glorifying 
professional aviation this film; Is a 
prospectus for the school and -will 
mean dough to them when the pic- 
ture, starts to circulate In the small 
towns. "Wings," which contained 
no plug of any sort and was sombre 
and tragic rather than a week-end 
picnic, increased the business In the 
aviation schools all over the coun- 
try. 

"Air Circus" ha^ advantages that 
offset its faults. The aviation stuff, 
some of It faintly technical. Is excel- 
lent, with special reference to Dan 
Clark's photography, / There Is some 
reliable comedy by Lake arid Helnie 
Conklin, It totaLs a moderate. .

Evidently encouraged by her suc- 
cess as a comedienne, Marlon 
Davles has left farce for low corii- 
ody. And they yell. About the only 
thing she doesn't do in this One is 



to heave a pie. She's gone beyond 
her Imltutions. Now she muga, in 
and out of closeups, and the balcony 
bunch, iove It. The howl at tlio 
Capitol Saturday night was Mi.ss 
Davles placing a piping hot water 
bottle on Nils Asthor's tummle. For 
program purposes deliberation 
deems it a nice comedy of good 
background with no particular high 
spot. Its reception at the perform- 
ance viewed rates it close to a wow. 

Regardless of what the play did 
or was, as a picture "Cardboard 
Lover" unwinds in a series of 
sequences, each having its hoped for 
comedy climax' and running off 
much like short stories, almost 
blackouts, concerning the sanie peo- 
ple. Some of these passages are 
necessarily better than others with 
the le.ss interesting prone to be 
rather quiet. As a balance there 
are a couple of. spots where they 
screamed. It's splotty coriipositloh 
that possibly isn't as Important as. 
it might bejjecause of the transpar- 
ent story Which telegraphs its itin- 
erary in the first reel and which the 
pieces of business smother. 

Miss Davles, as Sally, is an auto- 
graph hound touring the continent 
with a group of schoolmates. One 
look at . Andre, France's tennis 
champ, and he's her supreme ob- 
jective. Ah edict permitting the 
students to be on their own for 
five hours nightly supposedly al- 
lows the time for . Sally to follow 
the athlete into his home to keep 
him from the vamping Simone. Sallly 
has Intentionally made herself the 
third party of the triangle after dis- 
covering Simone isn't on the level 
with her a,ll- believing lover. Andre 
strikes a bargain with Sally to keep 
him away from Simone and that's 
the basis of all following situations. 

Miss Davles romps, flirts, smirks 
and is happy as the good little devil. 
Intent on getting her man. She 
takes falls, uncorks an^ Excellent Inl- 
Itation. of Miss Goudal, does consid- 
erable . polite mugging and gives 
herself a buck tooth front during a 
scene after she. has changed clothes 
with a bellboy. And Leonard, tak- 
ing no chances, first shows the bell- 
hop sneaking out in long under- 
wear and then fleelrig in the girl's 
clothes: They howled, at this, too, 
which makes the director right as 
far as this house is concerned. . 

Nothing subtle iabout this release. 
Just broad hoke within rich inte- 
riors and s61d on Miss Davies' ap'^ 
pearance, willingness and ability to 
forget her dignity. Miss Goudal does 
her undulating and scheming siren, 
continuously annoyed by the antics 
of the American girl. In eccentric 
clothes, whilo Asther makes a good 
looking, and personable chap of the; 
boy torn by his infatuation for the 
sophisticated coquette and regret- 
ting his bargain with . the naivie 
Silly, whom he eventually elects to 
take as wife. Other cast consid- 
erations are strictly secondary. 

Censors In ~ certain sections are 
apt to play with these reels In that 
spot where Sally dons pajamas to 
convince the visiting Sinrlone that 
she's moved in and flaunts, a bit of 
crepe de chine as the convincei*. But 
it's of harmless intent with Mlas 
Davles clowning the bit. 

Picture seems strong enough to 
give. Miss Davles some additional 
r.p.m. for her comedy career, but 
how long they'll accept her in such 
broad technique is open to discus- 
sion. Possibly Leonard saw the 
script as hopeless without dippingr 
into : the old hokum bucket, and 
thereby saved a chestnut. But the 
Idea remains that Miss Davles' droll 
efficiency deserves more script con- 
sideration where it Isn't necessary 
for her to straddle and sprawl.

Four tt-mporary injimctionjs re 
struihinfi: the Chicago Federation of 
Musii'ians* officials from calling or 
threatening to call a strike among 
picture house musicians were issued 
Saturday in United : States District 
Court by Federal Judge James H. 
Wilkerson to Balaban & Katz, Lub- 
liner & Trinz, Guaranty Trust Co. 
of New York (operating National 
playhouses. Inc.) and Chicago Title 
ife Trust Co. (operating Aseher 
Bros, theatres). 

The in.iunctions also enjoined the 
muisicians' officers from exercising 
authority over members of the 
union, from demanding that class 
six (neighborhood) theatre employ 
six mpri, and restrained musicians 
from leaving or threatening to leave 
their places of employment. 

■Officials of the Federation of Mu 
fsiclans met the situation today by 
informing musicians, in all class six 
neighborhood hou.ses that inasmuch 
H!3 their contract had expired Sun- 
day midnight and no hew agree- 
ment had been reached, they were 
at liberty to leave the theatre If 
they, eho.se. Monday morning about 
.SO per cent of, the orchestras and 
organists in class six theatres fajled 
to mnke an appearance, and the 
others started, leaving al.'5o when 
realizing the union was appariently 
unable to .i.ssue orders becau.se of 
the restraining writs. 

Class .seven theatres, which in- 
'•lude all but two stage band houses, 
were not affected by the voluntary 
walkout, nor were any vaudeville 
hou.ses. Stratford theatre, operated 
in bankruptcy by the Chicago Title 
and Trust Co., and Piccadilly thea- 
tre, owned by Scho.enstadts, are only 
stage band houses without musi- 
tfi.'ins. 

All cliiSK six houses remaining 
open witlioiit music, although some 
sire using meohanical devices. . All 
Jjubliuer & Trinz and smaller Bala- 
ban & Katz houses included In 
walkout.

Darrpw Retained. 

All officers of the union arid most 
orchestra leaders of the 300 theatres 
Involved were . served with copies of 
the injunctions; James C. Petrillo, 
president of the union, Immediately 
engaged Attorneys Clarence S. Dar 
row, Donald Rlchberg and David 
Liliehthal as counsel in the contro- 
versy. At a conference with union 
officials Sunday Attorney DaiTow 
stated that ina.smuch as the class 
siic theatre musicians' contracts ex- 
pired Sunday at midnight the writs 
Were without backing of any law 
compelling them to return to work 
Monday. Although the union would 
not order them out, he said, there 
was nothing to prevent them leav- 
ing on their own initiative. 

The injunctions are accepted as a 
move to stop a possible, general 
theatre musician.s' strike, which 
would call out men in the Loop and 
neighborhood de luxe houses who 
already have entered upon the third 
and last year of their contract. 

Saturday Petrillo said: "This, has 
cea.sed to be m<>rely a local fight. 
William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, and 
President Joseph Weber of the. 
American Federation of Musicians 
will be here for a conference on the 
national situation. Georgie Browne 
of the stage hands' union and Tom 
Maloy of -the operators' union arc 
included. 

Calls It "Finish Fight" 
•'This is. part of the Publix-^ Para- 
mount fight to crush the unions as- 
sociated with their employees, Bal- 
aban & Katz is part of this chain of 
450 theatres from coast to coast, 
dominating the exhibiting endi We 
didn't call any strike, but they went 
to court and said we had, using that 
as an opening wedge. They're out 
to get us, and it looks like a finish 
fight. 

"We saw this coming in May 
when we voted to form a war chest 
by levying $2 a week on every union 
mu.sician. Thi.s was to start 
Sept. 3." 

Barney Balaban of Balaban & 
Katz denied Pctrillo's claims, stat 
ing Publix officials probably haven't 
heard of the local situation. He said 
Publix and Paramount are get- 
ting along with unions wherever the 
unions will listen to reason. 

Jack Miller, president of the Ex- 
hibitors Association, reiterated for- 
mer statements that many theatre 
owners are hard pressed financially 
.and aren't particularly worried if 
the musicians walk out. "The the- 
atres involved," he said, "could not 
afford to hire orchestras and main- 
tain the hew music devices also." 

Union Statement 

Following' conference with his at- 
torneys, Petrillo issued a statement 
to musicians containing the follow- 
ing statements in brief: 

"Members whose contracts do not 
expire are. urged to carry out their 
contracts. 

. "Members, whose con tract?, exp ire 
Sept. 2 arc .informed their 'oiiTceT.s 
have been unable to reach agree- 
ment with owners or agents of the- 
atres involved. Therefore, there will 
be no contract in effect. It is a 
part of every man's civil rights to 
refuse employment with any per- 
.son whomsoever, (Supreme Court 
decision in Adair vs. United States.) 

"R<>straining oi-dor forbidding em- 
ployes from leaving or threatening 
to leave employment is almost In- 
comprehon.si?)le In view of the set- 
tled law that mon have the right 
to leave employment for the pur- 
pose of comi)<>lling an employer to

Possibility of Tom Maloy of the 
operators' union and George Browne 
of the stage hands' union ordering 
a sympathy walkout is discounted, 
although both organizations are 
morally behind the musician.s' 
union. Attempt by exhibitors to en - 
^rage non-union musicians, howovor, 
would bring about the sympathy 
walkout. 

An unusual, and Important angle 
of the union trouble is that two of 
the theatre circuits involved are 
bankrupt aiid Under court supor- 
vislon and protection for benefit of 
the stockholders. It Is a question 
whether a walkout in these houses, 
the Natipnail Playhouses and Ascher 
Bros, would be construed as in con- 
tempt ot court. 

Officers of the Exhibitors* Ass'n 
and the Federation of Musicians met 
four times last week in futile at- 
tempts to reach an agreement on 
the new conti-act demanded by 
James C. Petrillo, president of the 
musicians,, for Class € pictui'e 
houses. 

Jack Miller, president of the Ex- 
hibitors' Ass'n, refused to accept the 
contract for the 62 neighborhood 
houses involved in the dispute. He 
termed the union's demand, for a 
four-piece orchestra in all Class 6 
houses, and a six^piece orchestra if 
the house is wired, as unreasonable 
and beyond the exhibitors' fina:ncial 
capabilities. 

Demand for Organists . . 

The new union contract also pro- 
vides for retention of . organists in 
houses already using them, ^ and 
•stlpulateis a four-week notice must 
be given musicians Instead of two. 
If a musician is dismis.scd he must 
be paid $2 for every day lie has 
worked, besides his regular salary, 
according to the contract. In re- 
fei-ring to that. Miller said: "That's 
so siliy I won't even discuss It," 

Discussing the situation with a 
Variety reporter, James Petrillo last 
week said: "You can say for us 
that the. war is on. Joseph Weber, 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Musicians, has asked us to 
stand pat in this fight. He says if 
we get a raw deal here the union 
nationally will assist us in the 
matter. 

"If the exhibitors haven't signed 
the new contract by Monday I'll 
jerk the orchestras out of every 
picture house in Chicago." 

Earlier la^t- week a one-theatre 
legit strike which threatened to 
spread' was averted through hasty 
conference by Petrillo and Harry 
Powers, manager-owner of the 
Illinois, That theatre had a contract 
calling for employment of 13 pit 
musicians, and extending to Sept. 1. 
Sudden decision to bring "Whisper- 
ing Friends," non-musical, into the 
house, left no apparent reason for 
using an orchestra and Powers at- 
tempted to open last Monday with 
the musicians on the payroll but not 
playing. Petrillo insisted that they 
pla3', and ordered a walkout when 
the point brought on a deadlock. 
The stagehands also walked out in 
sympathy. 

A Week's Difference 

Powers was able to open "Whis- 
pering Friends", the following night 
only after agreeing to employ and 
play the 13 musicians for the entire 
run of the show. Inasmuch as the 
legit contract also .stipulates that a 
theatre starting the season with an 
orchestra must retain the orchestra 
complete for the full sea.son, Powers 
probably will have the orchestra on 
his, payrcil all B|^^ 

Employment of the ofohestra 
could have been avoided if Powers 
had delayed opening of "Friends" 
one week and opened the new sea- 
son without a pit orchestra. 

Seriousness of the picture house 
situation as regards welfare of the 
Musicians' Union was evident at the. 
first meeting of the Exhibitors' 
As.s'rt last week at the Stevens hotel, 
when the neighborhood exhibitors 
signiticd their refusal to aco«pt the 
new contract. A Variety reporter, 
the only press i-eprescntative th«.'ro, 
was admitted With permission of 
the exhibitors.

Tiring of Synchronized Scor^ 

Angeles, Sepi. 

Novelty is all that ia bringing the erowdfl into the larger film 
houses to hear and Bee sound pictures and once the novelty has 
worn off, synchronized films— not the talkers, but those which have 
the synchronized musical score— will be a drawback •ad. a box- 
office deterrent rather than a help.. 

This is the opinion of a manager of one of the most Imposing 
new coast theatres, who cites experience to back his idea. 

This house is now showing its second 0ynchro"nized fllni, the 
announced finale of a famous romantic screen team. Picture is 
doing business, but the manager sayS it's the popularity of the team 
that is the draw, not the sound idea. He reports overhearing many 
customers expi-ess annoyance and dlstractlo'n because of the canned 
music and a desire for the hijman orchestra, of which this house 
carried a particularly good one, plus resolutlo'ns to avoid future 
synchronized films with the recurring expressioli. "If that's what 
sound pictures are like, we don't want any more." This, of course, 
applies strictly to such tlieatres where the patronage has become 
educated to human symphonic accompaniment. 

This house has found it necessary, from the start, to cut In on 
the canned music with Its own orchestra for short periods, just to 
relieve the ears of the audiences. It has found that audiences be- 
come restless under the monotone of canned music. 

Atypical demonstration of the reaction came on the first day of the 
showing of the second synchronized film when the orchestratitfn : 
went sour, four times during a single showing. Eacjt time It was 
©•nly for a second or two, but as the music suddenly slowed and 
flatted, the audience laughed. 

Talkers are fiomething eLse again. Since being wired, this ho'use 
has had two talking shorts and each scored. The manager sti^tes 
the difference is striking, nnEtlnted praise being glyen the eon- 
rersational films while the canned^ music annoys.

Dur- 
ing ai demonstration Bush shifted 
from one - record to another, and 
from any part of the record, as the 
picture might Indicate, without sac- 
rificing a beat. 

Bush's plan Is simply to cue a 
picture for records instead . of for 
organ or orchestra. On the larger 
synchrophone 83 numbered slips 
provide storage space for a record 
library which are planted on tables 
by the operator for use as Indicated 
by cue.' ♦ 

Instruments are designed ..for 
[sound effects as distinguished from 
story dialog, although BUsh states 
there Is no Inherent difficulty in 
recording and . reproducing dialog. 
Following erection of a factory 
near Hollywood, and a recording 
building In the locality. It Is Bush's 
plan to create records for Individu 
al pictures which shall' contain all 
sound effects, music and otherwise

The Dlvcrsey has 3,100 seats, and 
is located in a northwest noisrtibor 
hood. It is peddling the seat.<i for 
CO cents top, offering 60 people in 
a 75 minute stage show with a fea- 
ture picture. Its bargain vahu^ is 
uniUH'stlonablc, and the families 
will go for it as long as It isn't 
stM'ved too raw. 

That's for the three regular 



shows per day. Every Wednesday, 
at midnight, it's a different story.

Fred Clark is handling produc- 
tion, I'otating his shows on a stock 
circuit consisting of the Rialto, Star 
and Garter and Diversey.

Fox's new 6,000 seater in the 
downtoWn BCCtloh of Brooklyn 
opened -its doors Friday night with 
every indication tiiat It will swamp 
the neighborhood. ' The Fox house, 
coupled with what the new Par- 
aniount theatre close by should do, 
will about ruin the other neighbor- 
hood houses. 

In . the vicinity, among the pop 
priced variety and picture houses, 
are the E. F. Albee, which is now 
vaudfilm theatre, the ^lomart. 



Keith's drpheum, the Stanley Cir 
cuit's Mark Strand and the two 
Loew houses, . Metropolitan and 
Melba. Of " these, the Met with its 
vaude shows and the pick of M-G-M 
and Par features has the best 
chance to maintain the pace once 
the Fox and Paramount hit their 
stride. Probably the biggest Suf- 
ferers will be the Orpheum, Mo- 
mart (straight pictures) and Melba, 
with the Strand having a chance 
through the talkers which will re- 
duce the nut considerably, in ad- 
dition to the tact that this Stanley 
link for many years has enjoyed an 
enviable prestige and neighborly re- 
gard in the borough across the 
bridge. 

There Is an alternate possibility 
In this oversetting of "downtown 
Brooklyn that .the subway commut- 
ers to Broadway will stay within 
their own borough and take advan- 
tage of theatre proximity. Between 
the Fox arid the forthcoming Para- 
mount premiere, -with their 10,000 
seats, and the other neighboring 
houses, there stre 24,000 seats avail- 
able in downtown Brooklyn-, accord- 
ing, to computation of the iaf ore- 
mentioned theatres. 

It may be exaggerated to state 
that 30 per cent of the people mill- 
ing up and down Broadway week 
ends, as some have estimated, never 
patronize anything but the quick 
eateries and chop suey restaurants, 
after finally tiring of storming the 
theatre gates, finally seek repose 
and rest in the food dispensaries; 
No question, however, but that a 
sizeable percentage, whether it's as 
high as, 30 p. c, cannot get irito a 
Broadway theatre on the great 
tjoobiiesie's play-nights, and the sal- 
vation for the contemporary Brook- 
lyn houses might pan out to be the 
accommodation of Brooklyn's por 
lion of this overflow by keeping 
them in their home territory. 

There is also the additionally bp 
tlmistlc likelihood that what now 
appears to be an overseating condi 
tion in Brooklyn will prove a busi- 
ness getter and creator through 
bringing the mob Into that vicinity 
and encouraging a brief travel from 
the residential sections. 

The new Fox theatre, another D. 
C. Aronberg- William Fried edifice, 
from designs of C. Howard Crane, 
tnaintaihs the progressive strides of 
present-day theatre construction 
It Is a luxurious, comfortable audi- 
torium, built not unlike tlie Fox- 
Roxy in New York with elegantly 
comf drtable . upholstery , and fol- 
lows the same practical Idea of 
ample space between rows of seats 
ao that ready egress and entrance 
are possible. This first thought for 
the patron's comfort has been the 
-psych ologieal whyfor of the Roxy's 
success. The other wrinkle of suf 
flclent overhead diffused light to 
tnake possible program reading 
Without any ill effect on the pro 
jection is Included In the magniflr 
cent structure. 

The house is said to represent a 
$10,000,000 Investment. If exag- 
gerated by a couple of millions for 
the sake of round figures. It looks 
like the money In every respect; 
There is no question as to a first 
.rate classification for everything in 
the Brooklyn Fox. Nothing has 
been skimped. 

The pit orchestra of 60, super- 
vised by Meyer Davis, who Is the 
recently Installed supervising gen- 
er^iLmusIcal director, will prove pf 
ho small Tmportarice at tFe" box of- 
fice. And not the least of the in- 
dividual components will be Charles 
Previn, a veritable personality, at 
.the helm. Whether or not for rea- 
sons of policy — comparable to Paul 
Ash being still under wraps at the 
Paramount — Previn was certainly 
held in restratnt when at the Roxy. 
Prior to his advent, much had been 
presaged concerning him, dating 
back to his St. Louis theatre liovi- 
tialte, and now Previn proves him- 
fielf a powerful personality pit 
maestro who Is a happy compro- 
hiise between a dignified symphony 
conductor and a showmanly com- 
tdy baton-wielder. . 

They're gonna love Previn who, 
When waxing Wagnerian in his 
Tannhauser" conducting, Is a se- 
date enough maestro, but who, when

A year has passed since the earthly remains: of the man, Marcus Loew, 
were taken away from us. MIc bad not been in best of health, he had 
worked at a terrific speed and the candle of his life had burnt from both 
ends; and yet— how sudden, how unexpected was the end! .Strong and 
usually reserved men. wept at his bier, and sob after sob was heard in 
the drowsy calm of tlie cemetery. 

Yet, When I sav that he is .still with us, t am not repeating a stock 
phrase. Tlie glowing memory of him is his greatest monunlent, however 
stately, however sumptuou.s and princely his theatrical monuments may 
be. He was plain, unassuming, quick as mercury,' and burning with a tre- 
mendous vitality— a! vitality that made hini unmindful- of . his own ap- 
pearance, a vitality that cast a hypnotic, spell over thp entire theatre 

world.- ■ ■ 

I shall never forget how Marcus met President Harding. We were In 
Washington and suddenly the word came that the President wished to 
sec. Mai-cus, Loew, .Mr. Loew asked me to joiri him. We went to the 
Capitol. ■.. " ■' " : :'■ . . ^- 

I'rcsldent Harding stared at Mf\rcys in amazement, and at, last exr 

claimed:' '. 
"So you are Mr. Loew, as well known as the President of the united 

States I" '• 

And that was the average reaction to LbeW.. Thos.e .who knew him— 
and there were literally thou.sands of them— knew what a heart of gold 
beat within. To the passerby, a. drab looking little man, rushing sonie- 
whcre on some .strange business. The doormen of his Own numberless 
theatres would grin incredulously when he told^ them he was Marcus 
Loew and would they please' let him pass. One of these once actually 
exclaimed: • • ^ 

' "Stop kidding me. Another guy last week tried to; pull that stunt, too. 

.Tiut this little man played godfather, to hundreds of men and women. 
The world will probably never know the names of. those whom his 
munificent hand saved from stai-vation. His . contributions to charity, 
were tremendous. 

.But his heart went out: to those who were too proud to stretch out their 
destitute, hands. I personally know of a list of over 200 people— mcstly 
his former employees, old actors and others from his former commercial 
days, who had worked for him when he was beginning his plunge into 
the theatrical field— 200 men and wpmei\ who received a weekly or 
mohthly allowance from him. His liAnd never failed. His eye was quick 
to detect faces, characters, personalities that had once upon a time 
crossed his path. 

We were once rushing througli Broadway, Marcus and myself, when I 
saw a shabbily dressed man with a haggard look leaning iagalnst the wall, 
seemingly trying to avert his eyes from Loew's whom he had noticed in 
the crowd.* Loew's eagle eye was quick to detect the man. He shook 
his hand and said: 

"Hello; George, how are things?" 

He recognized an actor who had worked for hini 20 years before, at the 
Grand Theatre and he remembered his name. ,^ 
, " Mrs.. Loew , Carries , On 
fiad it not been for his sudden death theses 2()0 people to whom he was 
a godfather would have been remembered in his will. Just a week before 
he died, while away on a short vacation, I heard him say : to his personal 
attorney, Leopold Freedman, that as soon as he would come back he 
would like to have his will changed. With prosperity, he wanted to 
make larger provisions for charitl.es, and also provide for the numbers 
of nien and women dependent on him. 

I understand Mrs. Loew is now following out, the purposes of her unfor- 
gettable husband. May God help her. in her noble work.- 

The terrific pace of his whirlwind life, the tremendous tempo' of his 
activity played ha-voc with his memories and huma:nitarian intentions. 
For it must be remembered that the life of Marcus Loew was not exactly 
a path strewn with roses. He had faced many a. hard struggle in the 
tempestuous field of the motion picture industry and twice was on the 
verge of failing. 

It is a far cry from an East Side newsboy to a multimillionaire con- 
trolling one of the biggest industries. He became Interested in the film 
business years ago when he saw a moving picture on the second floor of a 
Cincinnati building. Soon he became absorbed in the great possibilities 
of this yet undeveloped field. 

After several years developing a splendid ©"rganization of theatres, 
despite tremendous opposition, of the Keith Circuit which established, an 
actor's blacklist as one of the weapons to combat with, he bought the 
SuUivan and Considlne Circuit in the west, a deal that nearly wrecked hia 
own company. Despite a rather rough time for awhile, Marcus emerged 
unscathed, bigger and stronger than ever, adding theatre after theatre to 
his ch&iri. "Each additioTi gave" him greater national prominence:* 

To protect his theatres and insure a continiipus supply of good pictures, 
he went Into producing, and for the second time nearly wrecked the 
results of all his hard labor. He bought the Metro company. . For lack 
of capital and internal di.ssension it was practically on the. rocks. The 
Metro pictures were terrible and for a lOng time after Marcus took con- 
trol, exhibitors all over the country kept on cancelling contracts, 

Metro was losing a fortune every week and again the whole Loew 
structure was shaky. It was in those days that Marcus Lo'eW's courage 
atid nerve manifested themselves. He gritted hia teeth and held on. 
Then came a turn In the tide. "Four Horsemen" was released, the big- 
gest suCcei^s ever made to that date. Metro started to produce good pic- 
tures and history records the. rest. 

It was the beginning of Marcus' wealth and reputation, a culmination 
of , a career that has not its peer in parity of vision, almost prophetic In 
sight and ,unfiagging energy. 

Knew People ■ 

Marcus had an uiicanny gift of sizing up people and choosing the right 
kind of associates and it w.as to' the devotion and loyalty of these that he 
modestly attributed his colossal success. He waa eternally pro'ud of 
"his boys," as he called them, Nick and Joe Schenck, Dave Bernstein, 
Jake Lubin, Lep Frftcdman, Charlie Moscowltz. and later on, Dave Picker, 
Ed Schiller, Lou Sidney, Marvin Schenck, Bob Rubin, Felix Feist, Leon 
Fleishman, Joe Vogel and Nils Granlund. They all grew up with him 
Und^tho>wloxedJUm^S.JiiME_fMhcr 
unfair competltio'n. Time and again, when the clarity of his vision made 
him choose a certain location for a new theatre— and he never went 
wong — he took in the owner of the theatre already operating in the 
neighborhood as a partner. He held the key to everybody's heart. And 
he had more friends in this country than any man I can think of. It 
was sheer guts, tremendous vision and indomitable energy that drove him 
on to the pinnacle of fame; it was his OWn golden heart that o^pened all 
hearts to him, , 

And now, a year today after his death, we are still stirred with mem- 
ories. I loved him as my own father and my heart still goes with a new 
beat When I recall his gonlle face. I wish I could have given part ci

Then in the atmosphere of the portrait gallery, and not in that of a 
hurried and harried motion picture set, with the director concerned to 
get moving on his schedtilo, the photographer proceeded under the direc- 
tion of a competent director, to take shots e.ipeclally Indicated on the

During the course of the picture stills are taken by, this company, as 
Is done by other companies, but the compliments that are bestowed upon 
the still w;ork flow from the shooting pf the two days devoted to nothing 

One of the reasons ascribed for securing the unusual results Is the , 
payment to the photographer of about three times the usual sum awarded 
In that department. Another and an. important one Is that the company 
never Is harassed to meet a release date. • 
On one occasion the company referred to' Was asked to send some of 
Its larger photographs of its team-mates to an art exhibit in London, 
The wise producer, desiring to establish impression of value, declined to 
permit their transmission until bond had been posted guaranteeing 
proper return. • The bond was. posted, the pictures as art art exhibit 
created a tremendous hit, and, incidentally, the picture fro-m which the 
stnis were taken got a notable ImpeAis in England.

Tuesday the colored singer was 
temporarily suspended for 30 days 
pending Anal decision on a breach 
of contract on this side; 

Robeson, who has, warbled before 
Brtglish royalty, has taken the at- 
titude that to appear in a colored 
xevue over here is beneath his dig- 
' hity. Last Janviary he signed a con- 
tract with Caroline Dudley for a 
colored revue which Miss Dudley 
plahs along artistic lines and which 
was dated for this October, He was 
to get $500 per week plus live per 
cent of the gross from $10,000 to 
|20i000 and 10 per cent thereafter. 
Miss Dudley bound the agreement 
by paying Robeson $506. 

Tlifough Florehz Zlegfeld, Robe- 
son was then engaged for Sir Al- 
fredt Butt's London "Show Boat" 
cast. Miss Dudley did not believe 
that would, interfere with his ap- 
pearance in her revue and she went 
ahead, securing backing and en- 
gaging actors. Late in July Miss 
Dudley advised Equity of the Robe- 
60ri contract, fearing ho might not 
carry it out. Equity warned Robe- 
son that unless he did so he would 
be sufipcnded. A reply was received 
from the colored singer that he In- 
tended to make good but he sent 
the advance $500 to Miss Dudley 
who refused to cash the check, 
dbjects to Blues and Spirituals 
Last month Robeson's wife re- 
turned from London and conferred 
with Frank Gillmore at Equity. She 
said that Robeson could no longer 
sing blues, becauise of the voca.1 
strain and that he also objected to 
warbling spirituals, too, not really 
being an actor but a concert singer. 
Robeson was given until last Sat- 
urday to send confirmation of the 
Dudley contract by cable but he 
failed to answer. 

Equity takes the position that 
while Miss Dudley Is an unkown 
- producer she is entitled to protec- 
tion In view of the production ex- 
penditure based on the expectation 
of Robeson's appearance. The col- 
ored singer might have secured a 
cancellation of the contract with 
the aid of Equity, it was explained, 
had he sought a release before Miss 
Dudley had started production. As 
it stands, he will draw the long- 
est suspension in Equity's history 
unless appearing In the revue. 

It is said Miss Dudley took an 
all-colored revue to Paris several 
seasons ago.

In "Night Hostess," having a 
fortnight try-out in the Twin Cities 
prior to its Martin Beck theatre 
opening, Phil Dunning, going it 
alone, seejii-s to have toirned out 
what is destined to prove a mild 
hit, but not anywhere near the 
Bmash of "Broadway." 

Splendidly produced by John 
Golden, staged in the highly effcc- 
. live 'Wincholl Smith fa.shion and 
■atisfactorily cast and acted, the 
play, a moderately fast-moving and 
thrilling melbdi-ama of New York 
night life along the roaring forties,; 
Bhould be good for five or six 
months in Gothhm. What may put 
Jt over to fair returns is its vivid 
and apparently realistic depiction 
of the night club gambling game. 
Including an expose of the inner 
workings of thei hostess ahd. other 
rackets in connection the;re\yith. 

"Night Hostess" dranriatiiies por- 
tions of the Committer of 14;s re- 
port on New York night club.s and 
maybe was inspired by that docu- 
ment. 

In bringing the "night club hos- 
tess" to the stage, Dunning, in a 
measure, rushes to the defense of 
the yoiing vvonien come-ons branded 
(en masse by the Committee of 14, 
The playwright, in this instance, 
paints at least one of these hos- 
tesses, thie heroine, as even whiter 
than the lily. De-spite her environ- 
ment and occupatiohs a-s model, 
professional entertainer and night- 
club come-on, she has suffered no 
blight upon her virtue. The other 
hostesses, too, are not shown as en- 
gaged in the ancient trades. Their 
activities are along other lines. 

The three acts are laid in the 
•TLittle Ca-sino," an exclusive night 
club where admission is by card 
only. The establishment provides 
booze, singing and musical .enter- 
tainment on a restricted scale and, 
principally depends for revenue . on 
Mulotte and- dice games. 

A considerable number of attrac- 
tive young women are efmployed by 
. tlje "Little Casino" as hostesses. 
Their task consists of ' bringing 
chumps to the place and getting 
these chumps to spend money at 
the bar and entertainment room, 
partitioned off up-stago,, and in the 
gambling casino, partly visible to 
the right off-stage. The hostesses 
receive, a portion of their victims' 
losses at. gambling. They, dress like 
Christmas trees. 

The manager of the place is a 
crooked, yellow gambler. He and 
his cohorts gyp the proprietor in 
ievery conceivable manner. He al.so 
utilizes one of his sweeties^ the wife 
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of a detective and a hoistcss, to lure 
patrons; leaving the club with big 
rolls to quiet spots in the vicinity 
where his gang- can rob thorn. 

Simple, slight, atraightforward 
and obvious, as that of "Broadway," 
the plot concerns the efforts of the 
dastardly club manager, Chris 
Miller, to "ditch" his jealous ijweetie 
and "make" her pal, the heroine 
ho.stess of lily white purity, who is 
loved honestly by a singing-piahist'- 
comic, a Bmall-tim^e vaudevillian. 
The performer this' tlme is hot a 
.sap, but a quick-witted,, clover 
young man, who fiets himself to 
show up the rival In his true yel- 
low colors. As in "Broadway," the 
"bad. man", commits a .murder and 
has a detective on his trail.: 

The main love affair between the 
small-time vaudevillian and the hos- 
tess heroine rouses little intei'Gst, 
due to the weakness of the char- 
acterizations, and the ineffective 
handling. It is very much second- 
ary to the machinations of the vil- 
lain, his riiurder of hl$ sweetie when 
she threatens td spill .the beans 
about his part in robbing a pa£ron. 
and his efforts to conceal the kill- 
ing and get away with the heroine 
to Chicago. Even the efforts of the 
club's proprietor to rid himself of 
the manager and other thieving em- 
ployes . creates more suspense than 
the main love affair. 

There "is no one character in 
"Night Hostess" anywhere near, the 
equal of .Roy L^ne, the hoofer, but 
there ire at least tAvo who command 
considerable attentiohi One. of these 
is Chris Miller, the villainous man- 
ager, excellently acted by Everell 
Harris, who was leading ilvan in 
stoclc with the Bainbridge Players 
hero a few seasons ago. The other 
is the cliib proprietor, a middle-aged 
man of Jewish extraction, fearless 
and likable, determined to "run a 
crooked business straight" and in- 
tent on ridding himself of the gyps 
that are "trimming him under his 
nose." Maurice Freeman, ahso i 
former stock player here, acts this 
role to perfection. 

The only two other characters, 
that stand out aire the door-tender, 
Tish, a man of few words but much 
action, and the villain's jealous 
sweetie, a dope and hooch fiend. 
These roles are well playied by Por- 
ter Hall and Gail DeHart, re.spec-. 
:tively. The other 40 odd roles are 
all bits for the most part and satis- 
factorily done. Charles Laite makes 
a.s much as possible out of the juv- 
enile lead. "The one setting is elab- 
orate. . 

In the first act) Miller tries to 
convince Buddy Miles, whom he is 
trying to "make," that she should 
not waste herself on her pianist 
sweetheart, Rags Conway, and tells 
her that he - has purchased an in- 
terest in a musical comedy, opening 
in Chitago, and will develop her 
into a Broadway star. She falls for 
this line. Then Conway, a former 
employe of Ben iFischer, proprietor 
of the clubj returns from a vaude- 
ville tour in the west to help Fi.scher 
get the low-down on what's going 
on. Fischer suspects his manager. 

In the meanwhile Miller has in- 
duced his jealous s-weetie to aid him 
In his arranged robbery of a pa- 
tron who has emerged from the 
gambling casino with twenty grand. 
During the robbery, iii a nearly chop 
suey joint, the victim is fatally in- 
jured, The girl accomplice has left 
her cigarette case in tlie chop suey 
cafe booth and sends Conway to 
get it. A detective nabs hlhi in the 
place and brings him back to the 
club. By a coincidence the detective 
is the husband of Julia, the man- 
ager's sweetie, and he has recog- 
nized tlie case. 

In the second act Conway is on the 
job trying, to obtain the dope on 
Miller and Miller, realizing that 
things are getting hot, is endeavor- 
ing to persuade Buddy to go with 
him to Chicago. When Julia, in a 
fit of drunken jealousy,- threatens to 
spill the beans. Miller strangles her 
and places her. body in a trunk. 
With the boby in' the trunk and 
Miller trying to got it away to Chi- 
cago and with Conway and the de- 
tective becoming interested in the 
trunk's contents, • real suspense is 
created, and the ,di-ama proceeds at 
.a thrilling, pace. This isu-^ponse arid 
the thrills continue to almost, the 
very end in the third act, given over 
to a scramble for -po.ssession of the 
trunk, tho cleanirig-out of tlio niplit 
club by Miller's gang of gorillns and 
■the efforts of Miller to make his 
getaway. 

"Night Hostess" has nearly as 
much gripping drama and as iiuiny 
tense situations as "Broadway," but 
it lacks many of the latter's human 
interest elemortts, novelty, comedy 
and amusing lines. AVhat militates 
most against its success, however, is 
its trite and hackneyed pkit and 
situations, its too close re.«cm.1j)anfe 
to "Broadway," a slow first ar t and 
dra.qpcd-out anti-Climax (ca.sily 
.i:finiedJodJ;_and the_ weaknr-PK of the 
ce n t ral j u v en iTe^^cTiitrJECrcr.'T'^a ml'^th e^i r- 
love affair. ■ 

Its authentic picture of nirht gam-

THE BIG FFGHT 

Phlla;delphia, Sept. 4. 

"The Biff Fight," the ring, melo- 
drama which brings Jack Dempsey 
and his wife, Estellie Taylor, to the 
stage, opened at the Chestnut the- 
atre here last hlght. As far as the 
first night iaudierice was concerned, 
and the same will undoubtedly hold 
of succeeding audiences,, nothing 
matters except the stars. 

Jack's reception was one of the 
noisiest and most prolonged and 
most sincere ever heard In a local 
playhouse, . and every time he caimc 
on the stage there was a signal for 
renewed appla.use which culminated 
in the "fight" scene at. thie end when 
Jack made his entrance from the 
rear of the house, -walked down the 
aisle and entered the squared ring, 
in that scene every punch was 
greeted wildly and the final knock- 
put raised a bedlam. "Plants" in the 
audience for this finale helped the 
atmosphere and spirit of the scene, 
but they were hardly needed. 

jack's part in "The Big Fight" is 
by no nieans a big one. It looked 
as if the authors cut his dialog to 
the minimum, all of which was prob- 
ably a wise idea. His stage pres- 
ence was easy and pleasant, and 
there was nothing forced about his 
acting except . in the brief love 
scenes, but his voice was a subject 
of much disappointed discussion. 
Perhaps It was nervousness that 
caused it, but at any rate, theire 
were some scenes when Jack sound- 
ed as if he were about to launch Into 
a tenor solo. 

However, that is not likely to hurt 
a great deal. The point is that the 
mob is crazy over Jack, and the en- 
gagement here lookis like a panic. 
RegTilar theatregoers may fight shy, 
but "The Big Fight" should be a 
riot for a few weeks and then be- 
come a sure bet for the road all. over 
the country. 

The shrewdest move of all was to 
get David Belasco to stage the piece, 
He has given it legitimacy and vivid 
effects. Ev^n the extremely trite 
story by Max Marcin and Milton 
Herbert Gropper takes on a certain 
spark through Belasco's direction. 
In the first act scene, a barber shop, 
he has provided some of his famous 
photographically thorough realism. 
The types are great, the simall de- 
tails are all there, and the business 
is all natural ahd convincing. 

The story concerns Shirley, a 
manicurist in love with Jack Dillon, 
better known as "The Tiger." Shir- 
ley's brother is. the conventional 
weakling who steals some , money 
and , gets embroiled with the law.' 
Chuck Sloan, ei gambler, crazy over 
the girl himself, gets a hold over 
her by protecting the weakling 
brother. The '*ble fight" comes 
along and Sloan tries to persuade 
the "tiger" to lay down for a big 
split in the. gambling winnings. Of 
course, the tiger indignantly refuses. 

Whereupon Sloan, using the broth- 
er's life as a club, persuades the girl 
to attempt a scheme to put sleep- 
ing piowderia In the tiger's drinking 
water just; before the scrap- Tho 
effects of the poison are supposed 
to show in the early rounds, but 
the scheme doesn't work, and Jack 
wins his fight In round 2 in a man- 
ner so thorough and complete as to 
make 1.1s victory over Jesse Wi Hard 
look tame. The brother kills the 
gambler and turns the gun on him- 
self and everything is rosy. 

The first act Is colorful and . full 
of action. The good types and the 
Incidental scenes help put It across. 
The last act has the ring atmosphere 

an d^is.^of.^.ojirse the c rux^ o f_ th(i 

whole play. It is the 8econ3 acl 
that is weakest It is drawing room 
stuff ahd not racy or rowdy enough 
for this type of .show. Also both 
Jack and Estelle were seen at their 
worst In It.

making an impression — doubtful at 
best— the play might have had; 

Against its merits of neat epi.sode 
and witty line there is to be bal-. 
anced many glaring effects of con- 
struction. For one thing, the story 
ends CDnoluaivcly with the second 
act, and the last chapter la all anti- 
climax. When several stage per- 
sonages have been murdered and 
the mystery of their earthly passing 
has been solved in full view of the 
audience, it docs seem like an impo- 
sition to hold the customers in for 
another act. Just to watch a couple 
of petting lovers mnkei up their 
quarrel. That's what happens here. 

Play has an annoying Way of cre- 
ating a forecast of tension and then 
breaking it abruptly. Ancient de- 
vice is dragged in tp "make a situa- 
tion." Such was the absurd artifice 
of having the heavy hide in the 
heroine's . curtained bed when her 
honest Ipver came to call. And even 
then nothing really vital happened. 

Everybody knows there's a mys- . 
terlous stranger hanging, around 
waiting for . a chance to bump , off 
the- villain, and so when he's killed 
and suspicion Is directed at others, 
it doesn't fool anybody. Nothing 
grows up naturally. Playwright has 
a way of shooting the facts he 
wants known right In the faces of 
his auditors. . 

Several parts are nicely played, 
notably a capital sketch of a clown 
by Barry McCollom, whose authentic 
Irish brogue Is a musical delight 
arid who.se reading of a comedy 
character part is a charming per- 
formance. Robert Hyman, a fine 
figure of a sturdy young gypsy, as 
leading man, played with admirable 
discretion. Everybody else either 
underacted or overacted, and the 
result was a distinctly spotty per- 
formance. Elsa Shelley, for in- 
stance, made her gyps>» vamp only 
shrill and awkward, while Miss 
Pemberton's Romany wildcat was 
milder than an Epworth Leaguer. 
Beyond two weeks, run is gauged by 
backer's sportmanship arid willing- 
ness to stay with a forlorn cause. 
Picture possibilities are there.

A new use for the Lucky Strike 
testimonials which have been pub- 
lished In the form of neWspaper 
advertisements will be made on a 
commercial radio tie-up starting: 
Sept. 15 with B, Ai Rolfe and his 
orchestra slb the band 'Attraction. 
Lucky Sti'lke (American Tobacco 
Co.)., which was a pioneer trade 
exploiter many years aero, has Rolfe 
set at $3,750 a week for 35 men, 
this cost including a corps of four, 
special ^arrangers. 

Douglas, Fairbanks and Anrielia 
Earhart, the aviatrix, w^ill have their 
testimonials read on the first pro- 
gram. Because so many of the 
celebs' voices sound poor on the air, 
th lis . compromise is resorted to, 
otherwise Lucky Strike would have 
favored an additional expenditure 
for the personalities' own "appear - 
, ances" on the air. 

The Rolfe engagement is the prize 
plum of commercial radio/ consider- 
ing the 70 station coiast-to-coast 
tie-up. This is the first time the 
NBC network goes clear to Callfor- 
.nii, the WJZ and WEAP stations 
Jjelhgc distinguished in the past as 
blue iwid red networks with the 
west coast chain known as the 
oraiiige network; AH are combined 
for the first time on behalf of what 



will be radio's, most pretentious and 
costly network. 

One specification to Rolfe Is that 
dance music aiid dance music alone 
must be peirformed on the air. 
Everything must be in the contem- 
porary Jazz or waltz tempo. No 
^concert Interludes are wanted. 

Another request has been that 
each program must comprise at 
least 30 per cent, "old time" music. 
Rolfe is still at the Palais D'Or 
restaurant. New York, where he re- 
opened Labor Day and . is signed- 
until next June. It was at the 
Palais that Rolfe's revivals of old- 
time favorites brought him to such 
favorable attention. 

The 70 -station network has been 
equalled only for ' special occasions 
like championship prizefights, presi- 
dential speeches or other notable 
news events, the top radio commer- 
cial network being less :than half 
that. Rolfe's nightly "circulation," 
it is estimated, will be 25,000,000 
people.

The responsibility for the disap. 
pointing patronage Ackerman places 
Slrectly at the door of Syracuse, 
and "its merchants and manufac- 
turers who refuse co-operation. ^ 
Syracuse Day, observed on. Mon- 
day, the exposition's opening day, 
gave the two weeks fair move a 
solar plexus blow. Heretofore, when 
Syracuse Day has proven a bloomer 
—as it usually has— the fair offi- 
cials and the city blamed it on the 
inclement weather. This year, the 
fair opened with Ideal weather con- 
ditions, and the fair headquarters 
early in the niorhing predicted an 
opening day crowd of 100,000. 

Despite a strong rosteir of attrac- 
tions, the first, day attendance ac- 
tually was only 28,159. With Sena- 
tor Charles Curtis, Republican vice- 
presidential nominee, present on 
Tuesday, there was only 21,103 ad- 
missions. Gov. Alfred E. Smith, 
Democratic standard bearer, how- 
ever, swelled the draw to 49.637 on 
Thursday. Politicians found food 
for thought . In the figures. 

Grange Day on Wednesday at 
tracted 46,047, Fami Machinery Day 
on irriday brought 29,349 and the 
motor racing card on Saturday was 
responsible for the fair's biggest 
day, with 50,824 admissions. 

The State Legislature recently 
passed a bill enabling the fair to be 
in session oh Labor Day, and it. had 
been planned to start the two weeks 
program next year, featuring the 
Grand Circuit races the second 
week. 

To local theatres, which, on the 
basis of week-end business, had an- 
ticipated a golden week, the fair 
period was mostly a disa:ppointment 
Fire on the closing day de- 
stroyed the large tent housing 48 
freak animals and threatened the 
entire line of 20 odd tents of the 
Besnardl Shows, forming the ex- 
position's midway. Thomas Evans, 
of B^iltlmore, owner of the animal 
exhibit; placed the loss at. $1,000

A Chance for the. Pepverts 

Even hefore the book wag published, I was .ask6d to att^ 
one who had read it telling me that/ if the novel , were fiot suppressed, 
the peirverts of London would, at last, conie but into the open; .

Well, the truth is that if civilization vyere not hypocritical, the "queer 
people" of London, Now York, l?aris and Berlin wotild have been driven 
©■ut vears ago. They have been saved by reticence. 

. Perversion, and the Theatre 

Tou. find male and female perverts in nearly . every London theatre 
today. The. male choruses have plenty of them. 

These creatures are flaittet^ed and made a fuss of. They crowd places 
of amusement whenever one of their kind is performing. When ballet 
Is staged, you And hundreds of them in the house, unable to keep away. 

"They like to see nudes," Eric W6llhelm, :Dlaghelleff's manager, told 
me. . 

One famous author boasted at a dinner table, a, few moiiths ago, 
that he would willingly stapd up in court and admit the truth about 
himself. Another author, not so well known, told me, once, that he 
was "Cured" 'how. 

"You Cannot bo Withoui Them" 

A few years ago I asked the Wyndham management why, they had a 
notorious pervert in one of his companies. "Oh, yo'u cannot do without 
them, now," said one of the officlalSi 

The manager of a world farnoHis actress told me, that there were 
once so many male, perverts in the company he used to go Into the 
dressing rooms and say^ "GoOd evening, ladies and gentlemenj" an^J 
there was never a murmur of protest. 

The truth is, of cburse, that nobody kno'ws where it stairts and where 
It ends.

Instead of increasing a feeling of pity. It w'ill raise the whole questio'n

Every American on arrivaj says soniething like that. 

"I only use the word .'we* when I write for the Bible," I replied. "In 
'Variety' I am always T." ♦ 



, The Revolution of the Talkies 

Now this Vitaphone Aieuns probably the greatest revolution in amuse- 
ment since the fldnis came. . 

They showed "The Terror" in secret here two days ago. Now, here 
la- Edgar Wallace trade showing his first two self-made movies this 
week and beside two plays in London, he has '"The Terror" among his 
successes on tour. He sold the film rights In "The Terror" some time 
ago for ^15,000, and the talker rights were included. 

NoWk "The Terror" comes here as a talker in a few weeks — It will 
follo'w"The Jazz Singer," London's first sound film, at the Piccadilly— 
and within' a few months, . when provincial installations are made, this 
talker can go on tour and knock Edgar Wallace's drama sideways. 

Yet, I find little mention In the newspapers about this talker revolu- 
tion. There seems a great deal of prejudice here. The silent film in- 
terests are great, i suppose. 



Fay Ma.rbe Again and Again 

When it comes to silly little things, however, newspapers shriek. 

I find, for instance, that Fay Marbe ha;^ been breaking. In. again. All 
she has donef In this .country is to' appear for a fevy weeks In "The Blue 
Kitten," tell the jury, in the Jan^es White case, that she was a New 
York star, make a terrible flop at Kew, where she api)eared for one 
week in a play she backed herself, and then has been away in Germany. 

Yet, "with her new statement that she is now off to New York to 
make sound pictures, she gets more boost than the talkers themselves. 

AH I have seen her dp is to sit roUnd the Savoy, drive about In an 
aiito'mobile, and; get space In the papers. The "Star," particularly, has 
been giving her space aibout nothing time after time. Thenj the, "Star" 
falls for. these space-wanglers until it makes Itself ridiculous. 

Hundreds of artists in England struggle on, eating their hearts out. 
Pay Marbe, who does nothing, gets boost after boost. I am writing about 
this because it Is of the gravest import to every artist and every mia.n- 
ager of how the duds get the publicity, and the real people remain un- 
noticed like violetSr 



The Case of Herb Williamis 

The third problem is the case of Herb Williams. Now, for years this 
comedian has been doing a turn on the vaudeville stage. 

He has topped the bill: He Is- a polished pianist and a man with a 
great sense of humor. Millions of people have laughed at him. He has 
been to England, time after time, unheralded, but . merely a successful 
inj»n. 

Then, suddenly, he goes into revue. iReglnald Arkell, the editor of 
"London Calling," describes him a3"the funniest maii In the world." 
Instantly, there Is a boom, in Herb Williams. Edgar Wallace writeis a 
whole column about him in the "Morning Post." One critic boasts. In 
print, he had been to see him nine tiines. 

Herb Williams, merely because he went into revue, is now one ot the 
most' boomed comedians who ever came from your side. Why on earth 
is this?. He is wondering himself. 



Gossip Writers Write the Bunk 

Artists do not know it, but much of their present day publicity is 
due to the fact that gossip writers know very few peot)le by sight. 
That is why. If people like Phyllis Mionkmah go to a first nlgJit, gossip 
writers all say "Phyllis Monkman was sitting in the stalls," the reason 
being she was the only person whorh they could recognize. 

I mention Phyllis Monkman merely as a . case. . Everyone knows 
Phyllis Monkman's face, oT course. 

But you would think from the gossip paragraphs, that Phyllis Monk- 
man was far more Important than the play, although her presence in 
the theatre would merely mean that, at the time, she was out of work. 



The Case of a Manager 

McQueen Pope is an interesting case of publicity. I am always seeing 
him interviewed in some newspapers, especially the "Star." Now, Pope, 
who Is a friend of mine, is merely the house manager of the Duke of 
Yorks. Yet, now and then, he issues a sort of proclamation, just like 
Cochran, Rheinhardt, or Dr. Walford Bodle— at least, they read like 
proclamations when you see them in print. 

Other managers wonder why It is. They do not understand, I sup- 
pose, that McQueen Po'pe is the only house manager the "Star" has ever 
heard of. 



iGene Tunney. Hates It 

These real fellows like Gene Tunney - won't have publicity. I sat the 
other day for a couple of hours with Gene, the Marquis of Clydesdale, 
the boxing heir to a dukedom, and Hugh Walpo.le, the novelist, talking, 
but not for- puhllcatlon. . - • ■ ^ _ ..^-^ — • • ^ 

"I am through with interviewis/' Gene said. "Even the. New York 
"Wotld' man, who came all this way . over with me, hasn't got a word 
for print. I do not want my photograph in the papers. I do not want 
to be recognized in the street. I have retired." 

Kindly and charming. Gene, talked and listened. His speech at the 
Harry Preston dinner — Harry always gives one when an American boxer 
ot note arrivesr^-was . a sensation. Arjiold Benneti: and several other 
authoi-s sat rather cynically until Gene got up on his feet. Then his 
unforced eloquence held the gathering spellbound for half an hour while 
he talked of his hatred of the manklller In the boxing ring. He spoke 
. without a note arid without preparation. It was wonderful. 

Gene talked .delightfully. He has ten times the brains and fifty times 
the poise of all those .space grabbers. 

He knew me, by the way. 



The Case of a Young Fat Man 

Then there is the case of Rex Evan.s, a fat young man who, having 
lost his own money, tried a vaudeville act and failed, only to be boosted 
in a most ridiculous way when he went into cabaret. 

I have never seen him in cabaret. I do not go to such places. I am 
not one of tho.^e newspaper men who like free suppers. By. the way, 
this free-supper cra25e on tlie part of some newspapermen is becoming 
a scandal.

Keith advanced moderately and

Shubert got into the melee Mon- 
day, jumping six or • so to . 72, for 
no other apparent reason than the 
hysteria that for the moment has 
hit the public in relation to. amuse- 
ment shares. Twenty theatre stocks 
were up an aggrejgate of 108 points 
or over. This is on top of 78-point 
advance week before. 

These violent iluctuations were 
accompanied by Innuinerable 
stories, some of . them plucked out 
of the thin air and some having 
apparent substance. . 

One that has attracted consid- 
erable attention was that War- 
ner's stock was in control of Will- 
iam C. Durant and his followers to 
an extent that gave them a tech- 
nical corner. In substantiation of 
this story it was understood that 
ias long ago as last May, Durant, 
who is a director in the Loew Cir- 
cuit, held options on large blocks 
of Warner "A" owned by company 
allies. 

Circumstantial 

The circumstantial stories had It 
that Durant's options were entered 
into when the stock was in the 70's 
and called for delivery 20 points 
higher up. When the ticker price 
ran up to 90 and it became evident 
that Durant was going to exercise 
his privilege, so runs the scenario, 
th6 Warner people suddenly awoke 
to quite a situation. The result was 
that the option sellers had to go 
Into - the - market to buy b^ck their 
own stock. 

Net result of this situation was 
that from the moment Warner "A" 
crossed 90 an enormous short posi- 
tion was created over night, and the 
extrication of the short account was 
the influence that Shoved the. stock 
to 130. Believe it or not, it Sounds 
fairly reasonable. On top of all that 
of course, the Stanley merger talk 
has helped. In any event, Warner's 
gives every indication of being semi- 
corncred.

Electrical Strike Ending? 

Chicago, Sept.- 11. 
' It is thought hei'e that the elec- 
trical theatre strike, an internal 
union dissension that, lias been 
holding up the installation of the- 
atre wire equipment throughout the 
country, will be settled this week.

Pres-ent system has the sound 
recorded on the same film that 
carries the picture. Incorporation 
of the two registrations sound and 

image, on the same film, is re- 
ported to have brought about dif- 
ficulties in the process of develop- 
ing, which do not work out bene- 
ficially to one department or the 
other. Much secrecy of this work 
has been maintained at the studio, 
with the only ones aware of What 
is being done being the egineors 
and head studio executives. 

It is said it has been finally de- 
cided to work on a plan to record 
the sound on a separate film from 
the picture image, similar to the 
Pomeroy idea. The plan provides 
for the synchronization to be se- 
cured, through the use of a connect- 
ing shaft attached to a point where 
the starting identification is marked 
on both machines to indicate a 
mutual contact of the corresponding 
sound and picture films. 

This system is not new but is 
said at present to have advantages 
over placing the double recording 
on the same strip . of film. The 
separate film for sound also allows 
for a normal size projection of a 
picture, which cannot be done with 
the present single strip, as the 
sound tract takes away one-eighth 
of an inch on a frame. 

Should this method work out It 
will moan synchronized and 
threaded sound and film projectors 
in a booth, connected by a shaft, 
but it will permit the cameramen 
ar wider scope and simplify the 
means of obtaining color with 
sound desired. A color camera can 
then be substituted, regardless of 
the sound track, BcHides which, it 
will allow sound registration more 
latitude.

FOREIGN FILM TRUST 



Paris, Sept. 11, . 
Unless American distributors get 
together and immediately, show 100 
per cent co-oper^itioh. to deal in 
the European market, their profits 
■will be cut in half within the next 
year plus a continued reduction 
thereafter until films from the 
States will not exist on this side. 
This comes from authoritative 
sources and Is the result of the 
Quota, restriction systems and "the 
European film trust." 

It is pointed out that practically 
all iEuropean film companies are : 
interlinked. By that is meant that 
•German producers state they have 
stockholders in England, France 
and Italy besides working agree^ 
ments \vith distributors in each o£- 
thesd . countries. Ehgtish, French 
and Italian producers have similar' 
affliiations. 

Whenever any one of these pro- 
ducers suddenly hit upon a scheme 
whereby they, can deprive the 
Americans of any business they are 
assured the plan will be sanctioned 
by their Government or c.o^produc- 
ers . because of the complete har- 
mony in which they are working 
on the subject. 

At the present time If such ah 
Idea da-wna, tjie producer on this 
side does not deal with the Amer- 
icans as a group but goes to each 
one of the U. S. distributors and 
starts competitive bidding. For eXr 
ample, when the French recently 
enforced the buying by Americans 
of their films, several of the pro- 
ducers thereof went to American 
distributors and asked what they 
would give to tie up with them. 
Had the Americans been of one 
accord they would have turned this 
proposition over to the Hays or- 
ganization and might have gotten 
to the bottom of the intrigue. 

It's about time the Americans 
realized that the European film in 
dustry is united against them and 
that the only way to fight it is by 
concerted iactlon.

Another cause advanced for the 
desire of W. E. to control Warners 
is to recover Its contraict given to 
the Warner brothers for Vltaphone, 
That contract is said to have heen 
one of the be.st ever obtained by 
a show concern. It gives the Warr 
ners exclusive rights along cex-tain 
talker lines and also a perpetual 
royalty from licenses issued by W. 
E. on its talker patents. 

Western Electric, like, almost the 
entire show trade other than the 
Warners and Fox, failed to. visual- 
ize the talking future of the picture 
field. That explains the Warner con- 
tract, it is claimed. 

Nearly all of the large picture 
producers and distributors, also 
theatre chains, have close banking 
connections, that nilght follow such 
a lead as would be established by 
W. E. taking over a prominent pic- 
ture concern. 

C^al Reports 

Meanwhile the reports of War- 
ners and the Stanley Company get- 
ting together continue, though de-! 
nied by the Stanley people. Harry 
Warner is reported to have said 
that within 10 days he would know 
whether the Stanley deal will be 
concluded. 

A report that Warners may trade 
with First National is not thought 
to have any foundation, while a"" 
other story that Warners, if get- 
ting Stanley, may niegotlate with 
Keith's ia more readily accepted.

Have Done 

This week ends the business year 
for pictures, and the following is the 
record of the number of films trade 
shown (which is the same thing as 
offered for booking under the Films 
Act) during the year from Sept. 1, 
1927, to Aug. 31 this year : 
: Paramount, 80; Universal, 74; 
Fii-st National, 69; Fox, 51; Metro- 
Gbldwyn-Mayer, 41; P. D. C, 40; 
Warner Brothers, 33; United Artists, 
8. 

This total of 396 does not repre- 
sent the number calling for quota, 
as the compulsory i-egistration did 
not begin until Jan. 1, and the qual- 
ification for quota not until April 1 

But the number of British-made 
.films registered is well in excess of 
quota requirements in any case. To 
date these number- 45, which would 
allow for the necessary 10 per. cent 
on a larger total than the number of 
American pictures it the whole year's 
total came in, There has to be 
added, however, the number of Cpn 
tinontal films marketed ovor this pe- 
riod. This is 70, and even with 
these added there is still a sufficient 
qu.'intity of quota to cover tho necds. 

The quota, operating only over the 
last six. mohtlis- of The filni year, 
throws reckoning a bit out of gear. 
It would have been much more 
simple if it had started from Sept. l, 
whether this year or la.st, so as to 
coincide with the trade's year.. As 
it is, everything has to be figured 
in half years. 

Apart from quota considerations, 
the figures of the American films 
distributed here show a heavy drop, 
thou.crh the claims of the distributors 
i-s that the lesser nmnber of films 
does not mean smaller hu.sinoss on 
revenue.

Chicago, Sept. 11. 

Walkout of musicians In most of 
the 250 class 6 picture, houses, 
Btaratlnff. Labor Day, ended Friday 
after Tom Maloy, head of the oper- 
ators' union, and George Browne of 
the ptage hands' union,, interceded 
for heads of the Chicago Federation 
of Musicians who had been mVie 
technically powei'less through fed- 
eral injunctions . secured by ex- 
hibitors. Injunctions were dissolved 
Saturday. 

The musicians walked out Sept. 2 
at expiration of their contracts when 
informed that union officials were 
unable to issue orders under the re- 
straining order. 

James C. Petrillo, president of the 
musicians' union, had presented de- 
mands for six -piece orchesti*as in 
62 class ,6 houses. This was refused 
by the Exhibitors' Ass'n, and inr 
junctions were secured to prevent a 
possible strike. 

The new agreement reached Fri- 
day morning is for one year. It pro- 
vides for orchestras in 36 class ' C 
houses •belonging to .the Ass'n and 
nine nbn-meniber houses. Demands 
for orchestras in other houses 
were waived, because of their bank- 
rupt or poor financial condition. 
Also it Is stiuplated thiat any new 
houses of class 6 status opening 
within a year must use.a minimum 
of four , pieces. 

With Petrillo and the musicians' 
union board oiE governors tied up by 
Injunctions during the, walkout, the 
stagehands' and operators' unions 
stepped in with blunt requests for 
the exhibitors to quit stalling; Jack 
Miller, president of the Exhibitors' 
Ass'n, was told If he didn't reach a 
settlement with Petrillo the stage 
hands and operators would walk 
out of evtery picture house in Chi- 
cago. 

What Could Happen 

Miller previously had stated the 
walkout of musicians was not hurt- 
ing the exhibitors, as thty didn't 
want them lii most houses, anyway. 
Prodded by . Maloy and Browne, 
Miller went into conference with 
them and Petrillo Thursday morn- 
ing in the Hotel Sherman. Miller 
was given a load of what would 
happen if he didn't make a settle- 
ment, and started calling in his ex- 
hibitors individually in attempts to 
reach an agreement. The conference 
developed into a hot argument, last- 
ing 18 hours. At 3 a. m. Friday the 
new contract was agreed upon, and 
the exhibitors promised to with- 
draw the injunctions. 

Asked what he thought of the new 
contract, Petrillo said: "We stopped 
the .exhibitors from dispensing with 
orchestras in class 6 houses. There- 
fore it's a victory for us." . 

The contract in effect Is similar to 
that just expired, although not as 
strong as Petrillo'.s original de- 
mands. Wage scales afe the same 
as last year. Some of the houses 
held irf receivership by the Chicago 
Title & Trust Co. are not included. 

A minimum of four musicians, 
exclusive of organists, is set for all 
houses. ' Those under a 44-week 
contract are the Norshore and Pic- 
cadilly; 40 weeks. Central Park, 
Tiffin, Manor, Alamo, Patio, Lido 
—and -Atlantic; 36, "Lane "Coairt; 357 
Biltmore, Crystal, People's, Em- 
bassy, Marshall Square!, Roseland 
State, Thalia, Broadway Strand and 
four L. & T. theatres not named; 
20, Marquette; 15; one L. & T. the- 
atre not named; 10, Twentieth Cen- 
tury, Commodore and. Oakland 
Square. 

Continuous playing for organists 
where no orchestra is employed is 
prohibited. .

The detective mags- usually pay two 
cents a word on accieptance, but 
favor the staff hacks primarily. 

The high-brow literary monthlies 
are little better, averaging 1% cents 
a word, with release date months 
later unless particularly timely. An 
author meantime has plenty of time 
to starve or die. The poetry mag- 
azines let it go with a "thanks ter- 
ribly" or a free subiscriptipn to pay 
the rent with. 

Variety's informant avers that, 
despite all the salve handed out by 
the big editors, they want "names" 
and prove it by grabbing up snide 
stuff under a w.k. monicker and re- 
jecting worthier material from un- 
knowns.

Ro.sistlng efforts of the Keith peo.- 
ple to take his stock and drive him 
from hla Interest in the Trenton- 
Xew Brunswiok Theatres Co., Wal- 
ter Reaite obtained an order In the 
Xew Jersey Chancery Court calling 
upon Keith's to show cause why a 
receiver should not be appointed 
for the live theatres involved In the 
concern. 

Reade sets up that he made a 
"gift" of 50 percent of the Trenton- 
New Brunswick stock to Keith's In- 
order to keep them from invading 
Trenton, Under his own manage- 
mcht the five houses had made an 
annual profit of $100,000 approxi- 
mately, but since the Keith people 
have • ignored his suggestions the 
properties have showed a net loss, 
it's alleged, so that It has been 
necessary since Jan. 1 to pay $60,- 
000 Into the treasury. In that tlm« 
the Actual net loss has been $27,- 

ooo. 

Recently the Keith administra- 
tion notifled Reade that he was re- 
moved from the general manager- 
ship Of the chain, he was "fired" and 
steps, would be taken to . take over 
his remaining Interest of 25 per- 
cent In stock, under an agrreement 
made In 1922. 

Reade bases his demand for. a re- . 
ceiver upon the allegation that the 
Keith-Albee-Orpheum company la 
Itself operating at a .loss, on in- 
formation and belief. 
. Complaint recites that Reade, 
finding vaudeville policy a failure 
went to the Keith people on one 
recent occasion with contracts for 
the Installation of sound appliances 
for Movietone, but was Ignored. He 
says he made arrangiements for an 
advantageous sale of a New Bruns- 
wick property which would have 
provided • $100,000 in cash, 'but the 
Keith people disregarded his plan, 
after once approving it; 

Wishing Keith In 
Relating the formation of the 
company and the "gift" of a half 
Interest to Keith, the complaint 

says: 

"Complainant (Reade) further al- 
leges that he personally conceived 
the Idea of the organization and It 
was originally intended that the 
said corporation should be owned 
and controlled by complainant and 
Frank V. Storrs (the program man, 
and Reade's partner) and that prior 
to the actual organization. In order 
to hay^e the B. F. Theatres Co. (now 
merged ^nto the K-A-O) from 
erecting, owning and conducting a 
theatre In the city of Trenton a. 50 
percent interest was given to the . 
said B. F. Keith Theatres. Co. (dur- 
ing the E. F. Albee reign) without 
the payment of any money or con- 
sideration on Its part other than ita 
agreement not to erect or conduct 
a separate theatre in. the city of 
Trenton." 

Stock then was divided 26 percent . 
to Storrs, 25 percent to Reade and 
50 percent to Keith. All stock was 
placed In a voting trust with Ed- 
win C. Lauder, Jr. (Albee's son-in- 
law) as trustee. Agreement was en- 
tered Into that If at any time It 
became necessary to provide money 
for the enterprise the different In- 
terests would contribute pro rata of 
their holdings. 

As a result of losses It became 
necessary to pay Into the treasury 
$00,000 and Reade was Instructed , 
to - provide $12,500. He- paid- $67000 
and refused to pay the rest "be- 
cau.se of the failure of the remain- 
ing stockholders and directors to 
cease the unprofitable and disas- 
trous method of operation." 

The five theatres Involved are the 
Capitol, Trent, l?alace and South 
Broad, Trenton and State and Rlvo- 
11, New Brunswick. Five, are on lease 
with 17 years to rUn and one la 
owned outright. . 

The order to show cause In th« 
action, is to be argued before Vice-

Robert Thompson, some- 
times known as "Dr." Malcolm Mut- 
tart, according to the police, was ar- 
raigned In West Side Court before 
Magistrate Brodsky on the charge of 
practicing medicine without a 
license and performing an Illegal 
operation.

Ford, In charge of the Quack depart- 
ment of the- District Attorney's 
office, stated that Mr. Banton had 
especially assigned him to conduct 
the prosecution.

New Country Club Gambling Game 

A new gambling game of horse racing is reported growing greatly in 
popularity In. country clubs. It Is played with beach dice and fair- 
sized miniature horses with paper mache jockeys on them. The locale 
is usually the ballroom floor, where a large squared-Cut map is placed. 
There are six rows of square with three dice. Bets are made on the 
numbers from one to six. As a rule there is no limit placed on the 
wagers and the pool is divided, much like the Pari Mutuel system, with 
the house taking ..a rakeoff. 

As the dice roll, the numbers tiirning up movie the horse up a square, 
or if two' or three of the same number, two or three squares, etc. The 
winning number or horse is the first to reach the final square. All bets 
are made to win, with no place or show betting. 

As a side diversion to the same thing there are hurdle races. A 
successful hurdle requires a double number appearing, with, four dice 
employed for the hurdles. 

The game seems to appeal to the women. Players are seated around 
the ballroom at tables and watch the play. There Is no' minimum or 
maximum to the number of players. At one club around New York, 
300 or 400 persons usually play, with the bets running from 50c, by the 
women to $20 or $25 a number by the men.

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St. Louis Civic Opera in Red 

Despite Increased Attendance 



St. Liouia, Sept. 11. 
The Municipal Opera of St. Louis, 
jii.st closed,, suffered a flnanciai loss 
from $6,000 to $.7,500, in spite of the 
fact that the tenth season drew 
more people than had ever attended 
the twelve-weeks' annual season. 
Deficit is the second In the history 
of the Municipal Opera, the first red 
ink having been splattered during 
the firsl season;, when the loss 
made good by the guarantors was 
$11,000. 

Two reasons are given by the 
management for this, year's deficit, 
tlie rains which marked the first 
few weeks of the season and the 
$6,000 raise demanded and received 
by the union musicians. A total of 
$24,004.50 was refunded . to ticket 
purchasers because of the rainy 
nights. Only nine of the eighty- 
four evenings were really warni and 
clear. 

"The Student Prince" proved the 
most popular production of the sea- 
son, with an intake of $42,071.75. 
"Princess FlavJa/' on account of the 
Incliement weather that week, .was 
the poorest dra:wing card, with re- 
ceipts $a7,.140.

The new wage scale car- 
ties with it a stipulation requiring 
that three' local musicians must be 
engaged for every two brought in 
by visiting attractions. The new 
6how. must pay its share on. 27 Bos- 
ton musicians who will not work 
with the show. "Just a Minute" has 
an all -girl band of its own. 
. There are IS girls in the at- 
traction orchestra which is made a 
part of the show. The girls enter 
the pit either from the aisles or 
the stage. Starting with two pian- 
ists the music sw.ells as the others 
arrive. 

Ordinarily a visiting musical sliow 
would not be so heavily involved 
by the new union rule, but there 
is no place for male musicians in 
the "Just a Minute" orchestra. 

In this case all of the men -will 
be paid even if walking the streets 
or playing elsewhere. 



R Y. Stage Hands Sign 
For 2 Years; Scale Up 



A ne.\K. contract for two years was 
entered into by the managers and 
International Theatrical . Association 
and New York 'i?heatrical Protective 
Union . No. 1, embracing some 1,200 
stagehands.

$72.50. The union's original demand 
was for $100 and $90, respectively. 
A working change was agreed upon, 
the men reporting at 9 a. m. instead 
of 8 a. m., as heretofore.

Saturday morning the rna'gistrate 
was for parolling the actors in the 
custody of Emily Holt, an Equity 
attorney. The prosecutor objected 
so strenuously that they were, held 
under $200 bail each. The bail was 
posted in cash by Equity. The 
hearing was put over until today 
(Wednesday). 

The show was presented by Ar 
thur (Hi) Henry, husband of Claire 
Kummer. When Henry appeared in 
the magistrate's court with the 
players Saturday he was placed in 
the prisoner's pen and not released 
until the district attorney appeared. 

There were no performances Sat 
tirday. The show , wiis to have 
closed then for cast changes and 
script revisions. Equity had ar 
ranged to pay salaries from the se- 
curity posted, and continuance of 
the piece was doubtful. Because of 
that those arrested were all the 
more steamed up.

"Voodoo," a three-act jazz grand 
opera by H. Lawrence Freeman, 
father of the entrepeneur, is booked 
in for one week only at the former 
52nd Street Playhouse. 

This curious theatrical abortion 
is pi-esehted by a cast including 
William H. Holland, Vjasso; Thomas 
T; Hall and Valdp Freeman, bari- 
tones; Carlotta Freeman, Doris 
Trotman and Ko.sctta Jones, so- 
pranos; Ray Yates and Joseph Nor- 
thern, 'tenors; and Marie Woodby, 
contralto, with an . alternate cast 
compi-ising Cordelia Paterson, Ro- 
.setta Jones, Luther Lamontj Blanche 
Smith, John H. Ecklcs, Leo G. 
Evans and Harold Bryant. 

The pro<luction is a crude, make- 
shift presentation, burying whatever 
charm the score and libretto hold 
under an avalanche of mediocrity 
such as oiie would expect to en' 
counter in a paupered, struggling 
organization of pioneering coloired 
opera singers. 

Mr. Freeman, the composer, con- 
ducting his work with considerable

Treadmill mechanical effects arc 
the .saving grace of I'Good Boy," the 
new Arthur Hammerstein musical 
entry which, otherwise, would not 
rate $6.60 for the first 10 rows, or 
even $5.50 as the balance of the 
lower floor is scaled. It is the novel- 
ty of the German-irhported double 
treadmills with which John Wen- 
ger, the scenic artist, and Busby 
Berkeley, the dance jproducer, have 
worked wonders, that leaves the 
lasting impres.sion after it is all said 
and done. • . 

"Good Boy" holds a number of 
important people who, despite the 
libretto handicaps do much to 
further make the evening worth 
while. Eddie Buzzell, Barbara New 
berry, Helen Kant-, Charles Butter 
worth* Borrah Minevitch and his 
harmonica virtuosi, Dan Healy, Bffle 
Shannon, Sam Hearn, Lester Ber- 
nard and Evelyn Bennett are among 
the principals. In applause returns, 
the cute Miss Kane, who jumped 



overnight, so to speak, from 7 5 
cents at the i'uramount to $C.tiO at 
Hammerstcin's, was out front alon^ 
with Borrah Minevitch, who tied it 
up cold, as well as Charles Eultor- 
worth, Dan Healy with his dance 
specialtie.s, , and the . lissome and 
pretty Earb-ira NcAVberry with her 
terp solo. These individuals were 
solidly elected on the applause vote. 

Eddie Buzzell, the unolRcial star 
of this one, who as the titular hero 
was burdened with , a strai^jht role, 
might have been deemed Over- 
shadowed in the hand-to-hand 
salvos because of his conserva- 
tive characterization. Possibly be- 
cause of this strict adherence 
to character, in the main, it does 
appear to sonie that he exceeded 
the bounds in interpolating city 
slicker wisecracks while doing 
a male Cinderella from the sticks 
invading Broaldway. At first bliissh 
this seems an inconsistency for a 
sap role, but Buzzell owed it to him- 
self to brighten up a too light as- 
signment. Buzzell „is again not 
without pathos, a perfect lit here. 

Charles Butterworth (e)c- secretary 
and chauffeur to J. P. MoEvoy, 
whom the latter sponsored on the 
stage in his first "Americana" edi- 
tion) built up his serious mien into 
strong results as he solemnly ele- 
vated his palms, face forward, and 
murmured, "Oh, the pity of it!" 
Helen Kane, whose impres.sion was 
mernorable if not quite the .wow she 
had been during the show's Philly 
engagement, unanimously impressed 
that' she should be assigned a sec- 
ond number. While repise-ing "I 
Wanna Be. Loved By You" .several 
times and getting more on each 
time out, a new song will probably 
come into the score before. the show 
grows much older. Borrah Mine- 
vitch with ' his nondescript gang of 
p.seudo street corner virtuosi of the 
mouthorgan, turned his 13 minutes 
of harmonica symphony into the big 
wow of the show. Minevitch also 
personally ' impressed as a light 
comedian, having broadened his 
scope and bespeaking potentialities 
along those lines. He has a good 
conception of grimacing values, al- 
though not overmugging into too 
low a funster. 

Dan Healy, the perennial juvenile 
and one of the most capable song- 
and -dance juvs extant, was cast as 
the light-heavy, somewhat of a de- 
parture for the sympathetic step- 
per,- although softening the menace 
assignment considerably 



Barbara Newberry, anotht'r s?top- 
cusc, in her first iniitoi-t.uit part, 
wa.s a cinch click on her two timrs 
out with her graceful dancing. A 
comely and shapely mis«s. Miss N«'\v- 
berry has improved since "The ! 
Golden Dawn," the provici\iK opi-rcUa 
tenant at the same tlKutro. With 
coaching in . the vocal depart- 
ment undoubtedly she will go still 
further. Miss ivcWDerry slipi>cd up 
on one song and iminodiatoly spoke 
the lyrics when her voice failed her, 
handicapped as she was by an ob- 
vious cold. She played opposite 
Buzzell .in a character not aptly 
conceived by the librettists. 

Therein lies the chief fault of 
"Good Boy," a book that weakens 
after the first act. The ftr.st act 
curtain is the anti-climax, a depar- 
ture in musical comedy plots in that 
the second stanza recedes from the 
leading couple's marriage. Because 
he is a failure, Miss Newben-j' re- 
bukes the hero on their bridal, night- 
While musical comedy books weVe 
never designed for serious analysis, 
it required no second sight to real- 
ize the jarring note in what is a 
pleasant sequence until the merce- 
nary element creeps in. However, 
it is plausibly soti-soapcd for the. 
ultimate finale. 

Show derives its title from the 
Uutlersville, Ark., mother's admoni- 
tion to her boy that he resist the 
wiles and nniachination.s of the big 
city and remain a good boy. The 
legit sentimental scenes between 
Buzzell and Effie Shannon^ as Ma 
Meakin, Impress from the .start. 
His meeting with the fiirtatious 
Helen Kane in a Pullman section of 
a. train is his first experience with 
temptation; this scene, bye the by^-, 
provied an early comedy highlight, 
and is said to be Buzzell's own crea- 
tive interpolation into the Harbach- 
Hammerstein-Myers book, settini? 
the character of Miss Kane at once. 

The allegorical revuesciue se- 
quences of the New York skyline 
and scenes, in New York are made 
possible by novel Impressionistic 
scenes — rfothing more than . set 
pieces before drapes— which * arie 
propelled oft and on on, the treadmills. 
There are two such belts, operating 
in either direction at the will of the 
Of)erator in the flies who, mechanic- 
ally and otherwise, becomes the 
most important individual as far as 
the actual' evening's presentation Iti 
concerned. 

These treadniills are said to have 
cost Hammerstein around $22,000. 
His stage crew numbers about 40, 
there is a femme chorus of 40 and 
14 boys, and along with the cost of 
the cast this brings the show's nut 
close to $15,000, Including stage crew 
and orchestra. Playing in his own

"Machinal" brings forth a new 
actress on Broadway, Zita Johann.

■Rope" 'done there as a stock show- 
ing, and attracted the attention of 
Uavld Wallace who wrote "Rope" .

There IS no question that Arthur 
Bichman did a good job of play- 
wrighting. His dialog is brilliant 
more often than not. Hia hint of 
vv'hat happens in the childless dojni- 
ciles of the well to do is poiritedi. 
But there is too little action irid too 
much chatter. And so "Heavy Traf- 
fic" is to be regarded as smart, but 
of limited box office appeal. 

It is Gilbert Miller's first presen- 
tation this season, but the name of 
Charles Frohman appears instead, 
Mr. Miller being abroad when the 
show wa,s. being prepared, and on the 
high seas returning on the date of 
the- premiere.

The 
casting was carefully done, even if 
one Of the featured players (A. E. 
Mathew's) had very little to do. 

■Jlosalie West, the wife of many 
loves, .is. first introduced giving a 
broker, Wilbur Richardson, the air 
in favor of Phil Mancinl, .an aspir- 
ing pianist. Later, when Rosalie \n 
but all night with Phil and admits 
inexcusable conduct," Wilbur cOm- 
plaihs to Malcolm West, the eaay- 
_oing husband, who tartly retorts 
that perhaps Wilbiir's idea was "to 
keep Ro'salie safe for brokers." 

Things might have gone along 
without a marital smashup had not 
the husband become enamored of 
Phil's sister Isabel, whom he de- 
sired to make his wile. Rosjilie ob- 
jected to divorce and sis wouldn't 
stand for brother- being named co- 
respondent. But a way biat devel- 
oped later on when an Oxfordlan 
private detective caught Rosalie's 
attention and promised to supply 
the necessary evidence to Malcolm 
before the week was out. 

Mary Boland, principal featured 
player, gave the show a good start 
in the first act as Rosalie. The go- 
ing tapered off in the other two acts, 
in which Miss Boland did not have 
the- same chance to shine. Mr. Mat- 
thews' share of the entertainment 
was confined to a few moments in 
the second act and not much more 
in the third. Reginald Mason, as 
the husband who admitted he no 
longer loved his wife and who ac 
cepted his wife's "cheating" as a 
matter of course, handled his as 
slgnnient like the veteran he is. It 
didn't seem just natural for Isabel 
to fall for him so quickly — byt in a 
blameless way, as she explains — be 
cause of his seniority, still that was 
no major defect. 

Leo G. Carroll, an immaculate 
artist carrying on an affair with a 
married . girl friend of Rosalie's, 
was perhaps the play's most amus 
ing character. He nagged the girl 
friend politely ' but continually 
Their relation was made to seerii 
the more humorous because ho 
prided himself on being no cave 
man and classed himself as belong- 
ing to "interesting people." Yiwy 
Strozzi was quite pleasing as the 
frank and fresh Isabel. Edward 
Crandall was the good-looking pian- 
ist, taken in by the amorous wife. 
Robert Strange fumed as the dis- 
carded lover and Jean Dixon, the 
best lookin.g girl In the cast, was 
the dumbell affair of the artist.

This Lonsdale guy proves again 
that when ' an Englishman docs a 
thing well he does it superlatively. 
Lonny sure put all he had .back of 
this baby. The story sings, the 
plot moves, the stfspense holds, the' 
climax is a sweet surpriise. This is 
a play. Told in light repart^ie, sold 
with many a mental laugh and little 
slapstick- business, \ it breezes 
tjirbugh and leaves behind it a solid; 
new, concrete a,nd intelligent tale 
that Intrigues and amuses. 

It isn't a deep or involved plot. 
Son of a nobleman falls for an ac- 
tress. His famiily is horrified. He 
resents that and gives the engage- 
ment to the papers.

A meeting was held j'csterd.'iy 
between the Legitimate Managers'

Central Labor 
Union of New York proteste^j stat- 
ing ^t had been reported that Fran- 
cis Reld of the Brlarigor office was 
credited with saying that manager 
would not coiislder a union map for 
his staff, That and the other pro- 
tests appear to have bfeen based on 
conversation.

Last week Boston's labor eommit- 
tee protested against itioiward Her- 
rick, there in advance of "Take the 
Air." 'i'he Union mentioned a re- 
port tha,t the agent has expressed 
himself a;ga.Inst unionization. Tho 
protest was forwarded to . New 
York, Gene Buck, producer of the 
show, going to the defense of Her- 
rick. The matter was reported to 
have been amicably settled. 

Theodore Mitchell, head: of the 
A. P. A. M,, stated his organization 
had hot Inspired the protects.

Hart-Flelds musical collaboration 
has. 

The delicate nature of the story 
has resulted in innumerable , gags 
and stories heard on the street. The 
radical Innovations in the score, and 
in the general presentation have 
been hailed by some as heralding a 
new era In musical shows, and have 
been renounced by others as wholly 
unsatlsfactoi'y. The critics have 
been divided, although three-fourths 
are highly in. favor of the new piece. 
The first-night audience, particularly 
cold and unapprecjatlve one. couldn't 
apparently understand what was go- 
ing on. Business hasn't been good, 
but right now "Chee-Chee" is begin 
ning to get another class of theatre 
goers, and there may be a different 
story to tell. 

lit is in the nature of an. Oriental 
fantasy, often satiric in Its treat- 
ment, sometimes wistfully and ap- 
peallngly beautiful. There is. virtu- 
ally none of the usual musical com- 
edy hoke. , 

The hero. Instead of being a para- 
gon of masculine bravery and no- 
bility. Is an a;bject creature who gets 
socked and abused from the begin- 
ning of the play to the end. The 
heroine, instead of being a sweet, 
Innocent damsel, is a flirtatious 
young matron who strays from the 
straight-and-nari-bw not once , but 
many times during the course of the 
action. This in itself will shock a 
Jot . of people. 

Secondly, Richard Rodgers' score, 
In many ways, the most Inspired, and 
certainly the most musicianly he has 
ever done, also upsets all familiar 
traditions. : There are, for examplc» 
very few set pieces and virtually no 
use of reprises save in the theme 
love song. Only a couple of num^ 
bers are plugged In any way or used 
for repeated chorus evolutions. In- 
stead, Rodgers has introduced 
snatches of lovely melody, closely 
interwoven Into the story and di- 
rectly reflecting the spirit of the 
action at that particular time. These 
snatches are sometinies only a few 
measures, and they arie used again. 
Furthermore, much of the dialogue 
Is sung, so tjhat the story is advanced 
In miisica:! as well as in spoken 
words. "I Must Love You" Is a 
haunting ballad, a little difficult to 
whistle; "Moon, of My Delight" and 
"Better Be Good to Me" are the 
nearest things to plugged son.g and 
dance numbers; "The Tartar Song' 
is a stirring march, arid a new de- 
parture for Rodgers. 

Ll-Pi Siao, Grand Eunuch in the 
Violet Town of Peking, is anxious

In each ca.se, declaring that she 
niuist save her husband's life, the 
little wife gives herself to the leader 
of. the opposition.

Eventually, they are brought back 
to' the Palace and the young hus- 
band is about to be forced to become 
the, new Gi'and Eunuch when, 
through the aid of a friend who 
disguises himself as the doctor, he 
escapes. 

To a great many people the sub- 
ject of "Chee-Chee" will be a little 
repellant, especially In the last scene. 
However, it must be admitted that 
Herbert Fields has handled the 
theme as delicately and as carefully 
as possible. If is not a case of any- 
things being deleted to eliminate 
BUggestiveness. Everything is in the 
theme Itself, and it is hard to see 
how that can be changed. .A few of 
Lorenz Hart's lyrics may be a bit 
off -color, but these again have been 
subtly and carefully worded, and are 
always in keeping with the story. 
Incidentally, they represent Hart at 
his very best, and that means a lot. 

The cast is generally excellent, 
with Helen Ford, as the "ever-faith- 
ful" wife, outstanding. No better 
choice could have been made for the 
role because Miss Ford is a shrewd 
and skillful actress as well as the 
possessor of - a, charming: personality 
and a nice voice. George Hassell is 
better than he has been in a long 
time, and generally quite funny as 
the Grand Eunuch, although given 
to exaggeration and too many nance 
mannerisms. An outstanding per- 
foi-mance is provided by George 
Houston as the Tartar Chief. He 
has a corkine voice and a nice stage 
presence. Betty Starbuck Is cute 
and winsome. "William Williams 
played the ungrateful role of the 
hero well, but was not in as good a 
voice as when with the Ames' Gil 
bert and Sullivan company.. 

The costuming is o. k., save for 
the fact that Japanese wigs never 
can bring out attractive features of 
chorus girls. That's undoubetdly one 
of the reasons why Oriental musical 
comedies are riot popular. The set- 
tings are. uneven, a couple of them 
being badly in need of change. As 
a whole, however, "Chee-Chee" Is 
vivid and colorfully bizarre. 

It's a question whether musical 
comedy fans will accept "Chee- 
Chee" .despite all its valuete. Plug- 
ging of certain numbers with more 
dance formations might help, espe- 
cially in the first act, but the three 
collaborators are trying to get away 
from just this kind of conventional 
musical comedy routine. However, 
the show is extremely smart and 
clever and sophisticated, and if 
played to that kind of clientele in 
New York, may click for a limited 
period. Waters.

The Tonic Value of Herb Williams 



I have recentlx seen a very great clown, and it was a 
memorable exjy.er'lence, for great cl6wn9 are as rare as 
blooms in a garden of aloes. 

His name Is Herb Williams, and he la the perfect fool. 

Why ia he a great clown? 

First, because ho Is very serious and rather pitiable. 
He la a bald, middle-aged man who conveys the Imprea- 
sion ■ that he most earnestly desires to do something 
which he cannot do. I'ou feel that he is Hallsfled thai 
he can recite and sthg, and you know that ho can neiihor 
recite nor sing. And your sympathy is expressed In 
laughter. 

A clown is successful when he makes you so sorry for 
him- that you have to laugh at his simulated incompe- 
tence! And Herb -Williams (who is an American) is no 
incompetent that he cannot do' anything that he seta 
forth to do. When he tries to kill a man by hitting him 
over the head with a cricket bat, the only result being 
that the bat breaU.s, two thousand helpless people hoot 
joyou.sly and double ui» in their scats. 

Chaplin has the art, but Herb Williams possesses the 
technique of it to the last degree. 

When, at length, he does .succeed in playing the piano 
•1' ly you are almost disappointed, for the comic 
value of a clown is that ho should accomplish nothing 
that he. sets forth to do. 

An Outworn Convention 

When circuses went out of fashion, wo more or less 
ceased to encourage the training of clowns. In a way 
this was a very good thing, because the clown had g^o^vn 
conventional. It was deiiinniled of him that he should 
wear baggy trousers, that his face should be overlaid 
•isiv-".Mlnt. iind that he should have a red 
tip to his no.so. He had become as degraded as his 
pantominie follow Pantaloon. (Was not the battle cry of 
the triumphant Venetian "Plant the lylon!" once pro.sli- 
tuted to ."I'anlaloon" by a Spanl.sh Arnbassador who had 
rea.son to rrjgrot his pleasantry?) 

There mu.Mt have been very great clowns In the past 
whose art was hulf-rulno.d by. the conventions which hid. 
thoir funny face.s and toned down the natural comicalities 
with that touch of the macabre which their • make-up 
imposed. Your modern clown is not ijo handicapped. Ho 
may perform without his white mask and, in the play of 
his features, add new. ciualitles to his art. 

Herb Willlama appears in a revue, "Many Happy Re- 
turns," at the Duke of York's, and makes the incon.se- 
quent entry that can only be made in that form ot enter- 
tainment— in this case, as our dramatic critic has te'sli- 
fled, a veiw excellent example. 

His value to the citizens of I^ondon is not perhaiis 
realized. We know somiithing about sunshine and its 
benefit; we are (luusi-sclentitlc and appreciate the effects 
of ultra-violet ray.s; we know Ju.st what effect a good 
water supply and good drainage have upon the health 
Of the community. But I don't think the British Medi- 
cal Association anrt health bodies generally have made a 
very thorough study of the therapeutic value of laughter.

bec.iuse someone said once that they had a "following.'* 

After all, the regular stage treats variety with contempt. It thinks 
anything will do. It puts oii "'the halls" playlets that no theatre would 
stand, a:nd then is sui-pri.sed when, for a change, some brave critic tel It 
the truth about it. 

Very few legitimate artists have made good on the music-hall stage. 
They haven't the si)eed., "They cannot "put themsleves over,"' Ivor No- 
vello's case. is one. of the worst that I remember.

An American Answers Swaffer 
On "Deportation '-Either Side 



The whole show business reads Variety^ . And many ot these 
readers Include Hannen Swaffer's coluipin In this . perusal. Like 
many other individuals, I haye frequently been edlAed by Swaffet*s 
remarks. But, like many of these, I was shocked at his instalment 
in Variety of Sept, 5. 

The English Critic makes various references to the (existence of 
perversity In his country, especially in the show business of London, 
He adds, "The stories that reach me from New York are Ju.st as 
ba.d," Quite true, on both cb'unts! , 

■ But Harinen then proceeds to make especially pointed observa- 
tions concerning American show people, mentioning "an Amerlcain 
actress, how In London," and "an Aiherlcin actor, who Is now on 
your side," Of the one he asks, "Why do'n't they deport her?" and 
of the other he adds, "The deportation . . . wa;s daily expected 
two years ago," He culminates with "I do wish you Americans 
would get isome of your people home. They are among the worst 
offenders," • 

Which remarks certainly call for a; reply from someone! And 
since no one else has answered, here goes! ^ 

In the. very first paragraph Swaffer refers to a book recently 
published In England by a woman called Radclyffe Hall, "in which 
she pleaded for a more sympathetic attitude toward abnormals." 
A generation ago a book of this description was published in X <\v 
York. It was written by an Englishman who became a famo\is c e 
in America, Years later the genius of this type of writing, Oscar 
Wilde, a Britisher, gained International notoriety. Of recent years 
the scientific authorities on abnormality are the British autho'r.s, 
John Addington Symonds, Havelock Ellis and Edward Carpenter, 

" Female. Impersonators 

Swaffer goes oh, "they flaunt themselves upon the stage; they 
para;de themselves in public; they forni cli.ques and cpterles," This 
Is true .of New York as well as. of London, And Paris and Berlin, 
iahd Vienna and Rome. And everywhere else! "These creatures 
are flattered, and made a fuss of," says Swaffer, "they crowd places 
of amusement whenever one of their kind is performing," True! 
Vaudeville theatre.s In New York are packed with them whenever 
female impersonators are on the bill, including English importa- 
tiohs. 

Not only in vaudeville and nitislcal comedy, but also In legitimate 
productions. In the past Hannen has often referred to the charac- 
teristic following of two Englishmen, both of whbni have visited 
New YCrk. One came here and made a movie. Another came iand 
. acted on the stage. The latter was made much of in a certain 
set, smart and influential. 

Fot many years, also, a character actress, of British birth, toured 
the States with a company always o'verwhelmirigly queer. An 
Englishman, after acting for years in America, branched out as a 
producer. Another Englishman started as a dancer, but has also 
become a producer over here. And so. on, and on, and on. 

One of the best known English novelists, some oiE Whose .wo'rks 
have been dramatized, has visited America. Another, equally 
famous, has also had his stories dramatized, he too visiting these 
shores. But it has remained for Swaffer to suggest that such peo- 
ple be "deported!" 

The American actress presumably referred to by Hannan, in con- 
nection with the query, "Why do'n't they deport her?" was not 
esteemed very highly in her native land, biit was received with 
•open arms in. England. The American actor presumaljly referred 
to was an unknown quantity at home, but became a favorite 
abroad. 

Favored by English 

Swaffer .says, "The truth is that if civilization ■ were not hypo- , 
critical, the 'queer, people' of London, New . York, Paris and Berlin 
would have been driven out years ago'!" Driven where? From 
London to New York, and from New York to London? From Paris 
to Berlin, and from Berlin to Paris? A sort of fairy exchange that 
Is no robbery, There would not be room enough for all the Amer- 
icans to get into Piccadilly Circus, nor for all the English to get 
into Times Square! (Though certainly many of the Engli.sh have 
•got into the playhouses adjacent to Times Square!) 

Hannen refers to a woman "dressed in semi-masculine attire," 
and he proceeds with a reference to "The Captive." The recognized 
head of this sort of thing in New York, quite as conspicuous as 
the American actress mentioned by Swaffer ais being in England, 
happens to be of British parentage and birth. Not only are the 
theatres where she appears especially patroni:?ed by women of 
this type, her hohae is a rendezvous, as various neighbors are aware. 

If Hannen wishes that we Americans would get some of our 
people home, we Americans wish that the English would do' like- 
wise! However, if such a miraculoiis state of affairs could be con- 
ceived of, the Biblical chaper on "Exodus" would have nothing on 
the pandemonium that would reign, what with tens of thousands 
of English being shipped to"^ England, tens of thousands of Amer- 
icans shipped to America,' and all the ether nationalities being 
shipped to their respective homes! 

The nearest approach to a haven for perverts Is Taormina, Sicily, 
where a few T^cbres' English a American residents dWell;. and., 
whei-e several hundred visitors sojourn .each winter. . 

In the niean while, leaving this unanswerable question still un- 
answered, as it was in the Sorlptural comments on Sodom and 
Go'morrah, as it was in Sappho's time on the Island of Lesbos, ais 
it was when Walt Whitman wrote "Leaves of Grass," when Theo- 
phile Gautier wrote "Madamolselle de Maupin," and when Alan 
Diale wrote "A Marriage Below Zero/' Hannen Sw^iffer's departnieht . 
might be nlcknamied his '.'deportment!" .'

The Prince came here with other 
members of his , staff supposedly as 
H guest- of Mary Pickford and 
Dougles Fairbanks, and, it Is said, 
that his, real reason for being in 
Hollywood was to see Miss Damita. 

A rodeo was given in his honor 
by Douglas Fairbanks, also a dinner 
Then the party, a number of pic- 
ture celebrities, including Miss Da 
mita, visited Roscoe Arbucklo's 
t>lantatIon Cafe. 

The following day the Prince vis 
Ited vai-lous studios with members 
of his party, jVIiss Damita and other 
picture personalities. His final day, 
ishortly after the lunch hour, he left 
Miss Damita for a short time and 
went to the Fox studio with June 
Collyer, who introduced him around 
The Duke, though he makes his 
home in Paris, is said to be an 
Italian nobleman.

vveek stands makes this as much of 
a necessity as an aesthetic accom- 
plishment, it dawned on several 
that maybe they shouldn't have 
mentioned it. 

And wheii it was added that more 
copies of Ludwig's biographies, 
notably "The Son of Man" (the Life 
bf Christ), of recent months, hot 
to mention "Trader Horn," were en- 
countered in chorus girls' dressing 
rooms and apartments than any 
place else the Variety reporter knew

Again it had to be explained that 
show people's tastes are about as 
average as anybody else's. Even if 
such were not the case, an idea of 
what is selling with the American 
public would probably influence the 
show people along similar lines. 
The Ad Idea 
W;ith this point won by opein con 
cession, the book merchandlzers, in 
true commercial spirit, wanted to 
know why Variety was so frankly 
altruistic about this public service. 
After convinced that it was nothing 
but a service pure if simple, with 
no strings attached, their trades 
men instincts still refused to rest 
without the opinion that such ser- 
vice would be bound to bring adver- 
tising revenue to Variety from the 
puljlishers. 

That show people, as a class, con 
sideripg their numbers, do read 
more than any other group. In di- 
rect percentage ratio to its size, 
soon convinced the book Jobbers, 
and the data was- readily forthcom- 
ing, although it seemed unanimous 
ly surprising that this thought never 
occurred to them until brought to 
attention by Variety's reporter.

In some in- 
stances their expectations run very 
hiiih, so high that many a person 
In' making gifts to this large horde 
of gift seekers found themselves

Otherwi.se the result may be that the favorable Impression and 
publicity created by the talking wave will be quickly reduced to 
the normalcy that the silent picture found Itself in before the talk- 
er arrived.

The advent of sound in Syracuse, 
which, with ita four de luxe houses 
playing synchronized pictures, quali- 
fies as the country's first medium- 
sized "wired city," has spelled an 
Increase in box office business esti- 
mated at 16 to 20. per cent. 

This gain in the gross of the wired 
houses admittedly Is at the expense 
of thei theatres playing only silent 
pictureis. As business has grown in 
the de luxe wired theatres there has 
been an accompanying decline in the 
patronage in the second run and 
neighborhood screen houses. 
' This condition was sharply defined 
last week when the four wired the- 
atres went to bat with as maiiy 
specials, all sounded. Without ex- 
ception, the silent houses took it on 
the chin; two of. three combination 
policy theatres also reported slumps, 
particularly at the matinees when 
the deluxe prices more closely ap- 
proximate those in the neighborhooid 
houses. 

Keith's was the exception. It 
rolled up a gross of $14,000. The 
current week looks like a winner, 
the Sunday matinee, for example, 
setting a new record for the past six 
rnonths. 

Two of the sound pictures wluch 
fought it out here last week are 
holding over — ^"Street Angel," re- 
maining at the Empire, where it did 
bettor than $11,000 last week, and 
"The Terroi'," staying at Schines' 
.'Eckel, where It did almost $12,000. 
The Strand, with John Barrymore's 
"Tempest," did . over $9,000, and 
'lioew's State with "Two L,overS" 
grossed about $10,000. 

This week, the all-sound compe-. 
tition is duplicated, Loew's playing 
the synchronized "Warming Up," its 
first Piiramdunt, and the Strand of- 
fering "Lilac Time," which will be 
held over. 

The Eckel's week-end business for 
the second week of "The Terroi*" ran 
less than $200 under the gross for 
the first Saturday and Sunday, and 
with cooler weather this week it is 
possible that the gross for the first 
week may be duplicated. 

15 Per Cent Ingrfease 

Walter D. McDowell, managing 
director of the Strand, which has 
had the longest experience with 
sound, says that synchronized en- 
tertainment, has meant a 15 per cent 
Increase in business. R. W. Thayer, 
local Scliine representative, places 
the percentage. benefit at the Eckel 
at 20 per cent. 

The Empire, with "Street Angel," 
its first sound picture, is expecting 
to clean up enough profit to wipe 
out the summer's red. The State's 
experience with sound is allied with 
_ _9j-her _.f aciors-— a qha^^^ iT^.^E^^iSl" 
from presentations to straight pic- 
tures, increased advertising, etc. 
But the house is now reporting a 
profit where once it was dropping 
about $3,000 a week. Straight pic- 
tures has jurnped the gross about 
$5,000 a week. • 

"The "Terror" broke all records at 
Its Eckel opening, playing to more 
admissions than "What Price 
Glory ?" which held the record. The. 
gross approximated that of "Glory" 
though that picture had the advan- 
tage of night prices at the matinees.

it has been the rule for many direc- 
tors to take a scene from every 
concelvaijlo angle. The script might 
call for close-ups and long shotd 
in abundant number, but the. direcr; 
tor or supervisor, dreaming of the 
masterpiece, think up other shots, 
"protection," as, they are described- 
"The result h.as been not so much 
the cost of the negatiVei, Involved 
or the positive printed by the lab- 
oratory— even ■ though sometimes 
the number of added scenes may 
run as high as 10. "Therei is a rec- 
ord of one on the Paramount lot 
Which ran to 22, of which 13 were 
printed. The grief for the. pro- 
ducer rides in the time involved In 
the extra shots.

Thus, on the first six months, to 
the close of the 27-28 film year, 
American . concerns working herfe 
need 10.7 British-made pictures, and 
all- American product from all 
. sources calls for 16.7 pf. the same 
to fill its quota call. 

This should not be takein as any 
indication of the future position 
under the quota. As things now 
stand, it appears all there is needed 
for a year's quota supply is 33.4 
native-made pictures. The second 
six months will show a very dif- 
ferent situation. No longer can 
films be registered without carrying 
quota proportions, as they could 
for the first six nionths of the year. 

And 9lnCe the registration period 
for . Qtiota began — from April 1— 
there have, been registered 56 Brit- 
ish-made films, a number well in 
excess of the apparent Quota needs. 
This apparent need is increased by 
the addition of the Continental films 
shown during the same time, which 
total 74. Thus the total British 
films called for to fill the Quota to 
date are 24.1; which is again quali- 
fied by footage. For both feature 
films and shorts, the Quota has to be 
calculated in footage to get positive 
proportions; Which means an outfit 
like United' Artists might well have 
a footage total of 23,000 in two reg- 
istered.films and would have to take 
three or four British features so as 
to measure up for Quota fulfillment.

Professor McDonald delved Into 
the classification of voices, aided by 
a chart which he has devised on 
which are set forth the many kinds 
of voice and the even larger num 
ber of defects; 

At the .conclusion of : the stated 
addresses. Chairman Crisp called on 
the players named, as well as Monte 
Blue and Jean Hersholt. 

Francis opened his remarks by 
saying one thing to be very careful 
about was not getting too academic 
If too acaderhic, he continued, un- 
natural.

About Talking Shorts 

WiJ-h talking shorts In a 
more open field, after the prod- 
uct of other picture producers 
goes on the market, it will be- 
come vastly more a. matter of 
selection , with the shorts by 
an exhibitor than at present.. 

For that reason th©-injunc- 
tlon la repeated to exhibitors 
to clip and file Variety's Talk- 
ing Short Reviews, 'Though ian 
exhlb's house, is not wired at 
pi-esent, It would be better to 
file the reviews on. the Shorts 
for future reference, if the 
theatre should be wired, . 

The shorts are peciiliar just 
now insofar as they are not 
available to the general exhib- 
itor for a preview. He must 
depend upon information or 
choose at random, The latter 
.will prove most unsatisfactory. 
. Variety reviews the shorts 
only in theatres. It will not 
attempt to comment upon 
shorts In a projection room, 
particularly comedies that the 
projection room's bare walls 
must deaden. 

It seems from reports froiri 
exhlbs that the selective meth- 
od for shorts will prevail. The 
Warners for a time forced a. 
bill of shorts upon its cus- 
tomers. These were, regularly 
booked by the Warners' book-: 
Ing office. Some of the strong-' 
er circuits with' wired houses 
refused to continue this system^ 
commencing to select. With 
a competitive field for shorts 
the selective method will come 
into common usage. 

. "The Warners in their num- 
bering of . shorts have nearly 
reached 3,000! This is not a re- 
liabe index, however. TJlie 
earlier horde of shorts, mostly 
vaude acts and taken on the 
coast a long while back, mea:nt 
nothing, more than ; tests. 
These.' shorts, comprising most 
of Warners' early output, are 
not marketable. It is only of 
later months that .the War- 
ners, like Fox, have been 
producing consistent talking 
shorts. 

Many acts. signed a distribu- 
tion release'of a test short on 
the coast, maybe getting $75 
or ?100 for it, with that "test" 
if it had proved satisfactory 
going out as a regular short. 

Variety suggests the advlsr 
ability of filing sliprts as a 
protective move. This paper 
makes no claims for the iherit 
of its. reviews, but the infor- 
mation they contain may give 
the local exhib a line on the 
contents oif the short and Its 
publicity possibilities, besides 
billing, etc

engagements, Into agents' and man- 
agers' offices, become general nuis- 
ances. They won't believe that of

Here the stage mother Is Shown 
from the outset, when her kldlet of 
eight was doing sidewalk Im- 
personations, and the mother rob-^ 
bing her husband's drujg store till 
to give the child advantages. From 
then on Mrs. Quail is a stern, un- 
compromising parent, losing ,her 
husband, but sending thei girl along, 
standing between her and the world, 
hocking her wedding ring even for 
carfare back to Broadway from a 
stranded troupe, to finally see her 
child have a theatre na,med after 
her. 

That was when the tears started, 
when the mimic bawled Ma for that, 
"mother knows best" thing, going 
to bed and Ma hearing from the Doc 
a lot of dialog written by Eugene 
Walter. And about the best phirased 
dialog yet coming from the screen. 
That Doctor must have been a legit, 
for he spoke it well, far beyond any 
of the others, but is unprogrammed. 

"The Doc told mother there had 
been too much interference in the 
Quail family ; that she . had better 
let the girl do as she pleased, and 
the niother prayed that the boy She 
had driven away fronri her gjlrl come 
back. He did. That was all set from 
the time Sally started to squawk 
for the first time in her life. 

The picture ran some time before 
the first talking period. It occurred 
In . a . dressing room as Sally was 
making changes for her turn in a 
.small. second rate vaude houses,' She 
had gone bugs ovei' a small time 
piano player, so it may be left to the 
show biisiness whether; Mother knew 
best about that. No one else will 
haggle. 

Miss Dresser knows the back 
stage ma as well as anyone, ■ and 
she made this, one perfect. Prob- 
ably has met all in the wings at 
one time or another. But Miss 
Dresser's screen speaking voice will 
never get her anywhere in the talk- 
ers unless they can do better with, 
it, or her acting makes her pres- 
ence necessary. 

Madge Bellamy's voice Isn't much 
better. Her screen imitations of 
Lauder, Jolson and Ann^, Held were 
fair enough in a way, but not any 
top Well vocally synchronized. Her. 
voice in the songs alwalyS appeared 
to be behind her. Ma in the di-ess- 
i/ig room said to Sally, as she was 
blacking up for the Jolson bit: 
"Dear, don't forget to get down on 
your knees foi: 'Mammy.' " 

When Edna Ferber wrote "Mother 
Knows Best" as a novel it was 
claimed she had Elsie Janis In 
mind. That was likely through . the 
imitations and Ma Janis' well 
known show rep. But here it could 
have been Iria Claire, who also did 
imitations, and started in the show 
business on the small time with a 
mother and exactly as Miss Janis. 
The only difference between Elsie 
and Tna in rating and rank up to 
date has been that Ina did leave 
h-cr' miiJlver to. get married, and 
ELsie did not. 

But this Stage mother and child 
couid be any of the hundreds- in 
and out of the business for years. 

In "Mother Knows Best" . Sally is 
first shown getting the bird at an 
amateur night, . then going to an 
act. always with mother around. 

Then an A. E. F. entertainer, 
then back to her own theatre on 
Broadway, This story up to the 
time Sally left for Europe does not 
show her as beyond a small time 
mimie. That leave.s . a lapse why 
.she should have . had the theatre 
named after her, but if that were 
filled in it would only make the pad 
stand out more strongly. 

Miss Bellamy .somewhat reseni- 
bles Elsie Janis. She phayed better 
than she spoke. Scenes between her 
and Barry Norton were rather 
catchy in the early section, al- 
though both went In for long-dis- 
tance kissing. Norton is a good 
-looking boy- on the screen and ea-vc 
his role quite some spirit. 

The theme song is "Sally of My 
Dreams," written by William Ker- 
nell, and it . is . plugged to a. fare- 
thee-well In this picture. If talking 
pictui-es . have reinvigorated the 
popular, music publLshing bu.siness, 
as they have, and as talkers rejuve- 
nated the. picture business, then 
perhaps the reason for both may be 
seen In "Mother. Knows Best." As- 
suredly that is so for "Sally of My 
I>reams" and a good, number be- 
sides. . . 

Program mentions Charles Judels 
and Dave Stamper as taking care of 
the stage or thealrieal end of this 
dialog talker, with John Blystone 
doing his proper .share in the lilm's 
direction..

Von Sternberg's direction is ex- 
cellent, but It is in the casting that 
the picture falls short of special 
classificafioin Betty Compson as an 
elliptical-heeled frail, who is punch 
drunk from life and . attempts sui- 
cide, only to be rescued by Ban- 
croft, ia roughneck stoker, fails to 
get underneath, tlie characterization. 
Her' as.signmeht is none too soft. 
To make it acceptable the .ludience 
must believe that a. beautiful dere- 
lict has never been married because 
no one would have her. In real life 
.she w.ould probably have four husi 
bands In the rack and be chalking^ 
up for. tlie fifth. 

Bancroft as Bill Roberts, the 
husky, hard-drinking, two-listed 
stoker, has a role that he can make 
roll over, lioberts, on his one night 
ashore, saves the girl, and in a 
spirit of bravado marries her in a 
water front dive operated by a 
crimp .(Guy Oliver), 
. Next morning Roberts again is 
ready for sea. The girl resignedly 
watches him go, but .when she 
realizes the marriage meant noth- 
ing to the coal heaver she tuvns on 
him and . snarls her resentment, 
• He. is on his way to a ship when 
a crowd and the arrival of the po- 
lice arouse his curiosity lie returns 
to find the girl about to be arrested 
for shooting the third engineer of 
the crew (Mitchell Lewis), who had 
entered her room and tried to force 
his attentions on her Roberts had 
beaten him up the night before for 
the sanie reason The engineer's 
.wife confesses she did the shooting 
and Roberts leaves once again 

Acting, upon Impulse, after the 
ship is under way he , swims ashore 
to find his wife has been arrested 
for possession of stolen clothing. 
He had taken the stuff to a pawn- 
shop after unsuccessfully trying to 
arouse the pawnbroker. ; 

Roberts walks Into Nitht Court 
and. explains the situati<lin to the 
judge. The latter discharges the 
woman and sentences lioberts to 60 
days. The picture ends with the 
girl telling Bill she'll M'alt forever.; 

This stoi-y concerns itself with 
sordid underworld character.s, . the 
only love interest resting with Ban- 
croft and Compson. Baclanova as 
the wife of the third engineer hag 
her best role to date and plays it 
sympathetically, Lewis as the 
swaggering third failed to indicate 
menace and let the picture down 
considerably. The sense of conflict 
which existed in "Underworld" and 
"The Drag Net" is absent here, due 
to Lewis' mild opposition. 

The re-st of the cast was adequate 
with Clyde Cook standing out as 
"Sugar Steve," Roberts' . woman 
hating pal. * . 

The scenario by Jules Furthman 
was ad.ipted from the .Folin Monk

Acoustics and Other Faults 
Of Talkers Explained by 
Scientific Body on Coast 



L<>s Ajngeles, Sept. 18. 
Eight out of 10 theatres have de- 
fective acoustics, it was declared at 
a meeting of the technicians' branch- 
of the Academy of Motion Picture 
Arts and Sciences. Prof. Vern O. 
Knudsoh, associate professor of 
physics at University of Calif oh ia, 
used •. the expression "reproducine 
rooms of theatres." He added that 
Improving the reproduction means 
improvement of the theatres them- 
selves. • 

Earlier the speaker had said that' 
practically perfect work on the piart 
of artists and . studio, crew in the 
task of rfecbrding and reproduction 
might be nullified by defective 
acoustlce in auditoriums. 

The session was the most largely 
attended of any of tbo series and 
was highly representative of the 
newcomers to the industry from the 
scientific field. Dr. A. J. Ball, head 
of the bureau of research, was 
chairman. Besides Prof. Knudsbn, 
the speakers were Fred Pelton, i?aul 
Sloan, Delmar Whitson and Prof. 
D. M. De Morandini. 

Pelton spoke not as a sound ex- 
pert, but rather as one who had 
been given large opportunities for 
observation and demonstration in 
the eastern laboratoriies. He said 
coast producers had been strongly 
advised by eastern electrical ex- 
perts that a grpiip of technicians, 
pi-eferably from the east/ should be 
put in tra.ining for sound studio 
management and that later these 
should be sent west to take clvarge 
of sound studios. Disbelief of one 
company in the wisdom of such a 
policy was- responsible for Pelton's 
visit east. 

As a result, that viewpoint was 
vindicated when Felton reported 
there should be engineers with radio 
and electrical background to con- 
stitute the key men of the organ- 
ization, and the remainder should be 
trained in the studio. That policy 
will bo followed by several of the 
major studios. 

A T. and T. Daddy 

Pelton explained the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company 
is the parent body, employing 3,000 
experts and assistfints. The West- 
ern Electric manufactures . the 
equipment and Eleetrical Research 
Products is the operating company 
for installation and service. 

Referring to the slowness with 
which recording equipment wa.s be- 
ing received, the speaker explained 
that while the demand was urgent 
it was at .the same time temporary; 
that due to the fact it would prac- 
tically cease when the studios were 
equipped, the manufacturers w^ould 
not In.stall machinery for mass pro- 
duction as in the case of reproduc- 
ing equipment. 

Referring to what was considered 
the best practice in the case of de- 
veloping negative film containing 
both picture and sound tract. Pel- 
ton said, it was to develop for a 
reasonable <iuality of sound and let 
the photography be what it might, v 

Pelton estimated the . quality of 
sound depended about 90 per cent 
on the eflliclency of the studio crew. 
This "sfaf eimetn " was confirmed - by • 
the opinion of Prof. Knudson. 

"S" Trouble 

Trouble with the letter "SV was 
explained by Sloan as being due to. 
the high frequency required to take 
care of it, the maxinium of 7,000 
cycles riot hieing suflficient to ac- 
complish that. 

Myton explained, that where two 
camei-as were recoi'ding sound,; one 
from a close-up position and the 
other at a medium distance, it was 
n(!cossary to have the sound tract 
registered on separate film so tliat 
it could be intercut for either di.s^ 
tance as might bo used. 

Where a disk was employed the 
cutting out of a single frame of a 
picture would make no noticeable 
difference in synchronization. In 
case of two eliminated, the result, 
would bo "hot so good," while the 
absence of three would spell trou- 
'^blc; -""-rhe ^pn>y- w-fty--the--situatiGn 
could be remedied would be to com- 
plete the running of the disk and 
re-establish .«;yn<'hronization then.

he said — a good recording room, 
good recording equipment and good 
reproducing room. Generally con* 
sidered, small rooms were prefer^ 
able to. large rooms for recording 
because the distribution of sound is 
niore uniform in the smaller. Then, 
again, the size and shape of the 
room must conform to. certain re- 
quirements, as to reficctlort, etc 
At least 90 per cent of acoustic er» 
rors in rooms are attributable to 
reverberations. It is necessary, he 
isald, to design walls that low tones 
will be reprpduced as clearly aa 
high or intervening tones.

Rogers' Consent 

J. j. Shubert, Arthur S; Lyons 
and S. Rdmeyn Simmons, the Shu- 
berts' general manager, all aver In 
reply to Harry Rogers Thea,tricaT 
Enterprises' suit that Rogers had 
given them written authority to 
close with Billy House, the come- 
dian, at $1,000 a week. 

House, who Is the subject of the 
injunction suit by Rogers against 
the Shuberts, opened . Saturday 
night at the Casino, New York, in 
"LiUckee Girl" and was accorded, 
favorable notices. 

Rogers* . reply to this defense is 
that he acquiesced with reserva- 
tions and the proviso he approve 
supplementary clauses. 

The. Shuberts further contend 
that Rogers was proceeding along 
devious lines In trying to sell 
House's contract to them at $1,000 
a week. House was guaranteed: 
$325 a week by Rogers in a vaude- 
ville tab. Rogers denies any neces- 
sity for such procedure, stating his 
arrangements with House were 
legal -and he was privileged to sell 
the comiedian's services as he 
(Rogers) saw :fit so long as House 
received his weekly stipend for the 
guaranteed minimuni of 35 weeks 
a sesLSon. 

Rogers denies that he agreed to 
accept $300 in cash settlement of 
his claim from House (or William 
H. Comstock as he Is known In. pri- 
vate life), stating he was offered 
$30,000 for a buy-out, haW of which 
was to be In cash and^fne balance 
payiible within one year, but which 
Rogers avers he refused. 

The Shuberts' defense Is that 
Rogers okayed their arrangements 
with House. 

Justice Iioula J. Valente, after re- 
ceiving supplementary papers early 
this week, reserved decision on the 
injunction motion made by Rogers,

Moran averred that Fields In his 
act draws the bird from a capacious 
pocket of his "dentist" jacket, 
places it under the bushy whiskers 
of a "patient," and then the bird 
flies away, colliding heavily with 
some scenery and lands inert on the 
.stage. Fields picks up the bird and 
places it in a cage, said the agent. 

Jacobs corroborated Moran. The 
latter denied he dropped the bird, 
causing It to die. "Someone tried 
to knock it from my hand," said 
Jacobs. The agents denied that 
they sought publicity for their so- 
ciety and denied they had posed 
for pictures.

Mr. Dunning Does It Again 
This, ladies and gentlemen. Is a play. Mr. 
bynnlns has now established himself as a 
veracious chronicler of some of the manners, 
of our time. "Broadway" might have beeii a 
fluke, but "Night Hostess" pVoves that it 
was ndt. Our author understands his busi- 
ness and has eyes in his liead. He can ob- 
serve. I call the attention of learned profes- 
sors to Mr. Punning. I Invite them to believe 
that .he is as wortliy of their study as are 
the works of Restoration i^ramatists. They 
will not, of course, believe me,' for I have ; 
noticed that doctor-s of literature, and espe- 
cially of dramatic literature, are reluctant to 
believe in the merits of an author until all , 
general intqrest in him has ceased. A dead 
ass is more in the eyes ' of arinotators and 
commentators and dabblers in erudition than 
a live lion. 

When Mr. Dunning lias been long en- 
tombed, monographs on Ills work AVill, appear 
In the press, signed by fecntlemcn in pos- 
session of high degrees, and posterity will be. 
told that he was t6 the nlneteon-twentles in 
New York what Wycherley . and Congreve 
and Beaumont and Fletcher and Farquhiar 
and Massinger were to their period in 13ng- 
land. Let me not be indefinite about this. 

Mr. Dunning Is entitled to take his place 
In the ranks of those authors who specialize 
in pictures of Uieir contemporaries. Faithful- 
ly he puts down what he .sees of that part 
of life to which he has devoted his attention. 
It Is not an Important part of life, nor does 
he say that it is, but it is as significant of 
. our life as were the coffee-houses of Con- 
greve's time. Mr. Dunning, indeed, . works 
strictly in the tradition of his class. The 
opening of "Night Hostess" can be related 
to the opening of "The Way of the World." 

Mr. Dunning differs from other contempo* 
rary 'authors who attempt to repeat the per- 
formance of the Restoration dramatists: he 
does not disgust his audience with humanity. 
In many of the plays that are currently 
praised we find an . as.sombly of persons in 
whom there appears not to be . a single decent 
instinct. A volume of plays, by the French 
dramatist Mr. H. R. Lenormahd has lately 
tteeh published in- an itnglish translation. 
They are written with some distinction and 
a genuine sense of character, and they con- 
tain opinions that are occasionally arrest- 
ing-. But Mr. Lenormand, who is too often 
mawkishly morbid, and is afflicted with the 
notion, which afflicts Mr. Eugene " O'Neill, 
that disease in itself is dramatically inter- • 
esting, leaves, his readers and his audience 
cynically dissatisfied with all existence, At 
the end of "Le Mangeur de Reves" or 
"L'Homme et ses Fantomes" we have but 
one-desire:-that-aU^these vile- or. depressing . 
people shall quickly die. Not one just man or 
woman Is to be found In the entire collec- 
tion. 

We come a\vay from a Lenormand play 
.' disgusted, unwilling to believe that there is 
any point In continuing what appears to be 
an Irredeemable blunder. An author,, In short, 
can make us dissatisfied with life in two 
ways: by causing us to feel. that It had far 
better cease than continue, or by. causing us 
to believe that while It Is often a messy

business, yet there i-emains somewhere in 
the core of it a divine spark that nivay be 
fanned into flames of glory, . 

Mr. Dunning takes us into a little casino 
and introduces us to a variety of people, 
many of whom ought never to have been al- 
lowed out of their sewers. Here are. gamblers 
and drunkards and gay girls whose business 
Is to decov what they elegantly call "suckers" 
into the casino and .he bar. The place is 
full -of noise and that . singular substitute for 
: pleasure, jazz music. 

One Buddy-Miles, an attractive but nearly 
Imbecile young woman, is the most popular 
of the hostesses,, who might better be called 
harpi.es. IJcr. good nature, her vivacity and 
her fundamental decency compci the habi- 
tues of the little casino to like her, and when 
she perches herself on top of a piano and 
sings "Everybody's Buddy." which was com- 
posed for her by young Rags Conway, the 
piano-puncher, who is at- present on, the 
Coast, the pleasure, hunters gather round her 
and for a few moments find pleasure. 

The -owner of the casino is an elderly Jew- 
ish gentleman called Ben Fischer, a kindly 
iihd honest man, who, haS had to leave the 
piace in the control of his manager, Chris 
Miller, because he has been In hospital with 
rheumatism- Chris is a rat It ever there was 
one, "and he has been running the little 
casino on lines that result In lo^s to Ben and 
disaster to its patrons. One of them, Frank 
Warden, after .vinning a large , sum of 
money, is decoyed Into a neighboring chop 
suey by one of the hostesses, Julia, who is 
living apart from her husband, a policeman, 
and living together with Chris. Wardell Is 
beaten up In the chop suey so brutally that 
. he dies in hospital. 

It Is to change the character of his casino 
and conduct a crooked business on straight 
lines that Ben Fischer recalls young Rags 
- Conway from the Coast. He arrives in time 
for the murder of Wardell and the discovery 
that his girl. Buddy, is being lured to Chi- 
cago by Chris Miller with the promise of a 
part in a new musical comedy. This second 
discovery is also made by Julia, who, in a 
State of drunken rage, threatens to expose 
Miller, and Is strangled by him for her pains. 
The rest of the play swiftly and ingeniously 
deals with the detection of the crime. 

This bald summary cannot possibly indi- 
cate the quality of Mr. Dunning's play, but 
neither could a bald summary of "Hamlet" 
Indicate the <iuality of Shakespeare's. What 
my readers must believe Is that Mr. Dunning 
has brought into his play a quality of life 
that, is extraordinarily vivid and Imagin- 
'f' atively veraciou.s. He has made a brilliant 
design out of old stuff. I have never been in 
a casino of this sort in my life, nor would 
..anything in the world _tempt_me_tojgo j^^^^^ 



that 1 have any wish to meet Mr. Dunning, 
however, does not present us only with un- 
presenta;blo people. He kce.ps his balance 
There are villains in life, and too many* biit 
there are heroes al.so, and they are not so 
Infrequent as we might in our more cynical 
moments suppose. 

What I fear in Mr. Dunning, is that his 
sense of life is greater than his sense of • 
art. He is not so deft In displaying his ma- 
terial as he is in choosing it. At -the end of 
this piece his artlessness becomes painfully 
apparent. The body of Julia, has been found 
—the craftnianship of the play at this point . 
is magnificent— a,nd we face a scene that is 
intensely poignant. The jazz music Is blar- 
ing and the gamblers in the adjoining room 
are clawing at their chips, and the whole 
dismal galumphry of gayety is going on 
when the dead girl is carried into the bar 
by her husband. The curtain ought to de- 
scend almost immediately attcr that point 
is reached. Bon's speech, "I'm through with 
this buslne.ss," ought to. end the play. ■ 
But Mr, Dunning allows his sense of life' 
to turn Into a sense of Ui^^trical life, and 
he abandons all artistry^ The note of tli« 
play Is suddenly changed, And six . or seven 
.staggeringly banal sentences spolten by Ben 
and Buddy and Rags and a girl : who was 
fond of Ben reduce the play from the status 
of a tragic-comedy to that of a piece of pure 
slop, "the fault, fortunately, can easily be 
corrected. Even with this fault "Night Host- 
ess" is a brilliant play. It will, I think, be a 
great success in London. 

It Is finely produced and finely acted. Mr. 
Winchcir Smith has an eye for effective de- 
tail that Is almost uncanny. The first an- 
nouncement to the audience that the crime 
has been discovered Is made In a way that 
is pure drama, A di.stracted girl sways blind- 
ly across the stage, not uttering a wordj 
fumbles impotently at a door and then runs 
up some stairs. That is what I call . produc- 
tion. The entire cast acts so well that I have 
. difllculty In selecting names for mention. 
A small part was performed by Mr. Porter 
Hall with, so much distinction that every 
word he said was significant, yet the part 
was not tbrown out of perspective. That is 
what I call acting. Mi.ss Ruth Lyons, Miss 
(Jail Do. H.T,rt, Mr. Maurice Freeman, Mr. 
Charles Lait, Mr. John L. Kearney and Mr. 
.ifenry Lawrence (in a nicely played tiny 
part) all earned their salaries and a bit more. 
I think it was Miss Louise Kirtland who 
took the part of the girl who loves Ben 
Fischer. If it was, then Miss Kirtland too is 
entitled to take her salary with a clear con- 
science. The Chris Miller of Mr. Avercll llair- 
ris was a remarkably \*ell-etGliGd character. 
Mr. Harris never m.'ule a mistake in por- 
traying the .shifty rat, nor did he for a sec- 
ond overdo the man's spurious good fcllow- 
, ship 



. one. That .kind of jollity bores me-,stiff, and I 
would sooner seek for my entertainment in 
a morgue than in a cabaret or a night club: 
the'corpses in the former are probably more 
amusing than the galvanized corpses in the 
latter. But although I have never been in 
one of these places I. am imaginatiyoly, con- 
vinced that, this is a true picture of one of 
them, and I am satisfied that the people pre- 
sented to me by Mr, Dunning are real peo- 
ple, even If. many of them are not pcoplo

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The theatre named Beck Is be- 
fiagged >yith pennants, cari'ying;. the. 
namrs of earlier' John Golden .suc- 
cesses, such as "L.ightnin'>","Turn to 
the Right," "Pigs.", it is a .group 
which Golden listed as "comiclean 
plays," a sprt of; slogan he ha.s been 
toting around for some time. Golden 
appears to have stowed it away with 
his straw hat, for Philip Dunning's 
new "Night Hostess" isn't that kind 
of play at all.. Not that It is raw. 
It Is a racy melodrama of New York 
night life, with plenty of action. The 
Rev, Dr. Cadman ifnay not be inter, 
iested, as he was with other Golden 
attra<;tions, but most of Broadway 
figures to .be- lured. The wise mob 
at the premiere had no hesitancy in 
rating "Night Hostess" a money 
play. 

Phil Dunning jumped into fame 
two years ago with "Broadway." To 
some it needed "Night Hostess" to 
prove that Dunning was the. author 
of "Ui-oadway," though George Ab 
bott was credited with collaborating 
Recently Dunning stepped in to, help 
a fellow author who had a flop, "Get 
Me in the Movies." When the show 
was produced a critic or two mis 
takingly but . cruelly commented 
"After looking at this hunk of 
cheesei now we know who . wrote 
'Broadway'." Th,cy never were 
more wrong. The producer of the 
latter success readily declared that 
Dunning wrot& every line in "Bi-oad- 
way." Abbott's contribution was 
that of direction and the dove-tail- 
ing of scenes. Dunning himself 
never said anything about the mat- 
ter. ' 

"Night Hostess" has not as much 
of the sharp contrast of drama and 
comedy that made "Broadway" the 
smash of the season. Perhaps that 
is direction or the new play has not 
equal opportunity. However, there 
are sudden laughs In "Night Hos 
tess," which pai-allels the earlier 
hit in melodramatic power. 

There were doubters at the pre- 
miere, but on others the reaction 
was definite, and In the case of St 
John Ervirie, the Knglish critic who 
■ recently joined the New York Morn 
Ing World, it waa amazingly electric 
Mr. -Jilrvine never saw a night club 
nor anything like the Little Casino 
gambling establishment In "Night 
Hostess," he said. Yet hei sensed

There 
is the barred main .door, private elc- 
viitorand off stage the gam ing. room 
with . its bright light.s. ' T'iie songs 
and music of the enterlaiiiers in the 
l)oo5se section arc right, The.roltof 
tlie little ivory b.aU over the roulette 
wheel . mingles with Uio click of 
chip.s. There is a toy piano such as 
used in the clubs, and. there are. 
many iittle correct details. 

Little Casino is run . by "Ben 
i'iseher, middle aged; Jewish gam-, 
bier, vyho insists on running "this 
crcJoked btisiness straight" Xle is 
being, trimnied by Chris Miller, to 
whom he had giyen a piece of the 
joint. .. Chris is an ail-ai-ound 
c-Vo.'^.ser. His g.h*l is Julia, .one of the 
hostesses who are cmployied to con- 
voy and lure the, mug'gs. to the 
Casino. Julia is split away frbm lier 
{detective husband, Tom Hayes. , 

Clirls -is tiring of Julia and makes 
the big play for Buddy Alile,^,'. a 
singing' hostess, . She is nice but 
dumb, refusing to listen to her for- 
mer sweetie, . Hags Conway, just- 
back from . 40 • . weeks of . western 
yaUdeviilei She is about to leave 
for Chicago' to join- a show, the job 
being promised by Chris, ■who is to 
go there too. Julia threatens Chris 
and he strangles hc.r, putting the 
body into an empty booze trunk and 
having it checked to Chicago on the 
tickets. But the trunk is recovered 
and Chris is caught with his gunr 
man pals. 

The first act seemed a bit slow 
but . the play-; gathered speed>.and In 
the third act delivered the kick that 
shbuld put It across. There arc 
ome crack bits of business. Averell 
Harris as Chris seemed a . real vil 
lain. Being handcuffed, he tries a 
etaway, flees to the elevator, the 
door of which had been left open, 
and the car sent down. He drops 
into the shaft to his death. It is a 
great fall and Harris does actually 
jump about eight feet. 

Gall DeHart made Julia very real> 
too. She was a spot girl and had 
lured a roulette; winner to a chop 
suey joint where he was bumped 
off. That brought her husband-de 
tectiye into the . action. Charles 
Lalte Is H.ayes, the dick, a quiet 
chap along the lines of the plain 
clothes man In "Broadway;" He 
cracks out one of the best laughs 
of the play. Norman Foster does 
very well as Conway, the pianist- 
actor who started to wbrk in the 
joint to help his old friend Fischer 
find out who did the trimming. He 
Is fresh, nervy, likeable. 

Ruth Lyons played Rag's stubborn 
sweetie but she was sweet. Maurice 
Freeman was excellent as the 
square-shooting proprietor of the 
joint, making Ben Fischer a char 
acter that New York audiences will 
rea^lily take to. Porter Hall as 
"Tish, the laconic comic doorman, 
readily won recognition too; so did 
John L. Kearney as , Herrnan, the 
tough bartender. Francis O'Reilly, 
back on the boards after 12 years; 
was the floorman of th^ gambling 
•room. There were many extras, the 
company's complement totaling 50 
persons* 

Wlnchell Smith, author and part 
ner of John Golden In the comiclean 



play days which made fortunes for 
both, directed "Night Hostess.", 
ripeod in the earlier part of the play 
might be desirable but . there Is no 
doubt that Hill Smith inserted some 
mighty effective bits. He knows his 
theatre; so does Dunning, and on 
Lho whole did a neat job of staging. 

A little giiess on how lliU Smith 
and John Golden took the action 
just before the final curtain. Peggy, 
(Louise Kirtland and good) a host- 
ess, is keen about Ben Fischer who 
tliinks she is a swcet kid but never 
.irets too friendly with the girls be- 
cause It'.s business. When tht' mur- 
der of Julia is discovei'od Ben de- . 
"lares ho is through . with the game.' 
i>opgy gets a bright .idea, chirping: 
"Well then, I'm not working for you 
any iongei:" and follows Ben into 
the private plllco, on the make. 
My goodness, John and , Bill must 
have blushed..

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""White Lilacs," another In the 
series of the Shubert Music Master 
operetta productions, bids fair to 
par the Franz Schubert ("Blossom 
Time") and Massenet ("The Love 
Song") predecessors which estab- 
lished the contemporary Shuberts 
vogue In past master .composers 
musical romances. 

With a wealth of material to pick 
from; even after the Tin Pan Alley 
pilferers had generously . "adapted' 
Chopin, the score is a naturaL It's 
a pity, of course, that Chopin's pret 
tiest nocturne as well ais his Im-. 
mortal Fantasle Impromptu in P had 
been used already in production, as 
witness Harry Carroll's very pop 
ular "Always Chasing Rainbows' 
from the Fantasle, or Harry Tier 
ney's "There's a Castle in Our 
Dreams," which was part of the 
"Irene" score. Still, Karl Hajos had 
much to select from, and the adapt 
ing composer made much of his op 
portunitles. 

A veritable embarrassment of 
riches presents itself In picking the 
song, hits, since reprise opportunities 
are few, whllei every other number 



at least bespeaks of popular poten- 
tialities with a little plugging. What 
will happen ultimately will be that 
the radio and the dance orchestras 
will pick up each one In turn and, 
through voluntary plugging, exploit 
one or another into some fame. 

The captious auditors of "White 
Lilacs" can and will find fault with 
much of the faithfulness, or lack of 
t, as reg.'u'ds the master's romance 
with the miasculine authoress, George 
Sand, whose perverted sex urges 
pronipted her to. wear male attire, 
smoke ugly blaclc cigars, etc. For 
tage purposes, all of that has been 
softened up. Odette Myrtil aS the 
ovelist coihpromjses in her c-har^- 
acterization, as doies the librettist. 
The historians will scoff at the 
Broadway soft-soap in the anguished 
parting of the lovers whereas Mad- 
ime Sand lived with her lover until 
he died of the i>ernlcious malady 
which curtailed his inspireti gfrnius. 

Even discounting much of this 
historical detail, there niay also be, 
nispircd tliC'thougiit that the legiti- 
mate dramatic ending with thc.cur- 
ain falling on the sad note would 
have heightened its effect, but the 
Shubertian compromise in bringing 
on the iensenible..for the- gi-and 
fiiiaietto, "With it.s floral wreaths of 
the symbolic white lilacs, is a sane 
nough gesture for tho hokuni flash, 
splash and dash so essential to 
atiate the ''happy ending" morons. 
True enough, it would have been 
a beautifur curtain with Sand ex- 
tlng alter her violin interpretation 
of the immortal Chopin theme, but 
to the iniiagists who would appre- 
ciate it; the supplementary hokum 
is non-rexi.stent arid still serves box 
office purpcses for ma.ss edlflcation. 

The Shui)erts doubtlessly were 
equally struck with the thought that 
good old-fashioned, rough-and^ 
tumble low cpniedian could have 
done much for the general tempo of 
White Lilacs." but It is somewhat 
to their credit that the romantic 
aura was not disturbed any. further 
than It was by the stlited efforts of 
the reincarnated Heirtrich Heine 
and Giacomo . Meyerbeer, played, by 
Ernest Lawford and Charles Crpker- 
Kin.g in a sort of Miitt and Jeif re- 
relationship,' or DeWolf Hopper's 
blustering bomba.st as the Macfad- 
den of his day. , ^ . ■ 

Harry , B. Smith's libretto wpuld 
have us believe that Madame Sand's 
publisher, in a mercenary moment, 
gave to .the world a novel she would 
have denied them, and which, be- 
cause of its Innuendo reflection on 
her lover-composer, was the cause 
of their breach. 

It was inevitable, of cpursCj that 
such witticisms as "man to man, 
spoken by the masculine authoress, 
should, creep in along with the sally 
—after she had spoken of retire 
ment to a convent — that a morias 
tery would be more to her liking. 
But satisfactorily enough, as soon 
as that, phase was established in 
the first act, the second and third 
stanzas confined themselves to more 
romantic sequences. 

Guy Robertson as Ghopin and 
Miss Myrtil as the novelist were Im 
pressively effective throughout. Rob 
ertson's histrionism, as well as that 
of Miss .Myrtil's, stood them In good 
steo.d, although Allan Rogers, tenor 
ing a frankly egoistic role, threat- 
ened to, walk off with the singing 
honors. Grace Brinkley as Chopin's 
other amour was a, pleasant , sur 
prise having developed In great 
style from the "Comer" class into 
a sure-'nough "arrived" ingenue 
The blonde cutle will get far ere 
lori.g. 

For the rest, Charlotte Woodruff 
Melba Alter and Phyllis Newkirk 
as a vocal trio,- stood out In that 
department In support of the fem- 
inine co-star, while Maurice Hoi 
land, Eva Mascagno and " Louise 
Beaudet registered in minor oppor- 
tunities.

"Cross My Heart" has to ;do about 
the ambitions of a Mrs. Gobble, 
widow of a lollypop -king. She has 
title ambitions, for her daughter 
El^le, who happens to be stuck oh 
the social secretary. The latter 
frames with a phoney to iact as a 
rriaharajah. Idea seems based on 
the actual marrla;ge of an American 
girl last year to an Indian prince. 

It places so good a comedian as 
Eddy Conrad In the position of a 
titled East Indian. It coiildn't be 
else but a burlesque character, 
partly played straight for the story. 
Lulu McConnell is . the rioh widow, 
with plenty to do but without the 
comedy results expected. Franklyn 
Ardell Is the proprietor of a night 
club who gets tired of being paid 
oflt In rubber checks and goes after 
the widow, a former flame. As with 
the others Ardell did not seem to 
get much of a chance. Bobby Wat- 
son as the secretary and fixer was 
amusing. . 

Mary Lawlor, a sweet and grace- 
ful singing and dancing Ingenue, did 
much for "Cross My Heart." She 
plays, the niece of Mrs. Gobble. A 
park bench flirtation leads to her 
winning the scion of the Van Ness 
family, the Juvenile lead played by 
Clarence Nordstrom. They duet 
"Right Out of Heaven," easily the 
hit number of the show. Miss La w- 
lor's dancing Is always a delight. 
Doris Eaton also scored on to9 
dance specialties.

The 
colored groiip is obviously Intact 
from some night club, stripped pretty 
close to the limit and working hotter 
than iBpstori has seen In years. There 
is only one deep dusk, and she is a 
mugging, prancing comic who Is 
given a specialty and carries it. The 



white 16 dancing girl.s are about the 
last word in routine and vorsatility 
and are good enough to b© In the 
main chatter in the lobby. 

There are two orchestras, one a 
black, outfit of jazz working only in 
a night clCib number and billed, as 
Peck-a-r.oo .llmuiy and his Kand. 
The other ouKit is tho vaudeville 
act of Count Uerni A'icl, -syhoi him 
assembled an orchestra of 17 girls 
who play the oiith-e show. Thoy are 
well gowned and are given a stage 
parade under spots when they enter 
the pit. Lookers ,and a real novelty. 
Count Vici, with, his war medals and 
his dapper mustaohio, is a showxnan, 
a:nd his shortcomings as a, director 
for specialty acts are not serious as 
compared with his drawing powers, 
especially a.mong the femmcs, who 
coo over him and send the rest of 
the neighborhood in to buy tickets 
to study masculine s. a.. 

The comedy is carried by two 
vaudeville' boys, Arthur and Morton 
Have!, who open flat, aiid roi; into 
high as natural chatter comics and 
have the house howling for more. 
The whole production, is vaudeville 
in its atmosphere, a natural situa- 
tion where the two producers are 
graduates of variety. Harry Greene 
is the dominating factor in the .show 
as part owner, author of the book, 
and .mainly responsible for staginff 
the vehicle. And, as is often the 
case with vaudeville training, Greene 
has done an excellent job ekcept In 
the. casting of straight roles. He has 
a lot of mistakes to. correct here, 
and one or two specialties should 
be switched pronto. . 

The score and lyrics hold their 
own nicely. "Anything Your Heart 
D^c.'^ires" is tho one bet for the floor 
and sheet sale.> "The Break-Me-

and sung by Maude Raissell has pos-

The book rolls along like a glori- 
fied vaudeville act. There is an ac- 
tors' boarding house where the two 
iioroe.'^ are starving as song writers. 
The- landlady's daughter and niece 
form the love theme, there is the 11- 
lainous producer, and the two herQCS 
mate up with two of the neighbor's 
daughters. Anything goes for a 
laugh even to p.utting on beards and 
pretending to be their own uncles. 
The wow of the show Is a prize light 
where one of the song writers goes 
on in a main botit to earn some 
rioiigh to take the. girls out. There 
is little that sounds funny In this old 
BtuPf but it plays to a wow. The 
very nature of the show and the 
way the book is thrown together to 
fit the coniedy situations makes it 
flexible, and there, is no reason why 
"Just a Minute" , cannot absorb al- 
most anything that la a howl or a 
novelty. 

Ilowell, Harger and Theodore, two 
men and a woman, in a casting spe- 
cialty, are the one spot where the 
show is stopped. The house wcut 
mad over them and they are un- 
doubtedly the be-st routine of their 
kind that has played Boston. 

The' one production novelty that 
stands out is a chorus speciialty 
where the girls have a- mechanical 
dance In which they are apparently 
two people, a butler dancing around 
vyith a girl on a silver platter. The 
butler Is dummy froni the waist up 
and. the girlg are dummy from the 
Svalst down.

In "Billie," which he has been 
whipping into whirlwind shiipe here 
at the Garriciv, Geo. M.. Cohan has 
deserted the song-and-dance, spe- 
cialty-filled type of show represent- 
ed by "The Merry Malones" and the 
satiric, Jcidding type represented by 
"Rosie O'Reilly" and "Little Nelly 
Kelly," and has'returned to his old 
Held.. And how he has succeeded. 

He's got loads of dancing, a cast 
of well-selected principals and what 
is probably the best all-around 
score Cohan has ever composed. 
Sophisticates will probably be in- 
clined to pooh-pooh the boolc a lit- 
tle, but there Is no denying, Geerge 
M. has succeeded In getting a max- 
imum out of his old straight com- 
edy, "Broadway Jones" which he 
u.se.s as a. foundation. Conventional 
it may be, and not subtly aatiricil, 
but the story moves along fast, the 
characters are interesting, and there 
is a generous portion of not-too- 
mawUish sentiment for those who 
look for it. 

Just another girl-and-boy ro- 
mance, against a background of big 
business in a small town, but vlr 
tually sans the Cohan spoofinig of 
the plot, which he so likes to do 
Tho young . hero, Jackson Jones 
is Joe Wags taff, who has not shown 
a great deal in former appearances 
here, but in "Billie" he Is great; 
sings, veil enough to get by, .dances 
agilely, plays the piano, acts the 
role sympathetically and puis just 
the right about of infectious boyish 
pop Into the part. 

Last year In "The Merry Malones" 
Cohan promised he was going to 
star Polly Walko.r. She dominates 
"Bilho" and proves to be just about 
the best musical comedy heroirie 
found fn five years. Hor voice is 
improved; she dances with a.s much 
grace as in "The Malones," and Ii;is 
gained all kind.s of poise ' and as- 
surance and variety, without los- 
ing a bit of her swcetne.''s. 

Robinson Newbold, old Cohan 
standby, shows to great advantage 
as Bob Wallace, the hero's friend, 



.Philadelphia, Sept. 18. 
'.'Women," at the: Adelphia, is the 
third tryout aent hero this season 
by Sam llarri.s, and proJjably the 
least promising of the trip. 

"Women" was written by Edith 
and Edward Ellis, the former h:i.ving 
had some experience in writing, the 
latter being a recognized actor 
They start the play vvith the handi' 
cap of a prolog that tells the audi 
ence what the denouement is to be, 
and then pi'oceed to go back and 
show the events leading up to that 
denouement. They also uise a tricky 
ending which has Its surprise as- 
pects, but is more on the order of 
a mystery . melodrama than .a finale 
In keeping with the spirit of the rest 
of the play. Taken as a whole 
"Women" Is a florid, ,sometimen in- 
teresting, but uneven and iincon 
vinoing dram.a. 

Its opening scene shows Victor 
GreSham, popular novelist, dead at 
his desk with his butler calling the 
police. The verdict of the authorl 
ties is. suicide. Information is Ini 
mediately forthcoming that Gresham 
had had a number of notorious love 
affairs. 

Refused by the one girl he really 
loves, and havilng renounced the 
married women, Gre.sham, down in 
the mouth, calls In his butler and 
tells the latter that he is going to 
commit suicide; This Is in the final 
act, and is the point where the play 
turns into a mystery thriller. The 
butler expresses fear that he will 
be blamed for the master's death, 
whereupon Gresham agrees to write 
a note absolving everyone. He gives 
the note to the butler and then tries 
to shoot hlm.self but decide.'? against 
it. One is not cjuite clear whethoi 
he really intended to and had cold 
feet or whether he was just play 
acting all along. 

. At all events, he fires one .shot 
into the floor and tho butler rushes 
in. Then comes the twist. The 
butler's tone, changes as he an 
nounces that he is the husband of 
a womnn who has rnmmitted sui- 
cide because of an affair with the 
novelist. Gresham makes no at 
tomi)t fit defense and the butler, sjxfe 
in the pos.session of the note, calmly 
shoota him and calls the police 
which is just what he was doing 
when the first curtain went .up, 

' "Wohien'^ is nT.eoTy pTnyed, espe 
ciollyby jnhn HnlMday as (Gresham 
nnd by several of the women. Ilal- 
lid.'vy is a bit too emotional in the 
last "act. Mary Sorvoss and Lotus 
Robb and Mildred McCoy stand out 
Mis.<=i Servoss is perh.nps the surest 
and most vivid of the cast.

The rave which St; John Krvine, 
the New Ybrk "Morning World" 
critic, put on about Phil Dunning 
and his play, dwells, in the main; on 
the main point which will make or 
break "Night Hostess." With ' the 
masses now quite . conscious of the 
nite club racket and its chun>p- 
catching, . nocturnal couyert play- 
grounds, a theme like "Broad^vay," 
even two years ago, was more hap- 
pily-fortified for mass appeal be- 
cause of general knowledge that 
.such things as an open-door nite 
life of this sort existed. 

The average auditor of "Night 
Hostes.s," however, is still xinin- 
formed of the. gambling casino ad- 
junct of the glorified speaks, anil 
niay figure tHat this is a figment of 
Dunning's fancy and imaginative 
writing. ■ 

Still, as Ervine, an Englishman 
who has never been in a Broadway 
nite club, concluded, such things- 
must be so, because the play pre- 
sents it on the half-shell with such 
complete conviction. 

Therein lies the chief appeal of 
"Night Life." The captious one.<4 
may resort to obvious . comparisons 
that Rags Conway, the ivory-tickler 
of "Night Hostess," Is comparabio 
to Roy Lane,- the smallie hoofer of 
"Broadway,'- or that the .sympa- 
thetic dicks of both are not dissim- 
ilar, but this play has the added ad- 
vantage of taking the layman, still 
further behind the scenes of ai new 
racket which Is not as well known 
around New York (because of local 
stringency), but which Palm Beach, 
Atlantic City, Saratoga Springs, 
Lake George and Glens Falls, N. Y., 
and kindred resorts have made 
quite commdh In their respective 
locales. 

For the .Underworld 

I Every guerilla, gunman, nether- 
strata character and racketeer, and 
his moll, wiU go for "Night Hostess.". 
They will all be stnick with the 
same element of atmospheric faith- 
fulness and mayhap wrjthe uncom- 
fortably at th© "rolling a winner" 
racket. 

True enough, there are sundry 
games In the heart of New York, 
one notably escorting a winner 
home safely In the custody of a 
gunman whose explicit mission Is to 
see that the successful ganiester Is 
not intercepted for any nefariou.s 
-purpose until he and. his winn I ngs 
are safely deposited home. Dun- 
ning doubtIes,sly knew about this, 
but the paradox of a guerilla being 
entrusted with such mission might 
have struck th«5 mass mind as a bit 
too skeptical, and Dunning, wisely, 
dealt with the better kno-wn racket 
of "rolling: a winner," Just like the 
petty larceny boys for so long ha,vc 
"rolled ia. lush" as the stooge stag- 
gered his- uncertialn path on the 
public highways. 

And likewise about the gamhiing 
pay-off slips, known Intimately by 
but a few. 

And Just as Mr. Ervine, a babe- 
in-the-Broadway-wbods, was struck 
with the conviction that Dunning 
has recreated the actual and mir- 
rored It on the stage, the graphic 
exposition of It all Is bound to gel 
the lay mind.

Sonie consternation caiiaod by the 
endorspment of booklnpr co^ntracts 
with a\ clause to the effect that no 
license is eranted to reproducq 
any recoi'ded. sound "regardless of 
whether any sounds are recorded for 
reproduction with the photoplay 
and regardless of whether 
such sound ' Is recorded oh the film 
itself or otherwise." 

This had added vastly to the con- 
fusion which already exists among 
exhiblto'rs over the talker situa- 
tion. They foVesee all sorts of legal 
difficulties being wished on to them 
by distributors who are not certain 
whether they themselves have a.ny 
reproduction or performing rights 
in sortie of the stuff synchronized. 
. For example, in the case of "The 
Terror," Edgar Wallace sold the 
screen rights before the talker 
boom, and Warners are presumably 
entitled" to make it talk and to show 
it in their own theatres. But when 
it comes t6 distribution here, it Is 
a moot point whether Wallace could 
not restrain any^ exhibitor on the 
ground he held no; license to' per- 
form or otherwise reproduce the 
dla.log. 

Another angle. arising has a con- 
crete example in the case of "Car- 
men" now being made for Photo- 
tone as a. three-reel songfllm In 
Berlin. Bizet's music has been out 
of copyright about two years, biit 
the libretto is still tied up. So, un- 
less a fresh set of words is used; 
any one running the film may find 
himself sued by the owners of 
the libretto, for unauthorized per- 
formance. . 

There . Is also the question of re- 
cording rights on current and other 
copyright music .for synchronized 
music, either on disks or film edge. 
At present, picture theatres here 
hold licenses, against annual pay- 
ment, from the Perfbrming Rights 
Society, which allows them to use 
copynght music both for orchestra 
and organ.. 

As most copyright sturt Is tied up 
for recording, there will be, and in 
some cases already is, a jahi. Some 
of the new disk and filmedge sys- 
tems operating here find they , are 
confined to music which is free ter- 
ritory and therefore not In dertianl 
Even in those cases In' which the 
Boundfilm folk halve recording 
rights. It Is not yet clear whether 
exhibitors have performing rights 
under their present contract with 
the Performing Rights Society. Re 
suit Is a general holdup until the 
legal position has been properly 
sorted out and laid down.

Variety 
for the purpo'se, ao far as can ho galhered. of showing Variety was 
right. .. .. 

NoAV, this "Gallon of vitriol" stuff is frequently canvassed here 
about "Variety" reviews oh British pictures, desiute . those with any 
sign of promi.se haye been given a very ea.sy ride. 

It is not this reviewer's function to" sell film, and, anyway, he 
wouldn't do it through a newspaper if it were. It is not his func- 
tion to slobber over everything pi'oduced here just because it is 
homemade. And the producers who take the long" view realize 
that it would do more harm eventually if it were done. It Is not 
even his function to review them from their purely national aspect, 
but as pieces of world-market film entertainment commerce. 

The Acid Test 

Without discussing whether many British films do- not merit 
vitriolic treatment, the reply to the Evening Standard's Jibe is 
that if (British films will not .stand the acid, test it Is the fault of 
the films and hot of the reviews. If any serious picturie produc- 
tion industry Is to be built up in this country, it will be done by 
world-market films being made, not by trying to cash In on legis- 
lation and flagwaving, and then squawking when another country's 
press does not take the result at its producers' own valuation. 

Years ago I told British producers that If they wanted to get a 
foot into the American and other foreign markets they have got 
to stop growing cabbages and raise hgthouse ; peaches Instead, 
because other countries already grew all the film cabbage they 
could eat. It's the same still. 

No' one would give a bigger welcome to a really groat picture 
than Variety. It is a show business paper,' and anything that^is 
fine for the show bu.siness gets more than an even break from 
Variety. Variety, primarily, reviews for the exhibitors of America, 
and after that, international. 

As for the 'reviews of British films, they err, if anything, on the 
mild side. Witness the review of "A^'ortex" when seen here, and 
compare It with what.lt got when on ^Broadway. Or compare some 
of the British films picked up in Canada and reviewed at a later 
date than their reviews from this side. 

Puffing a poor British-made picture in an International show 
paper such as Variety will never help the English home-making 
film business. Bather the British producers, distributors, exchanges, 
exhibitors and pressti.tvade and lay, should reason that if Kngllsh- 
made pictures, one after another, fail to find a market in the U. ,S. 
or Canada or Australia, that the. British picture making is minus 
somewhere. 

Neither is Variety interested in English promotion of English 
l)romoled picture companies .selling their stock to the public, nor 
does Variety cater to the public, anywliere. 

Nor is there any cause for Variety to vitally injure itself as a 
^critical .organ., of the trade ..by Its „ reviewers _at home . pr abroad , 
making wilful misstatements to pr.o'Leot home product. Such wrong- 
ful statements can never help. the ho'me product, for that speaks 
for Itself, wherever shown, while; Variety could quickly destroy 
itself as a trade medium, domestic or internationally, by printing 
unreliable reviews. 



Paris, Sept, 25. 
Two broadsides have been hurled 
at the exportation of American filma 
into.

being shown in all German theatres 
will cut American films from 37 to 
20 per cent, of German business. ■ 

The German plan calls for the 
elimination of fo^-eign licenses. This 
means that anybody with a picturo 
to sell could offer it to Germany. 
At present licenses are so expensive 
that only the big companies can 
afford the privilege. 

It is. further pointed out that tho< 
new interlinked relation^ip between 
the English, French and (^erman 
companies will mean that prefer- 
ence will be' given all other nations 
over; Artierican film .product. 

Germeias Surprised 
Those Americans expecting to 
offer d moderiated plan at the meet- 
ing announced they had no counter 
proposal to make and on the con- 
trary believed tiie market should be 
loft open to free competition. 

This gesture took the Germaiis by 
surprise, resulting in a split meet- 
ing with Instructions to all groups 
to return to their headquarters and 
hold themselves in readiness for 
another meeting in two or three 
weeks, returning with definite in- 
structions from their directors. 

Further authoritative information 
Is that Ufa is standing in the breach 
for the States because it does not 
want to break with the Americans, 
on account of selling their pictures 
in the U. S. and because of grati- 
tude. 

Experts who have studied . the sit- 
uation say the Americans will bo 
powerless unless some tleup with 
distributors can. be arranged.

They may know their product better thah the English 
appear to know theirs, but the Americans aslc.no favors of the trade 
or lay press or their reviewersi 

In America the distributors particularly prefer that the review 
be an honest expression. The dlstributo'r must sell the picture and 
that's not always a Uaht task. If the producing end errs to'o fre- 
quently In 'the picture making and the criticisms *arc honestly 
accurate, the distributor has something el.se be.sldes its own opinion 
and even the box office to bring to the attention of tlie producer; 
also to suggest that the producer use better Judgment in future 
or perhaps confer with the sales department. 

On a recent Innovation of sound talking shorts (talkers) and 
Variety's innovation in rtjviewinK. these shorts, separately and as 
it would vriudeville acts, the talking short dcp.'irtuients of Warner 
--lJrothers--ahd--W-illlani=Fox-4ook- occasi<m-to=-c'all=irp-this=^p^^ 
New York to emphasize their approval of such reviews, and proffer 
such information at any time as niiiy be desired, Warners and Fox, 
the sole producers so far of coniinercially distributed shoi-ts, fur- 
nl.shed Variety with all of tlieir literature to date on them. 

Those producers and other producers in this country want no 
di.shonest assistance to deceive oxlilbilors; llicy ;ire (.•onlont to stand 
or f.nll upon their product, and England would do well to emiil.'Ue 
that example.

Many Type Mobs of Extras Used, But 
Regidars Only Looked in Windows 



Lbs Aneelcs, Sfpt, 25. 
Durinpr the past two weeks, the 
lone suffering fihn extras of Holly- 
wood have had all the sensations 
of a pauper child . who gazed 
through the plate glass o£ a luxuri- 
ous cafe watching others feast in 
plenty. After a woeful drop in pro- 
duction of two months tha:t sent 
most of the extras digging for the 
last dime, film activity suddenly 
picked up. 

Several studios had exceptionally 
biff sets, which would demand the 
services of hundreds of extras for 
sustained periods, but when the 
alsoa heard and called up Central 
Casting Bureau for work, they dis- 
covered that the horn of plenty had 
a hole in both ends. 

More extras were used during the 
two weeks than had appeared on 
the various lots in .evcral months, 
but only a comparatively small per^ 
centage of them were the regulars 
who depend upon Central Casting. 

The situation was such that the 
biff sets wfere actually a detriment 
to the chances of the regulars, as 
most of the people used were out- 
Bide the regular lists. 

One studio, making an African 
Jungle picture, needed a host of col- 
ored people, of which there are few 
on Central's list. Another lot 
needed a mob of Chinese and Jap- 
anese. Another wanted a flock of 
. western Asiatics, another demanded 
an array of underworld folks, such 
as are supplied Infrequently by the 
downtown Loa Angeles office of 
Central and are herded by one or 
two specialists who can lay their 
hands on, any number of tough 
mugs when needed : for film se- 
quences. 

As a result, the regulars con- 
tinued to twiddle their thumbs, al- 
though a lot were saved by one or 
two companies which, fortunately 
f 6r the extras, suddenly required 
several hundred of the type with 
which entral astlng's lists abounds. 

Officials at the Central bureau 
titate that thera is currently a slight 
Ifiaprovement In the number of calls 
for regulars t)ver the slump period, 
but that it Is not commensurate 
with the number of extras actually 
iised in the pictures which have 
been In the making. 

The result is that the average 
number of extras used has been 
appreciably, lower daring the past 
. several weeks than normal. 




Fox's Talkers Will Slay 
And Be Made on Coast 

"With the exception of hi.s Movie- 
tone newsreel and an occasional 
talking short . .subject, "WiiUam Fox 
will concentrate all talking produc- 
tion on the west coast. 

"While the studio in the east will 
be kept open it will not be given 
a definite schedule but will be used 
rather to facilitate the handling of 
all emergency work. 

Fox executiyes'see no reason for 
following other companies in split- 
ting their talker production, par- 
ticularly shorts, between the coasts. 
They consider the two-year jump 
their company has had sufficient to 
glv9 it the cream of Broadway. 
One said: 

"We have no occasion for our 
eastern studio getting any ^spe- 
cial consideration. We do not use 
people for a few hours or day.s. We 
keep them months and for that 
period of time we can use them far 
more economically and advantage 
busly on the coast.*'

This comes directly from the 
Electrical Research Products Com- 
pany (Western Electric) which ex- 
presses complete ignorance of the 
word "interchangeability" and 
which states that it will maintain 
this ignorance until one of the herd 
of talkers playing to this term at- 
tempts to cash in on it in a theatre; 

Then, before the company install- 
ing A''itaphone and Movietone re- 
producing apparatus, considers the 
claims of its contemporaries, it will 
delve minutely into each and eVery 
mechanism, looking carefully for 
any infringement on its own patents 
which might cause the manufactur- 
er to hall it as interchangeable. 

Western Electr.Ic's talker depart- 
ment, through its general sales 
chief. Charles Bunn, is confident 
that none of the outside conipanles 
will pass the acid test which will 
enable them to continue the use of 
the word, once their apparatus 
makes its first public paying bow. 
Tough Problem 
"Our patent attorneys will have to 
determine whether there is any in- 
fringement on any of our patents in 
these devices -which have not yet 
come out of their laboratories. It is 
a tough problem — thia defining the 
word 'interchangeability,* " Bunn 
said. 

"As a matter of fact, there Is no 
such word In our field as 'inter- 
changeable,' " he continued. "Even 
with Photophone. that matter has 
not yet been settled, because that 
company (RCA-Gerieral Electric) 
has not a singl6 pernianent instal- 
lation in any theatre." 

Because Photophone haa been 
shown some "favors" carries no slg- 
_nificance_. for ,the g.eneral me^ 
of the word 'when applied to every 
Tom. Dick and Harry , In the trade, 
Bunn declared. 

The parental association of the 
two companies with A- T. and T., 
whereby an exchange of certain 
patents has been effected, as well 
as an agreement on cross-licensing, 
should not glye confidence to every 
free lance talker equipment com- 
pany In the field, Bunn let it be 
known with no equivocation. 

''What other companies claim we 
can neither refute nor substantiate,*" 
Mr. Bunn added. "We have no 
i<nowlodgc of their reproducing sys- 
tem. They can claim anything in a 
laboratory and we have no way of 
di.sputing it. Thoy can .show any- 
thjng in a laboratory. 

"When they start marketing it— 
that is another matter. Then we can 
act.

" 'Q' iShips" is one of the finest 
pictures that England has tumbled 
our way. It is largely composed of 
picked sea war material with some 
of the greatest submarine and mer- 
chant craft action yet worked into a 
production.: The government film is 
so skillfully pieced into the iirtillcial 
that a story crammed with suspense 
and action dims to a vague outline 
episodic tendencies so apparent in 
other productions that have delved 
into' governmental galleries. 

No exhibitor need hesitate over 
booking this foreign made. It will 
draw If properly, publicized In the- 
itres of ail classes. . 

An outstanding feature of " 'Q 
Ships" is that the editing is near 
perfect. This state is aided by the 
texture of the war .shots from the 
Imperial War Museum; so well pre- 
served that an expert would have a 
difficult time discerning any differ- 
ence in their color from that of the 
recent production additions which 
round out the stOry. Blazing mer- 
chant ships and sinking hulls from 
the Museum archives fit into a con- 
tinuity getting its start and con- 
stantly referring to recent shots of 
studio sets and submarine interiors. 

The studio work is equally excel- 
lent. Lap dis.solves from war stuff 
to action within the s.ubmer.sible 
when it is struck by depth bombs 
or when it is cra.slied by a projectile 
from a phoney merchant .ship, callecj 
" 'Q'," are almost as convincing as 
the original. 

The production is largely a .study

When real estate values were low in 1923 in Hollywood and Beverly 
Hills, a large number of picture stars, directors and executives formed 
different associations and pools to buy property on speculation, holding 
it for a rise. The purpose in forming the associations was to evade the 
corporation tax and pay only individual Income taxes. On each member 
of corporation they are being taxed 13 per cent., while the individual 
taxes run 1% per cent up to $4,000 on profit derived from Investments, 

Recently the Tax Board of the Internal Revenue Department got wind 
of the manner of manipulation and operation of these associations. It 
handed down a decision that all associations incorporated or having a 
semblance of corporate bodies are to be classed as such and must pay 
13 . per cent. tax. 

When word was conveyed to these associations or trusts they Im- 
mediately cleared off all their holding.s, taking their profits with the 
bank through which , the business was transacted, being galled upon 
to pay the corporation tax on profits made by those in the trust. There 
is a 1928 portion of the income tax that provides that banks file a re- 
turn on "all such associations and , trusts. 

It was figured, out by a smart corporation lawyer that one Way to beat 
the corporation tax and still keep the trusts in operation is to give one 
Individual in the Association power of attorney, deed all holdings to 
this party and then have that person divide profits that, should have 
accrued among members of the trust who will be taxed according to 
tlie Individual Income tax rate.

M-G-M Legal Dept. Explains Its Protective Clause 
Against Unsuitable Shorts 



: It (loos not aiipoar nt present that 
tallciner pictures will become a 
source of important or permanent 
Income to the rank and file of 
.■ vaudeville actors.. 

With Warners, Fox and M-G-M 
started on talking shorts, each com- 
pany displays a tendency to de- 
maiid ''clearances" extending from 
six naonths to a year. 
. This, means that actors are for- 
bidden by' the terms of their talk- 
ing picture contracts from wovking 
for any other, bompany until the 
"clearance", period is passed. 

Signing with one company and 
having made but one subject for tlhat 
company, the actor la not at libv 
erty for talkers for at least six 
. months. Exception is. oiT course, 
. when original company elects to 
make, a number of subjects with the 
. same actor or act. 

Under the clearance system an 
act could hardly appear mpfc than 
once or twice annually. Such ap- 
pearance Is simply a little extra 
change. Vaudeville acts hot. pos- 
sessing or incapable of .two rou- 
tines would be all washed up for 
talking pictures • after making one 
subject. 

Producers defend the clearance 
clause, on the principle that they

As Monday draws the vaude reg- 
ulars, Gorman thiiika they will b« 
better pleased with the smooth per- 
formance and the change will tend 
to Improve all of the first half at- 
tendance, helped along with th« 
varied and largely transient. Sun- 
day trade. 

Old-Timers Disagreed 
Much opposition la_ reported to 
have developed against the revolu- 
tionary step by the former Orpheum 
and Keith executives before Ford 
finally stopped the controversy by 
Issuing an order of the change.

The Kenmore, Keith hou.se, in the 
Flatbu.sh'SeCtion of Brooklyn, Y., 
at Church and Flaitbush avenues, 
stone's throw from the former 
Keith's Flatbush on the opposite 
corner, opened last week with a 
vaudfilm policy similar to the for- 
mer house. The new location be- 
came necessary with loss of the 
original owner's (B. S. Moss) lease 
on the Flatbush, which Keith's hater 
took over, along . with the Other 
Moss houses. 

The Kenmore is a 2,500-seated 
designed along picture house llneg 
and further fortified for the future 
with a Wurlltzer organ, an orches- 
tra pit built on a lift, military- 
trained usiierlng Adonises and all 
the familiar cathedral trimmings. It ■ 
is architecturally patterned on pic- 
ture house ideslgns, with a spacious 
sloping balcony and loges extend- 
ing well forward over the lower 
floor. Aeathetically It shows some- 
what better taste than some of the 
gaudy and overly ornate sanctuariea 
of the cinemas, althoug'h leaning 
backward a bit to strong severity. 
The interior decorations conversely 
could have borrowed . from the 
•sumptiousno.ss of the picture houses 
on de.slgn and quality. 

The Kcnmore's policy is reserved 
seats on week-days and continuous 
on week-ends and holidays, with 
nothing reserved, but the scale tilted 
to $1 top. On week-days the vaude 
Is tWo-a-day from one to five p. m. 
arid seven until closing, with fea- 
ture picture showings preceding and 
following the stage portioris. On 
week-ends and holidays the acts 
frolic three a day. 

Six act bill last hair was topped 
to Natacha Nattova, with a new 
dance frame-up but retaining fa- 
miliar numbers and styles of Inter- 
pretative dancing. None the worse 
for her recently broken ankle suf- 
fei-ed on a Publlx Itlnerair. Miss 
Nattova has V. Sueral and N. Daks 
sls her male da,nclns partners, with 
C. "Weeks, fiddling a solo In the pit, 
officiating as her special conductor. 
Miss Nattova individually Iriipresses ■ 
as ever with; her class and terpslch- 
orean Interpretations. 

Preceding . her In riext-to-shut 
wei'e Mitchell arid Durant, malfl». 
corriedy team, who should land 1ft' 
production ultimately. They work 
hard and originally, with enough ,of 
the. hoke and nutllsms to qualify: 
them anywhere. Their acrobatic, 
stopping, particularly as concerns 
Durant, the bigger fellow, comes • 
somewhat as a surprise in view of 
his build. He does some hard-danc- 
ing that clicked and between the 
two garnei-ed a flock of guffaws. 
Novelty further lies In fact both are 
comedians, neither stralghting for 
the other. 

Opening were the Four Waltons 
(New Acts) in a zippy risley routine. 
Cardinl, -the dexterous palmist, 
twlcod. His most diflicult work Is 
done in the forepart with gloves on, 
palming cards for comedy values 
with a bellhop-costumed femme as 
the straight.

Up to that song the act was a 
total loss.

All of the people. In the turn seem 
to have been misinformed on vaude- 
vllle, including the. pianLste witli 
her own arrangement of American 
music. 

Bohr is also a pianist. An open- 
ing screen sheet of himseW with a. 
fiound-singlng record (behind the 
screen) .says he is a noted com 
poser in his 6\yh country. If com 
posing "Beauty Mark" he should 
have been rioted at home for popu 
lar music. 

Playing the plino himself and 
singing, using his personality to 
the utmost and nriaklng ipore of the 
accent, whether roal or feigned, 
Mr. Bohr should have a . chance 
nowadays as a single on the . best 
vaude time. The chances are in his 
favot. 

The act as it is will cost too much 
for Bohr to carry it with that one 
number.

It carries a musical wallop and 
one does not need to oat g'oulash .to 
appreciate this corking act.

Thereafter De- 
laney rolled with Tassl's punches 
and kept his dome tucked away from 
danger. In th© ninth round the 
Italian was down again but wlth- 
.out a count. 

It was a good workout for De- 
laney who had all the; chance he 
desired to punch, without a counter. 
In boxing he was a mile ahead and 
as far as. tlie experts are concerned 
the match did not furnish a real 
line on just how good Jack is. 

It is apparent that . Delaney is oft 
the heavy men and intends fighting 
In the light, heavyweight class. If 
so, he must train off. six pounds un- 
less he doesn't care to regain the 
light heavy title.

Death, of William Niblo, founder 
of Nlblo's Garden theatre, New 
York, Inspires discussion of New- 
York of earlier times. . It is record- 
ed that Nlblo, bom in Iceland in 
1790, had his first job in this coun- 
try in the Bank Coffee House at 
43 Pine street. New York. He mar-, 
ried the proprietor's daughter and 
came into the business. Coffee 
house was freqtien ted by stage peo- 
ple as well as writers and mer- 
chants, and Nlblo's attention was 
directed to the stage. 



He conceived the Idea of an open 
air resort and when he clio.se a site 
near Broadway In Prince street 
.(this was around .1830) he was 
laughed at for "going so far out 
of town." lie approached Kip & 
Brown's stage line that had its ter- 
minus at Canal street to extend the 
service' as far as Prince street, but 
they refused. Nlblo went ahead 
his scheme nevertheless and 
successful, the place being 
only during the summer.

Harold B. Fi'anklin advocates a system Of volume control for .sound 
pictures, rnade variable at. will by the projectionist, to meet different 
acoustical conditions. His views are embodied In a paper prepared by 
him ?ind read at the session of the Society of Motion Picture En&Ineera 
at Lake Placid, N. Y., this week; • 

"At thp present time and under present methods," says the West 
Coast circuit'.s pveSldenC "it >is difncult for the. pi-ojectlOnist to determine 
the correct volume control. Even though the volume control mlight be 
set correctly, It i.s necessary to vary it in accordance with the flow of 
people that either, leave or enter the theatre. It may be noticed that 
as the capacity of a theatre Increases with persons it Is necessary to step 
up the volume control in order to obtain a volume .sufRcient for certain 
parts of the theatre. 

"The only contact the projectionist ha,«f with this problem is through 
the Monitor horn in the projection rooni, which enables, him only to 
catch cues and make changeovor.s and to determine If the system Is in 
proper mechanicnl operaition. I wish to submit the thought that this 
deficiency might be overcome If an, opening werei designed In the front 
of the booth to which the projectionist . mig;ht enter and in that waj 
hear the volume in the auditorium itself." 

Mr. Franklin al.so reeom the ndcd. that projectionist and musical director 
co-operate in an effort to arrive at correct volume. He likewise urges 
the necessity of frequent inspection of each amplifying horn to make 
certain that it i,*< functioning properly. iHis actual experience, he said, 
was that poor. ' photo-electric cells made a decided coiitrast in volume 
in the Movietone, apparatus. 



Houses iising over one talking short might be a little more .particular 
In spotting them. Two or more shorts misplaced in position op the 
running order will .have an adverse effect. Where a . hou-qe .manager 
notes a short, he tViinks well of is not getting the applause or reception 
expected, its position shbuid be changed. It may have been Injured by 
the short ahead of it o^- it would fit in better In another spot. 

In a short bill recently of three shorts, the first two -were what miglit 
be called full stage? ensemble acts, while the other was a single girl. 
The girl was used to close the progr.am of shorts, forcing the two full 
stage .shorts to follow one another and utterly ruining the second. With 
the girl in between the bill wo\ild have found its value, especially as 
one of the short.s was a band act which would have easily, closed. *. 

Spotting shorts will become essential, and the sooner the better. .

The scheme Is that of the Asso- 
ciated Theatre Ticket Service, which 
has been distributing coupons 
known as two-fdr-one tickets, to 
department stores. Industrial plants 
and shops free, of cost. 

By. presenting a. coupo"n at the 
box office of the show named, the 
holder may obtain two tickets for 
the price of one. The system is 
generally employed by attractions 
Which are either flops or ending 
runs. For the distribution the ser- 
vice people receive 10 per cent, of 
what comes in at the box office 
through the coupons. 

The prospectus named a number 
of -Nvell known producers; also a 
flock of shows which used the two 
fdr-one racket last seaso'n. F. L. 
Ferguson is named as the head of 
the Associated PflRce; also listed as 
the Associated Theatre Managers. 

The Shuberts are named promi 
nently in the prospectus. At the 
Shubert office an official questioned 
the right of Fergu.son to .sell stock 
on .so'mething he did not own, i. e., 
tickets for shows, and declared Fer- 
guson's office was out 4..S far as the 
Shuberts are concerned. Two 
shows in Shubert housed which Fer- 
guson was distributing two-for-ono 
coupons were reported taltcn ?i.w;iy 
from him this week. 

Fergu.so'n explained he was of- 
fering stock only to those who had 
used his cheap ticket coupons.

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Equity Agency Rule Adopted by 
Gen. Meeting-Agent s Guarantee 



What Equity regar«3s as Its most 
important step in years is the adop- 
tion of a code of rules to control 
casting agencies at a general meet- 
ing last Friday. Complaints cover- 
ing a .long period 'were made to 
Equity" by members over the fees 
and percentage exacted by the 
agents. 

Under the system deyised a-gents 
may charge five per cent, of .an 
actor's salary for the first 10 weeks 
or any one engagement. 

The complalhts have been against 
a collection of 10 per cent, of the 
salary for the entire engagement, 
which appears to be the rule in 
most agencies. A demand for an 
additionar f ee is also complained 

of.. ■ • ,■ . 

It Is not a hard and fast Equity 
rule. Where an agent qualifies as 
actually an actor's irepresentative 
or manager, he is, permitted to col- 
lect 10 per cent/ for . the total en- 
gagement A number. have theiir 
actors under contract for. a year 
or a term of years and guar^intee 
from 20 to 30 weeks eaich season. 
They are also Instrumental in se- 
curing higher salaries. 

This class of casting ..agent is 
regarded favorably by Equity, the 
service value being recognized. 
' Actors receiving as high as $800 
weekly have complained against the 
10 per cent, charge. Players of the 
more prominent class dp business 
direct with a producer at times, but 
the servipe of an agent , by them is 
generally undenied. 

Guaranteeing 
The guaranteeing of a number 
of weeks per season is also known 
In the vaudeville field. In that way 
vaudeville agents have been able to 
hold acts which othervirise would 
. sway from one agency to another 

Equity bases Its position on the 
fact that five per cent, for 10 weeks 
Is the legal rate In the state of New 
York, where most of the casting for 
productions is done. A similar New 
Jersey law covering employment 
agencies was recently declared un 
constitutional. 

L«gal opinion In some quarters 
Is inclined to believe that tlie new 
Equity restrictions may constitute 
a boycott. Equity believes Itself 
a service to the agency field, though 
conceding that a number of the 
smaller offices may be forced to 
suspend. . 

Payment of commissions Is as- 
sured to all agents in good stand 
ing, claims to be filed against mem 
bers with Equity if not paid. De 
linquent actors are subject to pun 
Ishment. One agent alleged he had 
lost $12,000 in one year through 
failure to receive commissions from 
actors placed by his office. 

Suspension 
All Equity members must adhere 
to the new rules or stand suspend- 
ed. They can be prevented from 
securing engagements as the stand 
ard contract forms with managers 
stipulate that all players enga-ged 
must be In good standing. That 
point is part of the Basic Minimum 
agreement with the Managers* Pro- 
tective Association. When the 
agreement was amended last spring. 
It was also arranged that no man- 
ager" Is lo"'receIve^"Sny^^ 
agents' commission^ from actors. 
The splitting .of fees between 
agents and producers or those In^ 
their employ has been common and' 
a counter-argument by the agents. 

Permits will.be Issued agents 
from and on Oct. 9 and Equity 
members will riot be permitted tp 
do business with any others. 

In a letter sent to the agents by 
Equity notice of the permit require- 
ment Is made. Thie letter states: 

"We know from our survey that 
only a limited number of agents 
can give good service and at the 
same time make, a good living. 
Therefore, from time to time, we 
may be called on to limit the num 
ber of permits issued." 

Sppcial pennits for personal rep- 
resentatives are to be is.«<ued wlion 
agcnta prove qualification. The 
general qualification is the guaran- 
jtc^ of jjl weeks, or m pre,^ 
with salary based on tfic amounC 
received by a player for the past 
three years. 

The rules for ra.sting agent's may 
later be appliod to picturop, al-

Iler dancing Is great, and In 
the last act, by means of a dream, 
tlvey weave In a chance for her tu 
do some toe work. 

The jazz orchestra grafts naturalr 
ly and smoothly into the stoi-y. Fred 
Warin.cr hn.s a shiall role and plays 
it ingi-atialingly, while the niembers 
of his band appear as students. 
They play no instruments until th^ 
end, Although appearing on several 
occasions In glee arrangements, and 
their vocalizing, helps. Then In the

. themselves. :for about 20 minutes, 
during which period they 'i>lay the 
four or five song hits of the show.

Opening scene is .the dining room 
of the Overheck home in the mid- 
west. The son is nine months out 
of Harvard law school iand re- 
hearsing for his wedding when he 
receives a letter from a maternity 
hospital in Chicago asking for ad- 
vice on a certain matter not to be 
discussed by correspondence. The 
boy counts on his fingers and re- 
rhembers one Isabel at Cambridge.

The lattier's son also 
comes to ask his father to return 
liome. . No go. A twist In the plot 
Involves, the private detective, who 
is the lUtle girl's sweetheart, atid 
who thinks that the good-looking 
son means no good by her. Furi- 
ously jealous, said detective drav. .s 
a gun In the siren's apartment, but 
the bullet, intended for the son, 
strikes the father and infilcts a 
serious, though hot. mortal woun l. 

That niuch of Act Two is melo- 
drama; . after that, the spirit shifts 
to clever comedy of the drawing 
room variety. Wife, healrlng .of her' 
erring spouse's injury, Insists' on in- 
vading her rival's home grounds, and 
when she sails in upon the scene 
there Is a lively set-^to, the upshot 
being a victory by the wife. In the 
last act the wife is sho'vvri In pos- 
session of the battlefield, actilng as 
nurse tor her husband who Is still, 
however, adamant. In his decision to 
have a divorce and positive In his 
affection for the vamp. It comes to 
a showdown and the wife, apparently 
losing, finally admits, her falliire and 
lirepards to go. At this: point Sel- 
wyn's play loses Its cianritng. Ho 
has the son, who up to now. has been 
a splendidly drawn example of up- 
to-date, free-minded mioderh young 
manhood, suddenly turn sentimental 
and beg piteously for his dad's re- 
turn home. Whereupon, without 
warning, the father changes^ his 
mind on the instant and agrees to 
return to his wife. The siren then 
declares that it Is all just as well 
Inasmuch as she is bored by the 
amour, and the love affair of the son 
and the erstwhile maid Is also 
brought to a happy conclusion with 
some applesauce admonitions on 
the part of the now virtuous father. 
Those last five minutes take . the 
edge off. 

iSelwyri has given his play a cast 
that It would be difllcult to Improve 
upon. Margaret Lawrence has never 
given a better performiance than that 
of the fu.sslng, fluttering wife. The 
role IS somewhat different than any- 
she has ever tried, and by no means 
a pleasant one, but Miss Lawrence 
makes every bit of It count. Walter 
Connolly is dignified and legitimate 
as the husband. Roberta Beatty is 
the low-^Tldded, ' seductive home 
breaker, and Robert Montgomery 
makes a corking juvenile. Edna 
Ilibbard gets away . from her' wise- 
cracking type to prove again that 
she's a sure and able character 
actress. She presents a saucy and 
attractive figure as the maid. 

Show has been neatly staged in 
two sets. Except for ia, final, ex- 
plosive tag-line that Is pretty 
strong but amusingly appropriate 
(cut by the censors here) it offers 
nothing sen.sational in dialog or situ- 
ation, but the play has merit.

Philadelphia, SepL 25. 

Herman Shulman, former agent 
and general manager. Invades the 
producing field with a play called 
"The Command Performance," 
which is being, tried out at, the 
Broad Street theatre here. Before 
any analysis of the play or the 
playing is made it should be stated 
that Shumlin ha.s done his own 
part very well. He has taken a 
first play by a young English actor, 
C. ytafCord Dickens, and has given 
it the advantage of capable and 
thorough staging, exceedingly serv- 
iceable settings and a cast of well- 
known and talented players, all of 
them apparently shrewdly selected 
for characters. 

Taken for what It Is, "Command 
Performance," save for a few rough 
spots that can easily be ironed out, 
Is satisfactory in every respect. The 
question Is whether people will ac- 
cept this type of play written as It 
Is.- =Young=DlGken3 jiaa JiJ.cgi^^ 
Prisoner of Zend.a" theme, worked 
it over quite ingeniously and offers 
It as a sober-faced, Intensly serious 
romance of love behind or arpund 
a throne. There Is none of the kid- 
ding of royalty to bo found in "The 
Queen's Husband," none of the 
risque Innuendoes that were In "The 
Command to Love"; none of the sa- 
tire that Molnar and some of the 



other Hungarian playwi'lghts put 
In .such plays us "The Czarina" 
and "The Swan." This la bald, un- 
adulterated romance with all the 
heaving and the sighing and the 
protestations of undying devotion 
that used to Hl)ound in tho Grau- 
stark trilogy. If tlio hard bitten, 
sophisticated audienc9s of today 
will accept this in the spirit In 
wliich it is written and played, then 
the .show has a great chance. Other- 
wise if.s thinnhs down. 

I'iot is laid in the Imaginary 
kingdom of Moldavia, the first 
fccno sliowing a rehearsal of a lit- 
tle traveling theatrical troupe. The 
leading man, a hand.spme devil, 
hai.)pen3 to become involved In a 
street brawl with the dissolute 
young prince of the country and is 
arrested. Queen of ^Moldavia is 
anxious to promulgate a treaty 
with the neighboring kingdom of 
AVallachia by means of a union be- 
tween hbr son, the aforementioned 
Prince, and the Princess Katherina. 
The Prince, however, won't listen, 
being mainly interested in actrcs.scs 
and booze. 

It is then discovered that the Im- 
prisoned actor is a dead Image of 
the Prince. After much hemming 
and hawing it is decided to send 
the actpr to court the Princess. He 
is not supposed to fall in love, be- 
cause at the last moment before the 
wedding, the Prince is to take his 
place. Of course, the strolling thc- 
pian and the Piincess fall madly in 
love. He finally confesses his iden- 
tity, but she, to save his life from 
her. father, keeps his secret and 
agrees ■ to go through the ceremony 
as arranged. When the time comes 
for her to n?ai-ry. the dissipated 
Prince she almost balks but Is per- 
suaded out. of it. In the meantime 
the actor has been put in prison 
because he knows , too much. 

Solution is reached by the dis- 
appearance of the Prince who 
leaves behind a note saying that he 
is fed up with the whole business. 
Whereupon the plotters have to lib- 
erate the actor and allow him to igo 
through with the masquerade. . 

Ian Keith plays the . dual role of 
actor and Prince and does excep- 
tionally well. He is ah impetuous 
and fiery lover and supplies a nice 
character touch as the drunken 
Princeling. Fallacy Is to believe 
that any man could successfully im- 
personate another In the streets of 
his own tovyn, and In the rooms of 
his ovyin. palace. However, this 
must be accepted if the play Is to 
be. accepted. It Is not Keith's fault 
that this is unbelievable. He Is a 
good romantic actor. Jessie Royce 
Landis is an alluring and. always 
charming Princess. Excellent char, 
acterlzatlons are contributed by 
Ivan Simpson as the half-cracked 
old actoi: who gi /as the hero away 
to the Princess, and by Lee Baker 
as the oily Chancellor who thinks 
up the schemes. Beatrice Terry is 
a bit over emotional In one scene, 
but is generally every Inch a Queen. 
Charlotte Granville and Hubert 
Druce play the roles of the Queen 
and. King of Wallachla and here Is 
another, weakness of the piece, 
•These, parts are utter burlesque, the 
regal personages being presented as 
a Mt, and Mrs. Jiggs, forever bick- 
ering and squabbling. This jars 
with the romantic scenes.

Other commercial phases of this 
form of plugging would insure a 
vast outlet for Bobbins' music in all 
M-G-M exhibited films, with music 
boys in lobbies, as with productions, 
selling the sheet music and records.

Par- Harms 

Paramount has effected a similar 
tie-up with Harms as the Famous 
Music Corp., with the Harms staff 
composers now concentrating oh 
turning out theme songs for Para- 
mount pictures. 

Walter Donaldson is also slated 
to fashion some moi-e theme for Par 
features. Donaldson heads his own 
music house, Donaldson, Douglas & 
Gumblc, and is not ■ affiliated with 
the Harms organization. 

This theme song vogue has cre- 
ated another new situatiop in the 
Paramount-Publlx music depart- 
ment With the staff composers of 
the themes who do all the tedious 
work objecting to the absence of a 
little glory and profit through the 
theme song hits being assigned to 
composers with a flare ..for popular 
melody. 

The obstacle is that the thorough 
musician Is Invariably lacking in 
the necessary creative ability to 
fashion a song hit, and vice versa. 
The musical standbys. who slave and 
struggle with the synchronization 
argue that they are entitled to some 
consideration and be assigned to a 
composer of popular calibre. They 
cite the Erno Bapee alliance with 
Lew Pollack as a happy compro- 
mise.
